The firſt Diſcovery of the New World called 
Y AMERICA. 


HE New World is the moſt proper Name for 


this immenſe Country, as being diſcovered by 
Chriſtopher Columbus about zoo Years ago, in 1429. The 
Antient Fathers, Philo ſophers and Poets, were of 
Opinion, That thoſe places near the North and South 
Pole were unhabitable. by the Extremity of Cold, 
and the middle Parts by unreaſonable Heat, and 
thought it a Contradiction to believe the Earth was 


round; and Pope Zachary ſentenced Biſhop Virgins. 


To be caſt out of the Temple and Church of God. and deprived of 
his Biſhoprich for this perverſe Doctrine. That tbere were Ante 
podes, er People whoſe Feet are placed againſt eurs: Though 
this Diſcovery of America has fully confirmed theſe 
Opinions, and thar there 1s no ſuch Torrid Zone 
where the Heat is ſo noxious as to unpeople any part 


of the Earth, and the Sun's yearly compaſſing of the 
World evidenceth the neceſſity of Inhabitanrs on all 2 
parts of the Globe: The next Inquiry may be, he- 


ther the Antients had any Knowledge of theſe Re- 
gions, which many think they had not; for though 


Seneca ſays in his Medea, That new Worlds ſhall be diſcovered | 


in the laſt Ages. and Thule in Norway ſhall be no longer 
the utmoſt Nation of the World; yet this ſeems only to 


intimate the common Dilcoveries of Navigation? 
And Plato's Atlantis cannot intend this Country, be- 


cauſe he placeth it at the Mouth of the Mediterranein 
Sea. which is ſeparated from America by a vaſt Ocean, 


and ſays ftis not now in Being, but was by an Earth 


uake overwhelmed in the Sea, Other Anthors 


1nce have mentioned ſome Iſlands in that great Sea, 


which ſeem rather thoſe on the Coaſts of Africa than

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The firſt Diſcovery of the 


America, it being im robable, if not impoſlible, 
any ſhould undertake ſuch long and dangerous Voya- 


ges. before the Seaman's Compaſs was found out, 


when only directed by the Sun and Stars. 
Yet it is not incredible but in former Ages, ſome 


Ships might by Tempeſt or Caſualty, be driven to 


theſe Parts, whereby part of America was peopled, 
bur it is likely none ever returned to bring News of 
their Voyage. The moſt probable Relation is that 
of Aa loc ap Owen Gwyneth. who during the Wars in his 
own Country of Wales, adventured to Sea, and lea- 
ving Ireland on the North, came to a Land unknown 
(where he ſaw many wonderful Things) which by 


Dr. Powel, and Mr. Humphry Lloyd. is judged to be the 


main Land of America, hoth by the ſaying of Monte xu- 
ma, Emperor of Mexico, that his Progenitors were 


Strangers as well as the reſt of the Mexicans, and by 


the Uſe of divers Welch Words amongſt them. 

The Story adds, That Madoc left ſeveral of his Peo- 
pie there, and returned with ten Sail of Welchmen, 
yet there are now left few Footſteps of this Britiſh 
Expedition, and no Signs were found at the Spaniards 
arrival; they indeed uſed a Croſs at Cummana, and 
worſhipped it at Acuzamil, but without the leaſt 
Knowledge of Jeſas Chriſt and the Welch Words are 
few, and which might happen to any other Language. 
Mr. Brerewood, and other learned Writers are of Opt- 
nion, that America was peopled from thoſe Parts of 
Aſia. where the Tartars firſt inhabited the Coaſts of 
both Countries, being in that place not far aſunder, 
and the likeneſs of the People favours the ſame, tho? 
the Indians in general are ſo ignorant as to aſcribe 
their Beginning, ſome to a Fountain, and others to 
a Lake or Cave; but leaving theſe Uncertainties, let 
us give a brief Account of the real Diſcovery there- 
of by Caluribus, which is thus related by Gomara and 
Mariana two Spaniſh Writers.

a Tale; and give a more probable account of the 
Cauſe, which moved Columbus to this mighty Under- 
taking, than thebilots Papers or Reports as followeth. 
Chriſtopher Colon or Columbus, born at Nervi. in the 
Signiory of Genoa, being a Man of excellent Ability, 
born to great Undertakings and bred a Mariner, tra- 
dinginto via and other Eaſtern Countries, had learn- 
ed to make Sea Charts. and went to Portugal to di ſco- 
ver the Coaſſs of Africa, and there married. In Sat- 
ling about the Seas he obſerved, that at certain Sea- 
ſons of the Year the Winds blew from the W. long 
together, and judging they came from ſome Coaſt 
beyond the Sea, he reſolved to make Tryal, being 
likewiſe perſuaded by the Motion of the Sun, there 
muſt needs be another World, ro which that glort- 
ous Planet did impart both his Light and Heat when 
he went from us, and this World he purpoſed to 
ſeek after. He was now 40 Years old, and in 1486, 
he propoſed his Defign to the States of Genoa, and 
that if they would furniſh him with Ships. he did not 
doubt but to find a way by the t to the Iſlands 
of Spices. but they rejected it as an idle Fancy. Being 
fruſtrated of his Hopes, he goes to Portugal to King 
Alphonſus, but with the ſame ſucceſs; upon which he

A exchange, that he ſoon improved his Stock; and now 
Jreſolving to venture all his Credit both in Friends 
and Money he furniſhed himſelf with 11 Ships, ha- 
ving on Board 550 Men, and ſetting ſail from $pain; 
arrived at the Iſland of Sanda Crus where being kind- 
ly received by Oviedo the Governor, he diſcovered 
many New - Provinces, deſigning farther Weſt, 
where he heard there were Mines of Gold, and ha- 
oRtin ving made the Inhabitants of the Places where he 
8776 had landed ſwear Allegiance to the King of San ta 
'* whom he ſaid the Monarchy of the Univerſe belong- 
Jed. he ſailed up the River Tubaſcow where the Peo- 
hell ple of the Town of Pontoncon refuſing to ſell him 
nei Proviſions. he plundered the fame.

with a Collar of Glaſs, and other Things of ſmall 
Valuez a Woman Slave given him at the Town of 
Victory was his Interpreter, by whom Cortes informed 
the Governor, that he was Servant to the greateſt 
Emperor upon Earth, at which the. other wondred, 
thinking there had been none ſo mighty as his Sove- 
reign Montezuma Emperor of Mexico, to whom the 
Governor ſent the Pictures of theſe bearded Men, 
their Horſes, Apparel, Weapons. great Guns, and 
other Rarities painted on Cotton Cloths. with an 
Account of their Ships and Numbers, which were 
conveyed by Poſts to Mexico in a Day and Night, 
though 210 Miles diſtant. 

Cortes asked the Governor whether Montezuma had 
any Gold. who anſwered, yea: I am glad of that 
(ſaid Cortes) for my Companions are troubled with a 
Diſeaſe at the Heart, to which Gold is the only So— 
vereign Remedy; ſo deſire him to furniſh us with the 
greateſt quantity he can poſſible of that Metal. Mon- 
te⁊uma u pon receipt of thole Things. ſent back Cot- 
ton Cloth of divers Colours, many tufts of Feathers, 
with two Wheels, each two Yards and a half broad. 
one of Silver, repreſenting the Moon, the other of 
Gold like the Sun, the whole Prefent heing in Va- 
Tue 20009 Ducats; he likewiſe expreſſed much Toy 
to hear of ſo great a Prince and ſuch a ſtrange Peo- 
ple, and promiſed all neceſſaries, but was unwilling 
Cortes ſhould viſit him, though Cortes reſolved to ſee 

| him. 
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him. The Indians came daily to his Camp to ſee theſe 
ſtrange Sights, and when the great Guns were diſ- 
charged, they fell flat on their Faces. thinking the 
Heavens were falling; amongſt the reſt were divers 


Indians of differing Habits taller than the reſt, the 


Griſtles of their Noſes flit, and hanging over their 
Mouths, and Rings of Jet and Amber faſtned there- 
to; in their Lips were Rings of Gold, and Turkeſs 
Stones, ſo heavy that they hung over their Chins, 
leaving their Teeth bare; Cortes underſtood theſe de- 
formed Gallants were of Zempoallan, a City a Days 
Journey off, whom their Lords had ſent ro diſcover 


what Gods were come in thoſe Temples (meaning the 


Ships) for they daily expected the God of the Air to 
appear. They were not willingly ſubje& to Montezu- 
na neither converſed with any other Indians, there- 
fore Cortes reſolved to uſe them againſt him. 

He failed thence to Panuco. where in a Temple aſ- 
cended by 20 Steps, they found Idols, bloody Papers, 
much Blood of Men ſacrificed, the Block whereon 
they cut them, and the Razors of Flint wherewith 
they opened their Breaſts, which ſt ruck Horror into 
the Spaniards; Cortes then proceeded to Zempoadlian, 
there he was ſolemnly received. and lodged in a 
Treat Houſe of Lime and Stone, whited with Plaiſter 
that ſhined like Silver; then cauſing all his Ships to 
be funk. that there might be no Hope of return, he 
perſuaded the Natives to ſubmit to the Spaniards, and 
dyn with themagainſt Montezuma, which they rea- 
lily complied with; leaving a Guard in this his new 


own, he marched with 400 $paniards, 15 Horſes. ſix

Cortes having the good Fortune to kill their Standar! 
bearer, the Indians forſook the Field. 
The Taxallans raiſing an Army of 50095, joyne 
with Cortes. who took in divers Places, and buildin 
ſeveral Frigats or Brigantines, he ſoon took all t 
Indian Canoos upon the Lake. Quabuthimoc, whi 
fucceeded Montezuma, being encouraged from th 
Devil's Oracle, made all poſſible Defence for ſavin 
Mexico, ſometimes conquering, and being other whil 
beaten by the Spaniards. who fired a great part c 
the City. One Day the Mexicans having got an A 
vantage againſt the Spaniards, they celebrated a Fea 
of Victory; the Prieſts going into the Temple, mat 
a Perfume of ſweet Gums, and facrificed 49 Sani 
Priſoners, opening their Breaſts, plucking out the 
Hearts, and ſprinkling their Blood in the Air, the 
Companions looking on. unable to revenge it, t 
Mexicans mean while dancing. beating their Drun 
drinking themſelves drunk, and ufing all manner « 
Expreſſions of Joy. At length Rage and Diſdain 
filled rhe Spaniards Breaſts. that having hitherto bet 
careful of ruining the City, which they hoped! 
, preſerve for their own ule, they now reſolved 
deſtroy it, to which the dreadful Famine and Pet: 
lence within, did as much contribute as their Fut 
without; ſo that after three Months Siege. Mexico 
taken, and razed to the Ground. with the lofs of 
Sani ard, and 6 Horles, but of the Mexicans Io 
beſide thoſe who died of the Plague and Hung: 
the King himſelf being taken Priſoner, and th 
mighty City and State utterly ſubverted. This ha 
pened Aug. 13. I52T. which Day is kept as a year 
Feſtival by the $pantarids to this Day. Mexico was aft 
Re-built. with 1900090 Houſes, fairer and ftxong 
than before. 
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In this Siege the admirable Courage of that King: 


was very remarkable, for having tor three Months: 


moſt valiantly defended the City, and endured there- 
in all manner of Inconveniencies, he was at the tak- 


Hands of the Spantards his Enemies, upon condition 
to be uſed as became a King, during his Impriſon- 
ment he ſaid or did nothing but what became that 
Title, but after the Victory the Spaniards. not hnd- 
ing that quantity of Gold which they had promi- 
ſed themſelves, tho* they had left no place unſearch- 
ed to diſcover it, they then proceeded by the moſt 
cruel and horrid Tortures, to force thoſe Priſoners 
they had taken to confeſs where they had hid it. 
Bur unable to prevail this way, finding the 
Indians Hearts more ſtrong than their Torments, 


all Law of Nations, and againſt their ſolemn 
Vows and Promiſes, they condemned the King 
himſelf, and one of the chiefeſt Princes of his 
Court, to the Rack in the ſight of each other; the 
Prince being encompaſſed with hot burning Coals, 
and overcome with the extraordinary Torment, at 
laſt turned his dying Eyes in 4 moſt lamentable 
manner toward his Maſter, ag if he begged his Par- 


King fixing his Eyes fiercely upon him, ſeemed to 
upbraid him with Puſillanimity and want of Cou- 
rage, and with a ſtern and ſettled Voice ſpoke thus 
to him, Nhat? fufpoſeſt thou that I am in a cold Bath? Am 
Lat more eaſe than thou art? Whereat the miſerable 
Prince immediately fainted under the Torture, and 
gave up the Ghoſt. The King being half roaſted 
was carried away, not fo much for pity, (for what

IV. Francis Pizarro, a Perſon of mean Birth and E- 
lucation, was likewiſe fortunate in Diſcoveries. He 
vas born in a Village in Navarre, and by the poor 
Yhore his Mother laid in the Church Porch, and 
ſo left to Providence, by whoſe direction (there be— 
ng none found to give him the Breaſt) he vas nou- 
riſhed ſeveral Days by ſucking of a Sow; at lat one 
Jonſales a Soldier acknowledged him for his Son, put 
jlurſe, and when he was ſomewhat grown up 


1M to N 
et him to keep his Swine, fome of whom being 
trayed, the Boy durſt not for fear return home. bur 
betook himſelf to his Heels, ran to Swil. and there 
hipped himſelf for America; where by ſeveral Ad- 
entures growing rich. he aſſoeiated himfelf with 
Diego de Almagro. and Ferdinando Luches a rich Prieſt 
vho betwixt them raticd 220 Soldiers, and in 1525 
uled from Sui, 1n San to ſcek their Fortunes on 
he $915 Stag, which Buboz had he fore diſcovered. He 
eceived divers Repulicsat his Landing, wherein he 
vas wounded, and forced to retire with his ships; 
yer Amagro in another Place had better ſucceſs, the 
Init; uſing him kindly. and preſenting him zor Du- 
ats of Gold. but endcavouring to land in that 
lace of Pizarro's Misfortune, he was ſet upon by the 
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Natives, and loſt one of his Eyes in the Encounter. 
At length they met at Panama, and having cured 
their Wounds, and recruited their Forces with 200 
Men, and many Slaves, they landed atanother place, 
but were beaten back. and forced to Sail to an Iſland 
called Gorgon, fix Miles from the Continent, where 
Pizarro and ſome of his Company ſtay'd, till Alma- 
gro with the reſt went back for greater Supplies, and 
were almoſt ſtarved before he returned; but coming 
at length, and his Men being refreſhed, they again 
attempt the ſhore, but were repulſed both from 
thence, and from the Ifland. After which courſing 
the Land 5oo Miles, they came at length to Chira a 
Province in Peru, where they landed; and happen- 
ing to take ſome of the Natives, learnt them the 
great Wealth of the Country ; Pizarro hereupon ſent 


one Peter a Canlian to the Governor. who treated him 


kindly, and ſhewed him a Temple wherein were in- 
eſtimable Riches. | : 
Upon this Diſcovery it was agreed that Pizarro 
ſhould return to Sain, and procure the King's Com- 
miſſion for the Conqueſt of it; who went according- 
ly and obtained a Grant for himſelf only. exclud- 
ing his Companions out of it, but taking in Alma- 
gro of his own accord; and returning to Panama, 
with his four Brethren, Hernando. Gonſales, Fobn and 


| Martin de Alcantara; after much Contention Pi g arro 


and Almagro agreed to make an equal diviſion of 
their Booty. Pizarro goes before with 150 Soldiers 
(ordering Almagro to follow with all the Strength he 
could make) and lands in Peru, a River ſo called, 
which gave Name to that great and wealthy Pro- 
vince. They marched by Land, enduring much 
Miſery in their wav to Puna where they were well 
received of the Governor, *till by abuſing their 
Wives and Daughters, they provoked the Inſiam to 
take up Arms, but were ſoon defeated, and their 
Riches became a Prey to the prevailing Saniar ll. The 
Governor of this Country, to ſatisfy his Jealouly, 
uſed to have none about his Women but Eunuchs, 
whom he likewiſe made more deformed by r 
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off their Noſes and Arms. Here Pix arro firſt heard of 
Atabaliba, at what time the War grew hot between 


him and his Brother Guaſcar for the Sovereignty of 


the Kingdom of Peru; and the Governor taking part 
with Guaſcar, the Elder Brother had made 609 of his 
Enemies Priſoners, who now coming into Pizarro's 
Hands, he freely ſent them back to Tumbez, a great 
Indian Town belonging to Atabaliba, and three Meſſen- 
gers along with them to demand Peace; but though 
their Captives were ſo generouſly reſtored, yet they 
ungratefully delivered the three $amards to their 
bloody Prieſts, to be ſacrificed to the Idol of the 
Sun. Hereupon Pizarro marched to Tumbez, and took 
it, plundering the Temple and City, From hence 
he went toward Guatimala, whither Guaſcar ſent 
ſome Indians with large Promiſes, to defire his Aid a- 
gainſt his Brother. Soon after ſome others came 
from Atabaliba. with a Command that he ſhould im- 
mediately return back to his Ships. Pixarro an ſwer- 
ed, That he came not thither to hurt any, but 


ſor their Good, as his Lord the Emperor had given 


him in charge, nor could he now return without 


much diſhonour (being Ambaſſador from the Pope, 


and an Emperor, who were Lords of the World) 
until he had ſeen Arabaliba's Royal Perion, and had 
communicated to him ſuch wholſom Counſels and 
Inſtructions as might be beneficial both to his Body 
and Soul. 

Piz.arro then paſſed forward through the Province 


of Chira, tht Lords whereof provoked him againſt 4- 


tzbaliba. who had lately conquered: their Countries. 
Theſe Civil Diſtractions facilitated the Spaniards Vic- 
tories. On the River Chira he ſettled the Colony of 


St. Michael for ſecuring his Plunder, and then marche 


d on to Guatimala, ſending Meſſengers on Horſeback 
to give notice of his coming, and deſiring to have an 
Interview with the King. The Indian having ne- 
ver ſeen an Horſe before, were extremely ſurprized, 
but Atabaliba was little moved at the Sight, though 
nuch concerned that theſe bearded Meſſengers affor- 
ded him ſuch ſmall Reverence. He ſent Pizarroa * 
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of Shoes cut and gilded, under pretence of diſtin- 
guiſhing and knowing him from. others, though 
the Spaniards judged it a defign to ſeize and kill him. 
The next Day the King came, attended with 25009 
unarmed Indian in Oſtentation of his Greatneſs, and 
without any deſign of making reſiſtance, being car- 
ried upon the Shoulders of his Nobility in great 
Pomp, upon Rafrers or Beams of maſſy Gold, in a 
Chair of State. Father Vincent a Dominican Fryar 
coming with Reverence before him, holding a Croſs 
in one Hand, and his Breviary, or a Bible in the o- 
ther, he bleſſed him with the Croſs, and ſaid. Moſt ex- 
cellent Prince, it concerns you to believe, that God in Trinity and 
Unity created the World out of nothing, and formed a Man of 
the Earth whom he called Adam, of whom we had our Begin- 


ning; that Adam finned againſt bis Creator, and in him all bi 


Poſterity, except Jeſus Chriſt. who being G O D, came down 
from Heaven. and took the Fleſh of the Virgin Mary, and 10 
ſave and redeem Mankin1. died on à Croſs like to this in my 
Hund. for which we worſhip it. After his Death he roſe again 
the third Day, and after 40 Days aſcended into Heaven. leaving 
for his Vicar on Earth St. Peter and his Succeſſors. which we call 
Popes, one of whom h:th now given the moſt Puiſſant King ef 
Spain, Emperor of the Romans the Monarchy of the World. 
Obey the Pope therefore, worthy Prince, and receive the Faith 
of Chriſt, which if you will believe to be the moſt Holy. and 
your own moſt falſe, you ſhall do well, but know, that if you do 
the contrary, we will make War with you, and deſtroy and 

break your Idols to pieces; let me then adviſe you to leave « 

your falſe Worſhip, and thereby prevent all theſe Miſevieſs 
Atabaliba ſeemed to wonder at the preaching of this 
Frvar. and replied. That he was a free Prince, and 
would become Tributary to none, neither did he ac- 
knowledge any greater Lord than himſelf; as for the 
Emperor he could be well content to be in Friendſhip 
with ſo great a Monarch, and to be acquainted with 
him, but for the Pope he would not obey him, who 
gave away that was none of his own, and took a 
Kingdom from him whom he had never feen; as for 
Religion he liked well his own, neither would nor 
ought he to queſtion the Truth thereof, it being ſo 
| antient 
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antient and approv'd, eſpecially ſince chriſ died, 
which never happened to the sun and Moon whom he 


} worſhipped. And how do you know. ſaid he that the 


God of theChyi/tians created the World? Fryar Vincent an- 


| ſwered, That his Book told it him, (giving him his Bible) 


Atabaliba looked in it. and ſaid, It toll him no ſuch Thing, 
(throwing it on the Ground) the Fyar took it up, 
and wenr to Pizarro, crying out, He hath caſt the Gof- 
telt on the Ground. Revenge it O Chriſtians von theſe In- 
filet Dogs, and ſince they will not accept our Friendſhip, nor our 
Law let us deſtroy them. Pizarro hereupon ſet up his 
standard, and with his Cannon and Horſemen in 3 
Squadrons, aflaulted Atabaliba's People, making 
great Slaughter, Pizarro with his Foot did much Exe- 
cution with their Swords; all charged againſt Ataba- 
(tba, killing them who carried him on their Shoul- 
ders in his Pavilion, whoſe Rooms were preſently 
ſupplied by others, till at laſt Pizarro plucked him 
down by his Cloths; all the while not one Inlian 
made reſiſtance, either becauſe they had no Com- 
mand, or with Amazement to ſee their Sovereign 
ſo abuſed; ſo that never a Spaniard was flain. though 
ſeveral Indians were thruſt through. Thus were ol 
Indians routed. their King and other rich Spoil taken, 
reckoned at $20-9 Caſtilians in Gold, and 70 
Marks in Silver, being the Houſhold Plate of Ataba- 
liba, every Mark being eight Ounces, and in Guati- 
mala they found ſeveral Houſes filled up to. the Roof 
with rich Garments, beſides Armour, Weapons, 
Axes, and Pole Axes of Gold and Silver. The next 
Day the Saniardt ſearched about for Spoil, and found 
59909 Women belonging to the King, with much 
Treaſure. 

Atabaliba was diſturbed at his Tmpriſonment. eſpe- 
cially hecauſe they pur a Chain upon him ; many 
Propoſals were made about this Ranſom, when a 
Soldier ſaid. If you will give us this Houſe full of Gold and 
Silver thus high (lifting up his Sword, and making a 
Mark upon the Wall) you ſhall have your Freedom; Ata- 
baliba promiſed (if they would give him Liberty to 
ſend throughout his Kingdom) to fulfil their De- 

1 mand, 
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mand. whereat the Saniards amazed, gave him three 
Months time, but he had filled the Houſe in 2 Months 
and a half. a Thing hardly credible; but faith Lo-. c 
ez Vaz,, I know above 2o who were there. and af-Þ 1! 
firmed there was above 10 Millions of Gold and Sil-F y 
ver. Another Saniſß Captain relates, that Atabaliba y 
promiſed to give ſo much Gold as ſhould reach up to i 
Mark that was a Span higher than a tall Man could 

reach, the Room being 25 Foot long. and 15 wide, n 
and to fill up a large incloſed Garden with Veſſels of 
Silver for his Ranſom. This Captain was made Guar- Þ £4 
dian of this Golden Houle, and ſaw this vaſt Maſs of 7 
Treaſure melted ; the Governor ſent a fifth part to 7:

The King un- | G 
derſtanding he was to die, ſpake thus to his Murthe- 5 
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rers; Why do you kill me? Did you not promiſe 
me my Liberty, If I would give you Gold? I pro- 
cured it for you. yea, more than you required, .yet 
if it be your Pleaſure that I muſt die, fend me to 
your King of Sain, that I may clear my ſelf of what 
you falſly object againſt me; but the Executioners 
ſtopt his Breath before he could proceed. 

The Difference between the two Brethren haſt- 
ning their Ruin, Guaſcar ſucceeded his Father in the 
Kingdom, and the Province of Quito was aſſigned to 
Atabaiiba who being of an aſpiring Spirit. ſeized on 


Tumebamba a rich Province; upon which his Brother 


railing Forces, took him Priſoner; Atabaliba making 
his Eicape, got back to Quito, where he made his Peo- 
ple believe that their God the Sun had turned him in- 
to a Serpent, and ſo he got through a Hole in the 
Priſon; the conceir of this Miracle made them riſe 
in Arms againſt Guaſcar. with whole Aſſiſtance Ataba- 
ſiba made ſuch ſlaughter of his Enemies, that there are 
heaps of Bones to be ſeen at this Day, 69-00 being 
killed, and many Provinces conquered. During A- 
zabaliba's Impriſonment ſome of his Captains had 
taken his Brother Guaſcar, who ſent Word to one 
of the F$aniſh Commanders, that if he would reſtore 
him to his Liberty and Kingdom, he would fill up a 


large Room with Gold and Silver, which was thrice $ 


as much as Atabaliba had promiſed, adding, that his 
Father Guayna, who was a Sorcerer, had commanded 
him on his Death Bed, to be kind to the white and 
bearded Men. who ſhould come and rule in thoſe 
Parts: Atabaliba hearing of theſe Offers, ſent to have 
his Brother put to Death. which the Spaniards took no 
Notice of, and ſeemed juſtly to befal him, having 
Murthered another of his Brethren. and drank in his 
Skull, as he {wore to deal with Atabalitbz. Though the 
$aniards got vaſt Treaſures in this Country, yet the 
Inlians hid great quantities of Gold, Silver. and Jew- 
els, which never came to their Hands, belonging to 
Guayna. One of Atabaliba's chief Captains viſited him 
in Priſon. with great Reverence. for he and his 
Company laying Burdens' on their Shoulders, en- 
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tred into his Preſence, lifting up their Hands to the 
Sun, with great thankfulneſs for giving them fight 
of their Lord, and then kneeled down, kiſſed his 
Hands and Feet. This Captain told the $amard;, 
that an Indian had conveyed away vaſt Treaſures, who 
upon Torture diſcovered a great Houſe full of Vel- 
fels of Gold, with a Shepherd and his Sheep all of 
Gold, as big as if Living; he likewiſe reported he 
heard Arabaliba ſay, That in an Iſland called Callas 
was a great Houſe covered all over with Gold, as 
well as the Ceilings, Walls, and Pavements. The 
Spaniards ſo abounded in Gold. that they would give 
1959 OT 15 Pezs's for an Horſe; and their very 
Hor ſes were ſhod with maſſy Gold. Debtors ſought 
out their Creditors with Indians laden with Gold, 
from Houſe to Houſe to pay them: They took from 
the Walls of ſome Houſes. and the Roof of the 
Temple of cuſcow. Plates of Gold 15 or 12 pound 
weight; they carried into $4in one Veſſel of Gold, 
and another of Silver, each big enough to boil a 
whole Cow, likewiſe an huge Eagle, and an Image 
of Gold as big as a Child of four Years old; allo 
Drums and Statues of Women in Gold to their full 
proportion, with ſeveral others of Silver. 

But Vengeance purſued theſe horrid Murtherers 
(though the Spaniards put many fair pretences upon 
their Actions) few of the greateſt Undertakers going 
to the Grave in Peace, for all that were conſenting 
or acceflary to the Death of this King, came to 
wretched Ends, but eſpecially his four Brethren, 
Ferlinan lo, Gonfalzz. Pizarro, F. Martin of Alcantara, and 
Diego of Almagro, who as they were principal in the 
Actions, fo were they in the Puniſhment; and firſt 
ohn Pi carro was ſurprized in the City of Cuſcow, and 
ſlain by ſome of Atabaliba's Soldiers ; then there hap- 
pened ſuch differences between Francis Pizarro and 
Almagro, that after they had waſted this rich Country 
of Peru. and divided the Spoil among them, they de- 
ſtroyed one another; for Pizarro envying Almagro's 
being Governor of cuſe and not himſelf, ſent his 
Brother Ferdinan to challenge him, who was ſo for- 
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tunate as to take Almagro Priſoner, and delivered 
him bound to Francis his Brother, who cauſed him 
to be ſtrangled privately in Priſon. Ferdinand went 
afterward to Spain with a great Maſs of Gold to clear 
himſelf of the Death of Almagro, yet could not ſo 
well juſtify himſelt. but thar all his Treaſure was 
ſeized, and himſelf ſecretly made away in Priſon. 


Soon after this, the Kindred and Friends of Alma- 
gro (whoſe Eſtate Pizarro had ſeized) conſulted with 


Don Diego Almagro his Son, to revenge the Death of 
his Father, twelve of them undertook the Buſineſs, 
who coming to Francis Pizarro's Houle at Lima (he be- 
ing then Marquiſs and Governor of Peru) they broke 
in, and immediately killed a Captain who guarded 


the entrance of the Hall, and Mertin of Alcantara, fo 
that he fell dead ac his Brother the Marquiſs's Feet; 


who though he ſaw his Men thus ſlain before his 
Eyes, and himſelf left alone in the midſt of his Ene- 
mies, yet made a ſtout Defence, till all falling upon 
him at once, he was ſtabbed into the Throat and 
died. Laſtly, Gonſalez, had his Head cut off by the 
Emperor's Command, and thus finiſhed they their 

wretched Days, anſwerable to their cruel Deſerts. 
Thus have we ſeen the deplorable Ends of two of 
the moſt mighty and glorious Monarchs of this New 
World, and peradventure of all our Weſtern Parts, 
who were Kings over ſo many Kingdoms; And theſe 
are the curſed Fruits of Covetouſneſs and Ambition, 
for which ſo many goodly Cities were ruined and 
deſtroyed. fo many Nations made deſolate, ſuch in- 
5nite Millions of harmleſs Innocent People of all 
Conditions, Sexes. and Ages wofully maſſacred and 
murthered, and the richeſt and faireſt part of the 
World turned to a Fielſ of Blood; and though we have 
the Vanity to call thoſe: Nations barbarous, who 
are not ſo wickedly knowing as our ſelves. yet the 
Ingenious Diſcourſe and Replies of thoſe naked Ame- 
ricans, ſhew that their Honeſty. Truth, and Integri- 
ty, have been the chief Occaſions of expoſing them 
to the Slavery and Barbarity of theſe Treacherous

and Idolatrous Spaniſh Chriſtians;- of which it may 

not be amiſs to give the following Inſtance. 
Certain Saniards coaſting along the Sea in ſearch of 

Mines, happened to land in a very fruitful, plea- 


fant, and well Peopled Country, declaring to the 
| Inhabitants, That they were quiet and well-meaning People 


coming from far Countries. being ſent from the King of Caſtile, 
the greateſt King on the habitable Earth, unto whom the 
Pope repreſenting God on Earth, bad given the King- 
doms and Dominions of all the Indies, and that if they would 
become Tributary to him, they ſhould be kindly uſed, and cour- 
teouſly dealt withal. they likewiſe defired them to give 
{ome Victuals to eat, and ſome Gold wherewith ro 
make certain Phyſical Experiments. They alſo de- 
clared to them, That they ought to believe in one God, and 
to embrace the Catholick Religion, adding withal ſome 
Threats thereto; the Indian having patiently heard 
them, one of them returned this Ingenious Anſwer. 
Tat poſſe bly they might be quiet and well meaning People, 
zbeugh their Countenances ſvewed them to be otherwiſe. And 
a for their King. fince he ſeemed to beg. he appeared to be poor 
and needy; and for rhe Pope who had made that diſtribution, 
he ſcemed to be a Man who loved Miſchief and Diſſemion, in 
geing about to give that to a third Man which was none 
of bis et | aiſe Quar- 
j bis own, ant ſo to make it queſtionable, and raiſe Qu 

vels among the Antient Piſſiſſors thereof; as for Viftuals 
they fhoutd have part of their Store; and for Gold they had 
but little, end that it was à Thing they very little valued, 4s 
being utterly undroſitable for the Service of their Lives, where- 
25 all their care was to paſs their time bafpily and pleaſantly 
and therefore what quantity ſoever they ſhould find of it except 
hat was employed in the Service of their God. they ſhould frec- 
iy rake it; as touching one only God. the Diſcourſe of him had 
very well pleaſed them, but they were reſolved by no means to 
change their Religion, in which they had fo long time lived hap- 
r; neither indeed did they uſe to take Advice or Counſel but 
from their Friends an Acquaintanct; as concerning their high 
Words, it was a ſign of great want of Fudgment to threaten 
246je, whoſe Nature, Condition. Streryth, and Power, was 
utterly unknown to them; and that therefore they ſhould with 
all ſpeed haſten out of their Country and Dominions. ſince they 
were uſed to taſs in good part the Kindaeſſes and Diſcourſes of 
Stran- 


Strangers, but if they did not ſuddenly depart, they would deal 
with them as they bad with ſome otbers; ſhewing them 


the Heads of divers Perſons lately executed, ſticking 
upon Stakes about their City. 


In Peru is an high Mountain called Periacaca, upon 


uhich Fe, Acoſta aſcended well provided, being ſen- 
| ſible of the Danger; in the aſcent he and his Compa- 


nions were ſurprized with Looſneſs and Vomiting, 
caſting up Flegm, Choler and Blood, ſo that they 
expected preſent Death. There are Deſarts in Peru 
called Punas, where the Air cuts off Men withont 
Pain, a ſmall Breath depriving them ſometimes of 
their Feet and Hands, which - fall off like Leaves in 
Autumn; and after Death the ſame cold Air keeps 
the Body from Putrefaction. 

Cuba. an Iſland of 230 Leagues in Length, was now 
poſſeſſed by the $aniards, where they uled great Se- 
verity as well as in other Places. A Lord of great. 
Power who had fled from the Cont nent to this Ile, 
to avoid Death or perpetual Captivity, hearing the 
Sani ards were come hither, having aſſembled the prin- 
cipal Indians, ſpake to them to this Effect: Countrymen 
and Friends, you are not ignorant of the Rumour that the Spa- 
niards are arrived amongſt us, neither need I tell you bow bar- 
baroufly they have uſed the Inhabitants of Hiſpaniola, you 
know it by too certain Intelligence. nor can we hope to find them 
more merciful than they did; but dear Country men do you 
know their Errand? If not, I will tell you the Cauſe of their 
coming; they worſhip ſome covetons God. and ro content their 
greely Deity, they require all our Goll and Silver from us, for 
tis they en leavour continually to Murther an enflave us; ſee 
here this little Cheſt of Gold. and therein behold the God of the 
Spaniards, therefore if vou think fit let us dance and ſing be- 
fore this their God, pirbaps we may hereby appeaſe his. Rage, 
ant he will then comman his Worſhippers to let as alone. T0 
this Motion they all aſſented, and danced round 
about the Box till they were throughly wearied, 
when the Lord thus proceeded. If we ſhould keep this Gol 
"till he be taken from us, we ſhall be certainly ſlain I there- 
fore think it expedient for us to caſt him into the River; whoſe 
Counſel being followed, the Cheſt was throwr in- 
to the River. Wn 6 * When 
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When the $anjards firſt landed in this Iſland, this 
Nobleman having ſuſſicient Experience of their Cru- 
elty. avoided them as much as poſſible, till Hying 
and defending himſelf by force of Arms upon al 
Occaſions; ar length being taken, for no other 
Reaſon but endeavouring to preſerve his Lite from 
his Enemies, he was by the $aniards burnt alive; be- 

ing tied to a Stake, a Franciſcan Monk began to diſ- 
courſe him of God and the Articles of his Religion, 
relling him thar the ſmall time allowed him by the 
Fxecutioner was ſufficient to male his Salvation ſure, 
if he'did heartily believe in the true Faith; having 
a while conſidered his Words, he asked the Monk 
whether che Door of Heaven was open to the Sani- 
ards ? who anſwering yea. Then, ſaid he, let me go to 

Hell, that I may not come where they are. In this Ifland 
the Staniards got above a Million of Gold, and vaſt 
Sums more in other ſpacious Provinces of this New 
World, the greateſt part whereof came into their 
Poſſeſſion in a few Years; and which they enjoy to 
this very Day.

It was pre- fely 
ſented to the Queen at their Return. and ſent to] join 
Wind(oy to be reſerved in the Wardrobe for a Curioſi- the 
ty. They went on ſhore. and had ſome Skirmiſhes ] lent 
with the Inhabitants. who were ſo fherce and reſo - that 
Jute. that finding themſelves Wounded. they leapel mad 
off the Rocks into the Sea, rather than fall into the] Taj! 
Hands of the Engliſh, the reſt. fled, only one Woman] afte 
and her Child they brought away, another Man, uh 
who ſeeing the Picture of his Country-Man in the] red 
Ship that was taken the Year before, thought him] ſun! 
to be alive, and was very angry he would not ſpeak ther 
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to him, wondring how any People could make Men 
live or die at their Pleaſure. It was very pleaſant 
to obſerve the Behaviour of the Man and Woman, 
when .

and Modeſty, as might juſtly ſhame Chriſtians wha 
come ſo far ſhort of them: When theſe Savages 
| would Trade, their Manner was to lay down ſome- 
| what of theirs and go their ways, expecting the Em- 
| /;ſþ ould lay down ſomething in exchange; if they 
like the Value when they come again, they take it, 
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were brought together; who though put 
me Cabbin, ſhewed ſuch ſigns of Chaſtity 


otherwiſe they take away only their own; they made 
ſigns that their Czrchoe or King was higher of sta- 
ture than any of ours, and carried upon Mens Shou!- 
ders. They could not hear what became of their five 
Men taken the Year before, only they found ſome 
of their Apparel, which made them judge the Sava- 
ges had eaten them; having laden their Ship with 
Ore. they returned. x 

The next Year 1578, with fifteen Sail, another 
Voyage was made by 2 Frobiſher for further Diſ- 
covery. He went on ſhore Fune 20. on Fizeland 
which 1s 1n length, about 25 Leagues in 57 Deg. of 
Latitude, which he named W:ft-England, where they 
eſpied certain Tents andPeople like the former, who 
upon their approach fled; in the Tents they found a 
Box of ſmall Nails, red Herrings, and Boards of Fir- 
Trees, with other Things wrought very artificially, 
ſo that they were either ingenious Workmen them- 
ſel ves. or traded with others; ſome think this to be 
joined to Greenland. In going hence the Ship called 
the S24manderSailing with a ſtrongGale, ſtruck ſo vio- 
lently upon the Back of a Whale with her full ſtem 
that ſhe food without Motion; whereat the Whale 
made a hideous roaring. and lifting up his Body and 
Tail above Water, ſunk to the Bottom: Two Days 
after the found a dead Whale, ſuppoſed the ſame. 
Fuly 2. They entred the Streights. the Mouth was bar- 
red with Mountains of Ice, wherewith a Bark was 
ſunk, with part of a Houſe they defigned to ere& 
there, the Men were all ſaved, and the other Ships in 
much danger by thelce, Fogs, andsnow. mung

of Ice ſeemed to be congealed in the Winter. -Far- 
ther North in ſome Bays or Rivers. the Waters be- 


ing freſh and the Sun melting the Tops of the ce, 


Rills of freſh Water run down, which meeting make 
an indifferent Streamz theſe Rocks being by the 
Summers Sun looſed from their natural Situation, 
are carried whither the ſwift Current and the outra- 
tous Winds drive them. Some are halt a Mile a. 
out, and 80 Fathoms above Water, befides the un- 
known depth beneath the uſual Rule being, that 
only one part of ſeven is leen above Water; ſtrange 
is their Multitude, tranger their deformed ſhapes, 
but moſt ſtrange that inſtead of deſtroying, they 
ſometimes ſave both Men and Ships, ſuffering the 
Mooring of Anchors entertaining them with ports, 
as Walking. Icaping Shooting, 40 Miles from Land, 
without any Veſſel or Ship under them, preſenting 
them with Streams of freſh Warer ſufficient to drive 
a Mill The People repreſent the Tartars in Apparel 
and Living. It is colder here in 6: than in 10 De- 
grees farther North, from the North-Eaſt Winds 
which brings this ſharp Air off the Ice; the Natives 
are excellent Archers, wearing the Skins of Deers, 
Bears. Foxes Hares. and Fowls., ſlowed together. 
The Beaſts, Fowls and Fiſhes they kill. are their 
Houſes, Bedding, Meat, Drink. Hoſ*. Shoes, Ap- 
parel. Sails, Boats, indeed all their Riches; they eat 
all Things raw. yea, Graſs and Shrubs. and ſuck 
Ice to (ſatisfy their Thirſt; there is no Fleſh or Fiſh 
which they find dead, though never ſo filthy, but 
they will eat it, yer ſometimes they parboil their 
Meats in little Kettles made of Beaſts-Skins, the 
Blood and Water they drink, and lick the Bloody 
Knife, uſing the ſame Remedy for curing Wounds, 
that is, licking them only with their Tongues. 
They have plenty of Fowl. our Men killing 1500 
in one Day; they have thicker Skins, and more Fea- 
thers than ours. and muſt he flead before eaten; 
they have no hurtful creeping Things bur Spiders 
and Gnats. which are very troubleſom, not any 


Timber but what the undermining Water brings 
from 
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from other Places; they are great Magicians, and 


when their Heads ach, tie a great Stone with a String 
into a Stick, and uſing certain Charms, the Stone 
cannot be moved with all the Force of Man, yet at 


other times ſeems as light as a Feather; they le gro- 


veling with their Faces on the Ground, making a 
Noiſe as if they worſhipped the Devil under the 
Earth ; they uſe great black Dogs like Wolves to 
draw their Sleds, and ſome of a leſſer kind they feed 


upon. 


In the midſt of Summer thev have Hail and 


Snow, ſometimes a Foot thick, which freezeth as it 


falls and the Ground is frozen three Fathom deep, 
at which time the Sun is not abſent above three 
Hours and a half, during which ir was ſo light that 
we could ſee to read. 


There are no Rivers or 


Springs, but what the Sun cauſes to come from the 
Snow. They row in their Leather Boars faſter with 
one Oar, than we canours withall our Oars. They 
ſeem to have Commerce with other Nations, from 
whom they have a ſmall quanrity of Iron. 

III. In 1585. Mr. Fohn Davis made a Voyage for the 
North-weſt, and in 54 Deg. went on ſhore on an 
lland, where they ſaw Savages, who ſeemed to 
worſhip the Sun. pointing up to it with their Hands, 
ind ſtriking their Breaſts, and the Fng/iſh anſwering 
them with the ſame Actions, they took it for a con- 
irmed League between them, and then leaped and 
danced with a kind of Timbrel, which they ſtruck 
with a Stick; thejr Garment were the Skins of Birds 
ind Beaſts, they killed white Bears. one of whoſe 
fore Feet was 14 Inches broad. and the Fleſh ſo far 
they were forced to throw it away ; by their Dung 
they ſeemed to feed on Graſs, which was like Horſe 
Dung. they heard tame Dogs howl on the ſhore. for 
«lling one, he had a Collar about his Neck and a 
Bone in his Pizel, and ſeemed inured to the Sled, 
woof which they found. Next Year C. Davis made 
a ſecond Voyage, and found the ſavage People ve- 
ry tractable; they are great Idolaters and Witch- 


es, havin 


many Images which they carry about 


tem, and in their Boats; they found a Grave where- 
in 
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in many were covered with Seal-Skins, and a Cros 
laid over them, they are very Thieviſh, eat raw Fiſh, 
Graſs and Ice; and drink Salt Water; they ſaw | 
Whirl-wind take up a great quantity of Water! 
which mounted violently into the Air three Hours, 
In 63 Deg. they met with a vaſt Maſs of Ice in one 
piece like an Iſland, with Bays and Capes like a high 
Clitf- Land; they ſent their Pinnace to diſcover it, 
who found it to be Ice, this was y 17. In 66 Deg, 
they found it very hot, and were troubled with 
Musketto Flies; all the Coaſts ſeemed broken Iſlands; 
returning Southward they coaſted Greenland, but were 
hindred from coming into the Harbour by the Ice, 
their Houſes near the Sea fide were made with pieces 
of Wood croſſed over with Poles, and covered with 
Earth; our Men plaied at Football with the Iflan- 
ders upon the Ice. C Davis his third Voyage was 
performed the next Year 1587. wherein he diſcove- 
red to 73 Deg. North, finding the Sea all open, and 
40 Leagues between the ſhore on each fide, having 
Greenland on the Eaſt. and America on the Welt; near 
which was another Ifland, which for its dreadful 
Aſpect, being covered with Snow. without Wood, 
Earth or Graſs, and the terrible Notte of the Ice, he 
named the 1/le of Deſolation but the untimely Death 
of Sir F. Walſnzham hindred the Proſecution of thel: 
Diſcoveries. | 

IV. In 1602. Capt. G. Weymouth. ſet forth with 
two Fly- boats at the charge of the Aſuſcovy Company. 
to find out the N. W. Paſſage; he ſaw the S. part ot 
Greenland, the Water in 10 Fath. was black as Puddle, 
and ſuddenly clear again, the Breach of the Ice was 
like Thunder, and endangered both their Veſſels; 
they had thick Fogs in 38 Degrees, which froze 2 
they fell. they met with an Inlet 40 Leagues broad 
and ſailed therein 160 Leagues Weſt and by South. 

V. In 1602. Capt. Fame Hall ſailed to Greenlant 
and had the like encounters with Ice; which made] 
as much noiſe as five Cannons at once, the Peopl 
are like thoſe mentioned by Frobiſhey. made Sails of

The Natives. wander in Summer for hunting and 
e removing from one place to another with 
their Tents and Baggage; they are of a reaſonable 
Stature, brown and warlike, eat their Meat either 
raw or parboiled in Blood, Oil, or Water, which 


they drink; they have no Wood but what the Sea 
In 1609. he made a ſecond Voyage 


drives aſhore. 
thither, and found their Winter-houſes built with 
Whale-bones, and covered with Earth, with Vaults 
two Yards deep and ſquare. Next Year he failed 
thither a third time, and jn the fourth Voyage 1612, 
he was ſlain by a Savage. They have Hares as white 
as Snow. Dogs that live on Fiſh, the Pizels of their 
Foxes being Bone. Their Work in Summer is todry 
their Fiſh on the Rocks: Every Man and Women 
hath a Boat made of long pieces of Fir covered with 
Seal-Skins, and ſewed with Sinews and Guts, about 
20 Foot long, and two and a half broad, like a 
Weavers Shuttle, ſo light and ſwift that no Ship 
with any Wind is able to hold way with them, and 


yet uſe but one Oar, which they hold by the middle 


in the midſt of thejr Boar, with which they row for- 
ward and backward at pleaſure; they Worſhip the 


Sun to which they pointed at the approach of the 


Engliſh, ſtriking their Breaſts and crying out. T yout, 
before they. came near; they bury their Dead in 
their Cloths on the Tops of Hills, under Stones to 
preſerve them from the Foxes, making another 
Grave hard by, to place his Bow, Arrows, and Uten- 
ſils. In the next Year Mr. ohn Knight made a North- 
weſt Voyage, Iofing his Ship which was ſunk in the 
Ice, and he with three more were ſurprized by the 
davages. 

VI. About this time three of our Countrymen, 
named Burrougb, Pet, and Fackman, went toward the

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North-weſt, touching on the Northerly part of Greer 
land, and failed from 80 Degrees to Nova Zembla ; in 
one place they ſaw red Geeſe, and in another blue 
Ice. but looſing their Ship by the Ice, were force( 
to ſetup an Houſe to Winter in the 7fle of Deſolation; 
they began their building about the 10th of Sprember 
the Cold being then fo eager, that when the Car. 
penter put a Nail in his Mouth, the Ice would hang 
thereon. and the Blood followed in pulling it out, 
In December their Fire could not hear them, their 
Sack was frozen, and they were forced to melt it, 
their Beer when thawed drank like Water ; they 
tried to remedy it with Sea-Coal Fire, as being hot. 
ter than Wood, and ſtopped the Chimney and 
Doors to keep in the Heat, but they inſtantly ſoun- 
ded away for want of Air; their Shoes froze like 
Horns to their Feet, and when at the Fire, while 
almoſt burnt on the fore part, they were frozen 
white on their Backs; the Snow roſe higher than 
their Houſe which in clear Weather they removed, 
cutting out Steps and aſcending up as out of a Vault 
or Cellar; when neither Cloths nor great Fires 
would keep out the Cold, they apply the Stones 
burning hor to their Feet and Bodies; in one Night 
a Barrel of Water was turned into Ice. They law 
no Sun from November 30. to Fan. 24. a long Night 
of 52 Days; when the Sun left them they ſaw the 
Moon Day and Night. the twilight remained ſeveral 


Days and they ſaw ſome Light 16 Days before the 
return of the an; the Bears who had held them be.. 


fieged, and oft endangered them. forſook them with 
the returning Sun; they are large and cruel, ſome 


of their Skins being 13 Foot long. and yielding 109 


Pound of Fat, which ſerved for Oil in their Lamps; 


the Fleſh they durſt not eat. ſome loſing their Skins, 


by eating a Bears Liver; they devour their own 


Kinds, for having killed one with a Gun another 


Bear carried ir a great way over the Ice in his Mouth 
and then fell to eating it. whereupon making to 
him with their Weapons he fled, leaving his pur 
chaſe half eaten, and four Men could hardly 1 
the 
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Be other half, when the whole Body ſeemed lightly 
bine arried by his Fellow; te white Foxes wt way 
ue inted them, of which they took many. whoſe flel 
ras good Veniſon, and their Skins in the Linings 
pf their Caps comfortable againſt the extreme Cold; 
hey uſed Pattens of Wood with Sheep-skins, and 
nany Socks and Soles under their Feet, with Shoes 
Rug or Felt; their Diet was mean, but deſpair- 
ng of Relief, they made two open Scuts, where- 
n they failed above 10000 Miles after 1 Months 
ontinuance in this deſolate Habitation, and though 
ncompaſſed with many Dangers from the I-e, which 
ſurrounded them like Tents, Towers, Cc. yet at 
nn. egch they happily returned to their own Country. 
lie No Progreſs was made till the Engliſh levers] Years 
ile fer found in Greenland (not far off) a good Trade 

ef Wpale-fiſhing, which continues to this time. 
Now though this Country is reckoned to be in 
in Europe, and out of our preſent Survey, yet being 
djacent, it may not be unpleaſant to give a Relati-

After they had ſailed herein near zoo Leagues . 
he came to 4 ima l Streight of two Leg over, an 
very deep Water, through which he paſſcu between 
the two Cape one whereot he called Digges Iſla nd in 
62 D g. into a ſpacious Sea, wherein he lailed 4 
bove 1.0 Leagues South, being now over-confdent 
that he had found the Paſſage; but perceiving by the 
ſhoal Water that it was only a Bay, he was ſu 
prized, committing many Errors. eſpecially in u 
folving to Winter in that deſolate Place, in ſud 
want of neceſſary Proviſions.

IX- Another renowned Engliſß Adventurer, eſpe 
cially for a proſperous and complete Circumnayi 
gation of the Globe, was Sir Thomas Cavendiſh of Trim 
tey in Suffolk, who in Fuly, 1586. with three Ships and 
120 Men ſet out from Plymouth for the Weſt- Indies, and 
Auguſt 25. fell with Sierra Leona, on the Coaſt of Gui 
ned, and Spt. 7. with the Iſle of Madrabamba, about 
Cafe Verde, convenient for taking in freſh Wate 
and other Neceſſaries, but .ſubje& to Thunders 
Lightnings, and Storms, eſpecially in Winter 
Their Deſign was for the Streights of Magellan, and 
the South- Sa; and ſteering directly South, in Offbe 
they diſcover Cape Frio on the Coalt of Braſil, and put 
in at an Harbour between the Ifle of St. Sebaſtia 
and the Continent, where they built a new Pin 
nace, and ſupplied their Ships with Neceſffaries} 
Fan. 6. they came to an Anchor at the Streight 
Mouth, near the place where the Saniards intended 
Town and Fort to command the Streights, and ſeF 
cure the Paſſage into the Sonth-S24 againſt other Na 
tions, bur of 409 left there three Years before bine 
Don Pedro Surmiento, by order of the King of Spain

Caven liſh calling the Place Port Famine inſtead © 
St. Philip, they held their Courſe along the Streigh 
and Feb, 24. entred the Sourh-Sea, the whole lengt 
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of the Streights being about 90 Leagues, in 52 Deg. 
of South Latitude, having convenient Harbours 
on both fides almoſt every League, but a difficult 
baſſage by the many Winds with which from ſe— 
yeral Coaſts it is much infeſted, eſpecially in Winter, 
when by the intolerable 'Cold, frequent Storms, 
ind huge Snow, there 15 no abiding upon the Seas, 
neither is the return ſo ſafe as the going thither. 
being got into Mare del Zur, on the back of America; 
they ply up and down thoſe Coaſts, pillaging the 
Town, taking ſuch Ships as they met in their 
Courſe N. W. une 12. 1587, they croſs the Æqui- 
noctial Line. Sailing North toward Panama and 
w- ain, but whether Intelligence had been given 
their being upon the Coaſts, it was ſome time 
before they could ſpy any hips. But Fuly 6. they 
took a new Ship of 130 Tuns coming from Puna, 
aden with Ropes and Tackle, and in her one Michael 
Uincius, a Provincial born at Marſeilles, who to o- 
blige them ſaid a great Ship called the St. Anna, was 
xpected from the Phillippine Iſlands. and which upon 
us Information they took in a tew Days. being 
one of the richeſt Prizes ever carried off thoſe Seas 
dy Engliſhmen, but firſt they ſail to Acapulco. and ha- 
ing rifled rhe Town, took a Bark in the Haven of 
o Tuns, laden with 600 Bags of Cochinele, every Bag 
rorth 4> Crowns, and 4009 Bags of Caco and o- 
ther American Fruit, each Bag worth 19 Crouns; 
ne whole Prize in the Bark (beſide what they got 
In the Town) amounted to 289 Crowns From 
hence they ſailed North to the Bay of St. Fago. un- 
er the Tropic of Capricorn, and were in ſome di- 
reſs for Water, thinking they had none nearer than 
> Or 40 Leagues, but by the Advice of Michael the 
nch Man, who had long Experience of thoſe 
Loaſts, they digged about five Foot deep on rhe 
hore, and found good freſh Water in a ſoil out- 
rardly dry and ſandy. which he ſaid was uſual in 
any other Places, In Ofober they came to St. Lu- 
ir, W. of Ciliforniz, reſolving to wait the coming 
the St. Ama, which Nov. 4. appeared to their con-

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tent; ſhe was a Ship of 700 Tuns, and Admiral of the 
Seas, richly laden and well Mann d; by Noon the 
Engliſh got up, and gave her a broadfide, which ſhe 
aniwered, but ſoon after put her ſelf ro a cloſe 
Fight, and expected boarding, which the Engith at- 
tempting were twice beaten off, and forced to their 
Guns, with which they ſo beracked her from fideg 
to (ide, that after a diſpute of five or fix Hours the 
Capt. hung out a white Flag of Truce begging for 
their Lives, which the General granted, command- 
ing him to ſtrike ſail and come on Board : The 
Captain, Pilot, and ſome of the chief Merchants 
did ſo, they were in all 190 Perſons in the Ship, 
Men and Women, and declared that their Lading 
was 112009 Pezo's of fine Gold, abundance of Silks, 
Sattins, Damasks, Musk, Conſerve of Fruits, Drugegs, 
and other the richeſt Merchandize of India, of which 
they could give no certain Eſtimate 5; now every 
Peto in Silver is valued at 8 5. and in proportion a 
Pezo in Gold muſt be worth 4 J. 165. ſo that the 
whole value of the Prize could not be leſs than a 
Million Sterling, enough to make them all Gentle— 
men. The $pariards and other People of the Ship 
were according to their deſire ſet aſhore at the next 
Port, with Proviſions for their ſubſiſtance and de- 
fence in Travel. From hence they ſailed to the Phil-

niard for the Town, but they ſeeing the General 
gone, and the Engliſh by fickneſs not like to conti- 
nue, delayed ſo long that at laſt they were forced to 
leave it, without burning ir, or doing any other 
Miſchief, as the Admiral had lefr order. 

XI. Captain Fohn Oxenham, who had formerly 
been with Sir Francis Drake, and with him ſuſtained 
ſome loſs by the Spaniards in the Port of . Fobn de 
Uliva, reſolved to recover by force what by force 
was taken from him, and having by his former Ad- 
ventures gained competent skill in Maritime Af- 


fairs, being acquainted with the Coaſt and Commo- 


dities of the Veſt- Indies, in 1575. he got to be Cap- 
tain ofa Ship of 140 Tuns, and 0 Men, with whom 
he ſailed for America, and arrived at the found of 
Darien. where Sir Francis Drake formerly fell acquain- 
ted with the Symerons, who put him upon ſurprizing 
the Treaſure at Panama, a Place and People which 
c. Oxenham well knew, and intended now to make 
uſe of; nor was it long ere he met with ſome of 
them. who informed him that the Mules now 
travel with a ſtrong Guard of Soldiers, which was 
contrary to his Expectation, and altered his De- 
fign; yer reſolving to act ſome great Thing. it did 
not much diſanimate him, and finding little hopes 
of ſucceſs here, they reſolve to try their Fortunes 


on the South-Sea. To this end the Capt. brings his 
own ſhip on Ground, and covers her with Boughs 


and Rubbiſh burying his great Guns in the Earth; 
he with his Company and fix Negroes to conduct 
them marching hy Land toward the Coaſt of Pany- 
ma and Peru: Having gone 14 Leagnes, they came 
to a River which the Smerons ſaid ran into the Seuth- 
sea: Here thev cut Wood, and built a Pirnace 45 
Foot long wherein they put to Sea, making to- 
ward the Iſlands of Pearls. 25 Leagues South af Pa- 
num hovins ſome Ships from Perun or other Places 


from the South would besailing that way from Pana- 


ma. So that though Sir Francis Drake, had deſerved-

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ly the Honours of diſcovering the Suth-S by the 
Streights yet C. Oxenham was the. firſt Enghſhman that 
ever tailed upon it with Command. He had not 
waited long but there came a Bark from Quitto, a 
Province of Pern laden with Goods, and 69909 
Pezo's of ne Gold, which he took, and in ſix Days 
after, another from Lima. wherein were 29000 Pe- 
z0's of Silver in Bars; this Prize amounted to near 
a Million in Gold, and 8--00 Pound in Silver, 
which being enough to latisfy reaſonable Men, 
they retire with their Pinnace up the River 1ntend- 
ing to get to their Ship, but by their Covetouſneſs 
and Diſſention lo much time was 1pent about ſha- 
ring their Booty, that the $paniarls at Panama had 
Notice, and Ships were diſpatched to puriue them 
at Sea, and Soldiers to intercept them at Land. 

The Captain, through the Obſtinacy of ſome of 
the Company was forced to leave the Treaſure with 
them and travel ſome Leagues up into the Country, 
to ind Negroes to help him to carry it, his own 
Men refufing, and quarrelling with him for larger 
Pay. In the mean time the Saniſß Ships came to the 
Mouth of the River, and by the Feathers of certain 
Hens which the Em had plucked there, judged 
them to he gone up the River, and putting in ſoon 
overtook them. and their Prize togerher. The 
Captain wasabſent, but either the Negroes or ſome 
of the f neliſß having diſcovered that their Ship lay 
in the Sound, neither he nor any of the reſt eſcaped 
the Sptniards, and having no Commiſſion, he going 
upon his own Account were all executed except 
two Boys. Thus ended the tout and reſolute Capt. 
Oxenbam. M hoſe Cauſe if it had heen juſt in all Re— 
ſpects. was bravely managed on the Captain's part, 
ſo that his Enemies who put him to Death do yer 
admire and exrol it. miſcarrying only through 
Paſſion Coveronſneſs and Self-will of Yome of his 
Company whoſe Lives paid for their Folly. 

XII That Valiant and learned Knight Sir Walter 
Rawleigh having Intelligence of the rich and mighty 
Empire of Guiznt in America, bounded on the North 

| . with 
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with Oronoco River, and the Sea on the Eaſt and 
South. with the River of Amazons, and on the Weſt 
with the Mountains of Peru. In March 1565. he ſet 
forth for dilcovery thereof, and landed at Curtapan 
in Trinidad. taking the City of St. Fofeph, and A. Bor- 
reo the Spaniſh Governor; leaving his Ships, he went 
with 100 Men n Boats, and a little Galley with In- 
dian Pilots into the famous River of Oronoco, which 
runs from Quito in Peru on the Weſt, and hath nine 
Branches on the North, and ſeven on the South, 
the Inhabitants on the North are the Huitivas a vali- 
ant Nation. of a manly and deliberate Speech. In 
Summer they build Houſes on the Ground, in Win— 
ter upon Trees, where they erect artificial Towns 
and Villages; between May and. September rhe River 
riſes 30 Foot upright, and then are theſe Iſlands, 
which the River makes, overflown 25 Foot high, ex- 
cept in ſome raiſed Grounds; the Natives eat no- 
thing ſet or ſown. uſing the Tops of Palmeroes for 
Bread, and killing Deer, Fiſh and Pork for Meat; 
ſome are employed in making Canoos. which they 
tel! into Guiana for Gold, and to Finidado for T obac- 
co, in taxing which they exceed all Nations; when 
their King dies. they uſe great Lamentation, and 
when they think the Fl-ſh is putriſied and fallen 
from the Bones, take up the Carcals again, and 
hang it in his Houſe, decking his Skull with Fea- 
thers of all Colours, and Plates of Gold about his 
Arms, 'Thizhs. and Legs ;; thoſe on the South heat 
the Bones of rheir King to Powder, which their 
Wives and Friends Mk. As they paſſed along 
theſe ſtreams. they ha) everal curious Divertiſes 
ments. the Deer feed by the Water-ſide, the 
zirds of variety of colours and Notes finging, the 
Fields embroidered with Plants 10 Flowers, the 
Fiſhes and Fowls of all kinds playing in the River. 
Paſling hence to cumina. 120 Leagues North they 
came to a People as black as Negroes, with ſmooth 
Hair whole Arrows are fo mortally poiſoned that 
they kill with unſpeakable, Tormente.

CH AP. III. 
A View of NEWTOUN DLAN p. 


Itherto I have treated of ſome Voyages and 

Diſcoveries made by divers worthy {ag/ifhmen 
into America, I ſhall now give an Account of the 
Diſcovery, Plantation, and Setrlement of thoſe 
Countries and Iflands in the Veſt- Indies, which the 
En-liſh poſſeis at this Day, and will begin with this 
Country. as being fartheſt North, and ſo proceed 
South towards the EquinodCtial Line. 

Newfoundland was firſt diſcovered by Sebaſtian Cabot; 
though not then known to be an Iſland. Fabianin 
his Cnronicle ſays, that in the time of King Henry 
VII. three Men were brought to the King taken in 
Newfoundland; and Robert Thorn writes. that his Fa- 
ther, and one Mr. Eliat, were the Diſcoverers of the 
Newfountlanls, In 1530. Mr. Here ſet out for a fur- 
ther Diſcovery, but was brovght to ſuch Extremity 
by Famine. that many of the Company were killed 
and eaten by their Feilows. and thoſe which returns 
ed fo altered that Sir I Buits a Norfulk Knight, 
could not know his own Son Thomas ore of this 
ſtarved Number, but only by a Wart upon one of 
his Knees. It is an Iſland. judged as big as England, 
between 46 and 53 Deg. North. The North part is 
better Irhabirted than the South, though fitter for 
Habitation; on the Sea- coat are abundance of Cod- 
fin Herrings Salmon Thorn-back. Ovſters. and 
Muſcles with Pearls; it abounds with Bears and 
Foxes who will rob vou of your Fleſh and piſh bes 
fore your Face. Within 50 Leagues of the ſhore, 
lies a Bank or Ridge of Ground, in length many 
hundred 
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hundred Leagues, in breadth 24 where broadeſt, in 
other places but 16. All about it are certain Iflands, 
which Cabot by one common Name called Baccatas;, 
for the great number of Cod-Fiſh, which {warmed 
10 that they hindred the Paſſage of his ſhip. 

After this dilcoyery our Trading thither was laid 
aſide for many Years ; mean time the Portugals and 
French relorted to it, and changed the FEnz/iſþ Names 
of the Bays and Promontories; but the L would 
not ſo ſoon relinquiſh their Pretenſions, for in 
1593. Sir H. Gilbert took poſſeſſion thereof in the 
Name of Q. Fiz. forbidding all other Nations to 
uſe Ftthing. and intended to have ſertled an Engliſh 
Colony there, but being Wrecked in his Return, 
it was dilcontinued till 1658. and then undertook 
by Joan Guy a Merchant of Briſto!, who in 23 Days 
tailed from thence to Conception Bay in Newfoun.l- 
bend. In 1611. they had ſcarce fix Days of Froſt in 
October and November, which preſently thawed, the 
rei: of the Months being warmer and dryer than in 
Elan, neither were the Brooks frozen over three 
Nights together with Ice able to bear a Dog; they 
had Philberts, Fiſh. Mackerel, and Foxes in the 
Winter; white Patridges in the summer larger 
than ours. who are afraid of Ravens; thev killed 
a Wolf with a Maſtiff and a Greyhound. In 1612 
they found ſome Houſes of Poles ſet round, and 
meeting on the Top 10 Foot broad, the Fire in the 
midſt covered with Deer-skins; the Natives believe 


ing one God who created all Things, but hold many 


ridicalous Opintbns; as that after God had made 
- all Things. he took a Number of Arrows, and 
Ruck them in the Ground, from whence Men and 
Women ſprung vp. and have multiplied ever fince; 
a Sagmor or Governor being asked concerning the 
Trinity, anſwered there was only one God, one 
Son. one Mother, and the Sun which were four, yet 
God was above all; being queſtioned if they or their 
Anceſtors had heard that God was come into the 
World. he faid that he had not ſeen him; fome 
peak viſibly to the Devil, and he tells them what 
: f to 
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to do as well in War as other Mattefs. One Sam. 
Chaplain, in 1603. tells of a Feaſt made by one of 
their Great Lords, eight or ten Kettles of Meat were 


fet on ſeveral Fires four Vards aſunder; the Men 
fate on both fides the Room, each having a Diſh of 
the Bark of a Tree; one was appointed to give eve- 
ry Man his Portion. Before the Meat was boiled 
one took his Dog and danced about the Kettles, 
and when he came before, the agamor threw the 
Dog down, and another ſucceeded in the like Exer- 
cile; after che Feaſt they danced with the Heads of 
their Enemies in their Hands. finging all the while; 
their Canoos are of the Bark of Birch. with little 
wooden Hoops; they have many Fires in their Ca- 
bins; ten Houſholds live together, lying upon 
Skins one by another, and their Dogs with them, 
which are like Foxes: At another Feaſt the Men 
cauſed all the Women and Maids to fit in Ranks, 
they ſtanding behind ſinging. ſuddenly all the 
\V omen threw off their Manties of Skins and ſtrip- 
ped themſelves ſtark naked, not at all aſhamed of 
their Shame; their Songs ended, they cried with one 
Voice, Ho, Ho, Ho, then Covered themſelves with 
their Mantles, and after a while renewed their for- 
mer Songs and Nakedneſs. When a Maid is 14 or 
Is Years old ſhe hath many Lovers. and uſes her 
Pleaſure with whom ſhe pleaſes five or fix Years, 
and then takes him ſhe likes for a Husband, pro- 
vided he he a good Hunter, living chaſtly with him 
al her Life after, except for barrenneſs he forſake 
her. | 

When any dies they make a Pit, and put in all 
his Goods with the Corps, covering it with Earth, 
and ferting many pieces of Wood over it, and a 
Stake painted Red. They believe the Immortality of 
the Soul, and that the Dead go into a far Country 
to make merry with their Friends. If any fell fick 
they ſent to one Sagamor AMemberton. a great Con- 
jurer who made Pravers to the Devil and blowed 
upon the Party, and cutting him ſvcks the Blood; 
if it be a Wound he heals it after the ſame Manner, 
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applying a round flice of Bever Stones. for which 
they make him a Preſent of Veniſon or skin,; if 


they deſire News of Things abſent the pirit an. 
ſwers doubttully, and tometimes falle ; when the 
Savages are hungry they conſult this Oracle. who 
tells them where they ſhall go; if they and no Game, 
the excule is the Beaſt hath wandred and changed 
his Place. but oft they Ipeed, which makes them be- 
lieve the Devil to be God, though they do not 
worſhip him; when theſe Conjurers conſult with 
the Devil, they ox a Staff in a Pit, to which they 
tie a Cord, and putting their Head into the Pit, 


make Invocations in an unknown Language, with 


ſuch ſtirrings and Pains that they 1weat again; 
when the Devil is come the Wizard perſuades them 
he holds him faſt with his Cord. forcing him to an- 
ſwer before he lets go. Then he begins to ling ſome- 
thing in the praiſe of theSpirir, who hath dijcovered 
ſome Deer, and the other Savages aniwer in the ſame 
Fune; they then dance and ſing at a Fire and leap over 
it, putting an half Pole out of the top of the Cabin, 
with ſomething ried thereto, which the Devil carri- 
eth away. Memnberton wore about his Neck the Mark 
of his Profeſſion, which was a Triangle Purſe, with 
ſomewhar within it like a Nut, which he ſaid was 
his Spirit. This Office is hereditary. the) teaching 
this Myſtery of Iniquity ro their Sons by Tradition. 

In 1613. Fifty tour Engliſhmen. fix Women and : 
Children wintred there; t ey killed Bears, Otters, 
and S1bles. ſowed Wheat. Rye, Turnips. and Cole- 
worts: Their Winter was dry and clear with ſome 
Froſt and Snow. divers had the 'Scuryy. whereto 
the Turnips were a ſovereign Remedy. There are 
Musk Cats and Musk-Rats. and near the Coaſts are 
great killing of Morſes, or Sea Oxen. a ſmall ſhip in 
a ſhort time ſlew 1500. they are bigger than an Ox, 
the Hide dreſſed is as thick again as a Bulls, have 
Teeth like Elephants about a Foot lorg. growing 
downward out of the upper Jaw ſo leſs dangerous; 
it is fold dearer than Ivory, and as great an Anti. 
dote as the Unicorns Horn; the young ones eat ay 
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'*?al, which the old defend ro the utmoſt, holding 

em in their Arms or Fore feet. Out of the Bellies 
pf five of thele Fiſhes ( which live both on Land and 
Vater) they made an Hogſhead of Train Oil; T. 
Exmes lays. theſe Morſes flecp in great Companies, 
nd have one Centinel to wake the reſt upon Oc- 
ation; their Skins are ſhort hair d like Scals. their 
ace reſemb es a Lion, and may be called Sea-Lions 
ather than Sea-Oxen or Horſes. 

About the great Bank (which is covered with Wa- 
er, when the Sea is high. and dry on the Ebb. and 
dn all fides 200 Fathomdeep) is the great fiſhing for 

od. and here the Ships make their Freight. Ir is 
moſt incredible how many Nations and Ships go 
early to fiſh for theſe Cods, with the prodigious 
nantity they take, one Man catching 190 in an

Here I was again in great Danger, a 
Juarrel ariſing whoſe Captive I was, and I was a- 
raid I muſt be killed to end the Controverſy; they 
hen asked me wholelI was, I ſaid, 3 Indians took me, 
o they agreed to have all aſhare in me; I had now 
hree Maſiers, but the chief was he who firſt laid 
lands on me which happened to be the worſt of 
he Company, as Aſhpelon the Indian Captain told me, 
rho was always kind to me, and a great Comfort 
o the Engliſh. In this Place they gave us Victuals 
brought away from the Engliſh, and 19 Men were a- 
ain ſent out for Plunder, ſome of whom brought 
Tovifions. others Corn out of the Meadows up- 
dn Horſes; from hence we went up about the Falls, 
rhere we croſſed that River again, when [ fell 
ownright lame of my old Wounds, received in 
he War. but the Apprehenſion of being killed by 
he Indians, and u hat a cruel Death they would put 
ne to. ſoon trighted away my Pain, and I was 
15k again We had eleven Horſes in that Com- 
any. which carried Burdens. and the Women; we 
ra'eled up the River 'till Night and then took 
ip our Lodging in a diſmal Place, being laid on 
ur Backs and ſtaked faſt down. in which Poſture 
"e lay many Nights together; the Manner was. our” 
\rms and Legs being ſtretched out, were ſtaked 
down, and a Cord put about our Necks ſo that 
"2 could not ſtir : the firſt Night being much tired 
pt comfortably, the next we lay in the quabag 
ſeadous; our Provifions being ſpent, the Indians 
nt a Hunting. and the Eng/h Army came ont 


ereus. 


Then the Indian moved again, dividing the Cap- 
wes into Companies, that the Exzliſſi might not 
„low their Track. At Night having croſſed the 
ver, we met at the Place appointed, next Day 
e repaſſed it, where we continued a long time, 
eing above 30 Miles above S$quzhas ; the Tn lians 
ere now out of fear of the Eng/iſh, but not of the 
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Mohawks, another ſort of Indians. Enemies to then 
Here they built a long Wigwam, and hada great 
Dance, as they call it, concluded to burn three 0 
us, having provided Bark for that purpole, 0 
whom. as I heard, I was to be one with Serjean 
Plympton, and the Wife of Ben. Wait; I knew not 
then who they were, yet underſtood ſo much d 
their Language that I perceived ſome were deſignei 
thereto: That Night I could not fleep for fear d 
the next Days work; the Indians weary with dancing 
lay down and flept. ſoundly; the Fng/ih were 
looſe, ſo I went out for Wood and mended tht 
Fire, making a Noiſe on purpoſe, but none awakel 
I thought if any of the Enghſh ſhould wake wt 
might kill them all fleeping ſo I removed out of thi 
way all the Guns and Hatchets, but my Heart failing 
I put all Things where they were again. Nez 
Day when they intended to burn us our Maſter 
and {ome others ſpoke for us, and the Evil was pre 
vented; we lay here about three Weeks, where! 
had a ſbirt brought me to make, one Indian ſaid it 
thould be made this way, another different. and 
third that Way, Lſaid I would make it according tc 
my chief Maſters Order. upon this an Indian Rruck mt 
on theFace with his Fiſt, I roſe in anger to return it 
which raiſed a great Hubbub. the Indians and Engli 
coming about me, ſo] was fain to humble my ſel 
to my Maſter which ended the Matter. Before I came 
to this Place my three Maſters were gone a Hunting 
and I was left with only one Indian (all the Compan 
being upon a March) who fell ſick, ſo that I was 
{aign to carry his Gun and Hatchet, but did not dil 
patch him becauſe the Fr2liſh had engaged the con 
rrarv, fince if one ſhould run away, it would en 
danger the Remainder ; whilſt we were here Benji: 


in Stubbins going with ſome Inilians to Wachufer Hill 


wade his Eſcape, which cauſed us all to be called in 
and bound. One of the Jalin Captains, and always 
our Friend met me, and ſaid Stubbins was run 4 
way, and the Inliam fpoke of burning us. fome were 
only for burning our Fingers, and then biring 
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thenWhem off; he ſaid there would be a Court, and all 
ould ſpeak their Minds. but he would ſpeak laſt 
© end declare that the Indians who ſuffered vtubbim to 
ake his Eicape was only in fault, and bid us not 
ear any hurt ſhould happen to us, and ſo it proved. 
Vhilſt we lingred here, Provifion grew ſcarce, one 
gears Foot mult ſerve 5 a whole Day, we devou red 
ſeveral Horſes 3 only being lett alive. At this time 
he In lian had fallen upon Hadly, where ſome being 
taken were releaſed upon promiſe of meeting the 
Emgliſh on ſjuch a Plain to make futther Terms, C. Aſb- 
pelon was for it but the Stchim of VMachuſet againſt it, 
yer were willing to meet the Fxgliſh only to fall up- 
on and deſtroy them Aſhpelon charged us Fngliſh 
not to ſpeak a Word of this. fince Miichief would 
ome of it. With theſe Indian from Wachuſet. there 
ome above $9 Squaws or Women and Children, 
who reported the Engliſß had taken Uncas and all. his 
Men and ſent them beyond the Seas, whereat they 
rere enraged asking us if it were true, we de- 
nied it. which made Afhpelon angry, ſaying, - he 
would no more believe Exgliſbmen; they then exami- 
ned every one apart and dealt worſe with us fora 
emdtime than before. Still Proviſion was ſcarce ; at 
length we came to a place called Squaro Maug River 
hoping to find Sz mon bur came too late; this place 
15 above 290 Miles above Deerfield. Then we parted 
camdlinto two Companies. and paſſed over a Mountain 
being 8 Days in traveling it tho' we marched hard, 

and had every Day either Snow or Rain; we obſer- 
Bd that on this Mountain all the Water ran North- 
ward. Here we wanted Proviſion. ar length came 
car a Lake, where we ſtayed to make Canoos 
gente pals over, Here I was frozen. and here again 
Ye were like to ſtarve all the Inliant went a hunting, 
Hilber could get nothing; ſeveral Days they pawawed, 
d ider conjured, but to no purpoſe; then they defired 
Ithe Enz/i/h to Pray, confeſſing they could do no— 
thing, and would have us try what the Fg ſiſhman's 
God could do. I praved, fo did Serj. Flywpron in a-

inch nother place, the Indian reverently attended Morn- 
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ing and Night; next Day they killed ſome Bean 
then they would needs make us deſire a Bleſſing 
and return Thanks at Meals; but after a while gre 
weary of it, and the Sachim torbid us, when I wy 
frozen they were very cruel to me, becaule.I could 
not do as at other times. | 

When we came to the Lake, we were ſtreightne 
for Proviſion, and forced to eat Touch-wood frye 
in Bears Greeſe, at laſt we found a Company of R 
coons. and then we made a Feaſt; the Cuſtom being 
that we muſt eat all, I perceived I had too muc 
for one time, which an Indian oblerving, bid me li 
away ſome to him under his Coat, and he woul! 
hide it for me till another time; this Indian when 


he had got my Meat. ſtood up and told the reſt wha; 
I had done whereat they were angry, and cut mi 


another piece. forcing me to drink Racoon Greeſe 
which made me ſick and Vomit, whereby I tuffere( 
much, and heing frozen was in great Pain. ſleeping 
little and yet muſt do my Task that was ſer me; 2 
they came to the Lake, they killed a great Mol; 
ſtaying there till it was eaten; andentring on th 
Lake, a Storm aroſe. Which endangered us all. but 
at laſt we got to an Iſland, and here rhe Indians went 
a Pawawing and Conjuring; the Pawaw declared that 
Benj. Wait and another were coming, and that thei: 
Storm was raiſed to caſt them away; this afterward 
appeared true. tho* then I believed it not; upon this 
Ifland we lay ſeveral Days. and then ſet out again 
but a Storm took us. fo that we continued to and 
fro. upon certain Iſlands 3 Weeks, we had no Pro 
viſion but Racoons. and the Indians were afraid of 
being ſtarved; they would give me nothing. ſo! 
was ſeveral Days without Victuals. At length wv 
went upon the Lake on Ice. having a little Sled t. 
draw our Loads; before Noon I tired. and juſt then 
the Indians met with ſome Henchmen; one who took 
me came and called me all manner of ill Names 
throwing me on m Back. I told him I could do no 
more, then he ſaid he mult kill me, and pulling out 
his Knife, cut oft my Pockets and wrap'd them a 
| bout 
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bout my Face, then help'd me up. and took my Sled 
nd went away, giving me a bit of Bisker like a 
Valnut, which he had of the Frenchman, and told me 

e would give me a Pipe of Tobacco; when my 
ed was gone J ran after him, but being tired ſoon 
eli to a foot-pace. whereby the Inliam were out 
f fight, 1 followed as well as I could having many 
all upon the Ice. and being ſpent I had no Strerigth 
o riſe again. but crept to a Tree that lay along 
pon which I continued all the cold Night in very 
tarp Weather. 

I now counted I muſt here die, when an Indian 
allowed J anſwered, he came and called me bad 
ames. and faid if I would not go he muſt knock 
me on the Head. ] told him he muſt then; he ſaw 
how I hat Wallowed in the snow, but could not 
ile, ſo he wrapt me in his Coat, and going back 
ſent 2 Indians with a Sled one faid he muſt knock 
me on the Head. the other ſaid no, they would car- 
ry me away and burn me; then they bid me ſtir my 
Intep to ſee if that it were frozen, 1 did fo; when 
they ſaw that, they aid there was a Surgeon with 
the French that could cure me. then they took me 
upon a Sled and carried me up to the Fire pulling 
off my wet and wraping me in dry Cloths. laying 
me in a good Bed; they killed an Otter. and gave 
me ſome of the Broth and a bit of the Fleſh. here 
I ſlept till Day and was then able to pet up and put 
on mv Cloths; one of the nin wa ed, and ſeeing 
me go ſhouted as r-joycing at it. When it was 
Light. I and Sam. Ruſſ-! went afore on the Ice for 


fear of freezing. RH flips into the River with one 


Foot the Inlians called him hack. dried hie Srock- 
inzs. and ſent us awav with an Inlim Gnide, we 
went 40rs Miles before the reſt of the Indians over- 
took us. I was then ſpent. Ruſſel ſaid, he was faint, 
and wondred how I could live, for he ſaid he had 
10 Meals to my one; I was then laid on the Sled, 
and they rar away With ne on the Ice, the ref and 
Ruſſel came ſoftly after. whoſe Face I never ſaw more, 
tor know what became of him. About Midnight 
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we got near Shamblee, a French Town where the Ri 

ver was open, when I came to travel I was not able 

fo an Indian carried me a few Rods, and then I woull 

go as many, telling me I ſhould die if he did not 

ry me, and that I muſt tell the Engliſb how kind 
e was. 

When he came to the firſt Houſe there was no In. 
ha bitant, the Indian and I were both ſpent and dif. 
couraged, he ſaid we muſt now both die; at laſt he 
got to another Houſe, from whence came ſome Fen) 
and Indians, who brought me in, the French were kind, 
putting my Hands and Feet in cold Water, and 
gave me a Dram of Brandy. with a little haſty Pud. 
ding and Milk; when I taſted Victuals, I was very 
hungry, but they would not ſuffer me to eat too 
much); I lay by the Fire with the Indians that Night, 
yet could nor ſleep for Pain; next Morning the In 
diam and French fell out about me. the Indians ſaying, 
that the French loved the Engliſh better than the I. 
dians. The French turned the Indians out of doors, 
being careful of me. and all the Men in the Town 
came to ſee me; here I continued 3 or 4 Days, and 
was invited from one Houſe to another. receiving 
much Civility from a young Man who let me lie in 
his Bed, and would have bought me. but the Indian 
demanded 100 J. We traveled to a place called Sunil, 
whither this Young Man accompanied me to pre- 
vent the Indians abuſing me, he carried me on the 
Ice, a Days Journey, for now I could not go at all. 
When we came to the place, the People were kind. 
Next Day being in much Pain. I asked the Indians to 
carry me to the Surgeons, as they promiſed, where- 
at they were angry, one taking up his Gun to knock 
me down. but the French would not- ſuffer it, kick. 
ing them out of doors; we went then to a place 
where the Indians had Mig mani. ſome of whop knew 
me, and ſeemed to piry me; while I was here the 
French came to ſee me and it being Chriſtmas they 
brought me Cakes and other Proviſions; the Indians 
tried to cure me but could not, then I asked for 
the Surgeon, at which one of them in anger ſtruck 
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e on the Face with his Fiſt, a Frenchman being by, 
ho ſpoke ſome Words and went his way; ſo after 
ame the Capt. of the place to the Wigwam, with 12 
rmed Men, and asked where the Indian was that 
ruck the Engliſhman, and ſeizing him told hint he 
ould go to the Bilboes, and then be hanged” The 
nlians were much terrified at this, as appeared by 
heir Countenances and trembling. I would have 
done away too. but ihe Frenchmen bid me not fear, 
he Indians durſt not hurt me. | 

When that Indian was gone I had 2 Maſters till. 1 
asked them to carry me to that Captain that I might 
ſpeak in behalf of the Inlian they anſwered, I was a 
Fool. Did I think the Frenchmen were like the Engliſh, 
to ſay one thing and do another, they were Mei of 
their Words. But at length I prevailed with them 
to help me thither, and ſpeaking to the Captain by 
an Interpreter told him, I defired kim to ſet the 
Indian free. declaring how kind he had been to me, 
he replied he was a Rogue and thould be hanged 
then I privately alledged, that if he were hanged it 
might 5 the worſe with the Captives; the Capt. 
ſaid rhat ought to be confidered. fo he fer him at 
Liberty upon Condition he ſhould never ſtrike me 
more, and bring me every Dav to his Houſe to cat 
Victuals; I perceived the common People did not 
approve of what the Tnlians acted againſt the Enyliſh, 
When he was free, he came and took me about the 
Middle. faying, I was his Brother. and I had ſaved 
his Life once, and he had ſaved mine, he ſaid thrice, 
He then called for Brandy and made me drink, and 
had me away to the Vigwam again; when I came 
there, the Indians one after another ſhook Hands 
with me. and were very kind fince I had ſaved the 
Inlians Life. Next Day he carried me to the Cap- 
tain's Houſe and ſet me down, they gave me my 


Victuals and Wine, I ſhewed the Capt. and his Wife 


my Fingers, who were affrighted thereat, and ſent 


for the Surgeon who ſaid he could cure me, and 
dreſſed it. The Indiam came for me towards Night, 


I told them Icould not go, whereat. being angry;

as the Auſtrians are known by their great Lips, the 
Bavarians by their Pokes under their Chins the Fews 
by their goggle-Eyes, ſo the Indians are remarkable 
for their flat Noles. Some Indefles or young Wo— 
men are very comely. with round plump Faces, 
and plump Bodies as well as the Men ſoft and ſmooth 
like a Mole-skin, of reaſonable Complexions, but 
that they dye themſelves Tawny; yer many pretty 
Brownettoe's and ſmall fingered Lailes are tound a- 
mong them. The Vetula's, or old Women arelean 
and ugly, vet all of a modeſt demeanour, conſide- 
ring their favage breeding, and may ſhame our 
Eneliſß Ruſticks whole rudenets oft exceeds theirs. 
The Indians are inconſtant, crafty. timorous, quick 

of Apprehenſion, and very ingenious; ſoon angry, 
and to malicious that they feldom forget an Injury, 
and barbarouſly Cruel, Witneſs their direfu] Re- 
venges upon each other; prone to injuriou Violence 
and ſlaughter, their Blood being dried up by over- 
much Firez very Leacherous from aduſt Choler 
and M-lancholy. and a ſalt and ſharp Humour; 
both Men and Women are theeviſh and haters of 
Strangers; all of them Cantibals. or carers of hu- 
man Bleſh. and ſo were formerly the Hearhen Iriſh, 
who uſe to feed upon the Buttocks of Boys. and 
the Pa ps of Women. TI have read in the $aniſh Re- 
Jations, that the Indians would not eat a Spaniard till 
they had kept him 2 or 3 Days to grow tender, 
becauſe their Fleſh was hard. At Martins Vineyard, 
an Iſland South of Plymouth in the Way to Vginia, 
certain Indiant whilt I was in the Country ſeized up- 
on a Boat that put into a by Cove. killed the Men, 
and eat them up before they were diſcovered. Their 
Houfes which they call Vewam are built with Poles:

In Winter when the Snow will bear they faſten to 
their Feet Snow-ſhoes. like a large Racket for Tenis 
play, laced on hefore and behind. they wear a ſquare 
ptece of Leather tied about their Middle, to hide 
their ſecrets and go bare-headed. The Women

it into Bags, which they eat when ſtormy Weather 
hinders them from getting Food, If they have 
none of this (being earelef Providers againſt ne- 
ceſſity) they uſe Sir Francis Drake's remedy for Hun- 
ger. go to ſleep. TEES | 

They live to ro Years old if not cut off by their 
own Children, War Plague or Small Pov; when 
they have the two laſt Diſeaſes. thev cover their Wig- 
wum with Barks ſo cloſe that no Air can enter, and 
making a great Fire remain there till they are in 
an extreme Sweat and then run out naked into the 


Sea. or River and preſently after either recover” 


or expire, They die patiently both Men and Wo- 
men. not knowing of a Fell to ſcare them, or Con- 
ſcience to terrife them. They Howl at their Funes 
rals like the Wild Triſh, blaming the Devil for his

The Air 15 clear, haalthtul, and agreeable to 
the Eng/iſh, it is well watered with Rivers, havin 
variety of Beaſts.both tame and Wild, with ſevera 
orts of excellent Fruits. The Commodities it yields 
are rich Furs Hax. Linnen, An ber. Iron leveral forts 
of Grain, wherewith they drive aconſiderable Trade 
to Barbadoes and other Engliſh Plantations in America, 
upplying them with Fower, Bisker Salt, Fleſh. and 
5 and in return bring home Sugars and other 
oods. To England they trade for Stuffs Silks Cloth, 
ron, Braſs. and other Utenſils; the Weighrs and 
lea ſures are the ſame with Englanl. The Engliſh poſ- 
ſels many potent Colonies, being very numerous 
and powerful. and are governed by Laws of their 
wn making, ſo they be not repugnant to thoſe of 
England. Every Town ſends 2 Burseſſes to their 
treat and ſolemn General Court. The Government 
both Civil and Eccleſiaſtica is in the Hands of the 
Independents and Presbyterians: The Military 
part is by one Major General and three Serjeant- 
lajors, to whom belong the four Countries of Suf- 
ok, Middleſex, Fſſex, and Norfolk. They have ſeve- 
fine Towns, whereof Boſton is the Motrorpolts, 
ikewile Dorcheſter Cambridge beautiſed with 2 Col- 
eges and many well built Houles Reading, Sem.

Oxford, Salicbury Taunton Southampton Newheryy, 
ring el l, Sulbury, Ipſwich, Lin Huli Sm ſwich, Malden, 
or wich. Roxbury. Wennam, Kowley, ' inghim and o- 
hers; moſt having the Names of ſome Towns in 
England. CH AP. 
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EW-TYORKX, lo called from the Duke of Toh, 

afterwards King Fame II. formerly named 
New- Netherlands, being part of that New England which 
the Dutch once poſſeſs d, was delivered by Mr. Hudſon, 
and lold by him to the Dutch without Authority 
from his Sovereign the K. of England, in 1698. The 
Dutch in 1614 began to plant there. and called it New- 
Netherlands but Sir 5. Arga! Governor of Virgimarout- 
ed them; after which they got leave of King Fame; 
I. to put in there for freſh Water in their Paſſage 
to Braſil, and did not offer to plant till af er the Ex- 
hfh were ſettled in the Country. In 1664. King 
Charles II. ſent over four Commiſſioners to reduce the 
Colonies into Bounds that had before encroach'd 
upon each other, who Marching with zoo Red-coats 
to Manhailees or Manhataes, took from the Dutch their 
chief Town then called New Amſterdam now New-Tork, 
and turned out their Governor with a Silver Leg, 
and all but thoſe who acknowledged ſubjection to 
the King of England. ſuffering the reſt to enjoy their 
Houſes and Eſtates as before; 13 Days after Sir Robert 
Car took the Fort and Town of Aurania now Albany, 
and 12 Days after the Fort and Town of Araſapha.

Their Recreation 
are Football and Cards, at which they play away 
all they have, except a Flap to cover their Naked. 
nels: They are Lovers of ſtrong Drink, but except 
they have enough to be drunk care for none. II 
there be not ſufficient ro make them all drunk they 
Chuſe ſo many as are proportionable to that quan- 
tity, and the reſt may look on; if any chance to be 
drunk before he has taken his ſhare which 1s ordi- 
narily a Quart of Brandy Rum or ſtrong Waters, 
to ſhew their Juſtice. they forcibly pour the reſt 
down his Throat Iu theſe Debauches rhey often 
kill each other. which the Friends of the Deceaſed 
revenge on the Murderer. unleſs he purchaſe his 
Life with Money which is made of a Periwinkle 
ſhell both black and whire. ſtrung like Beads. 
Their Worſhip is Diabolical and performed but 
once or twice a Year unleſs upon making War; 
Tie Day being ap;oir.ted by their chief Prieſt or 
Pawaw, moſt of them go a Hunting for Veniſon; 
when they are all aſſembled if the Prieſt wants Mo- 
ney, he then tells rhem their God will accept no 0- 
ther Offering but Money, which the People believ- 
ing every one gives according to his Ability. The 
Prieſt takes the Money, and putting it into Diſhes, 
fets them upon the top of ther low flat roofedHouſes, 
and falls to invoking their God to come and re- 


ceive it. which with wany Outcries. ſtriking thel; 


Ground with ſticks. and beating themſelves, 1s per- 
formed by the Prieſt. and ſeconded by the People. 
Being wearied. a Devil by this Conjuration appears, 
fometimes in the ſhape of a Fowl a Beaſt. or Man, 
at which the People being amazed. not daring to 
ſtir, the Prieſt improves the Opportunigy, and ſtep- 
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ping out makes ſure of the Money, and then re- 
turns to lay the Spirit, who is ſometimes gone be- 
fore he comes back. having taken ſome of the Com- 
pany along with him; bur if any Eng/ſþ come a- 
mong them it puts a period. to their Proceeding, 
and they will deſire his Abſence ſaying, their God 
will not come till he is departed. In their Wars 
they fight no pitch d Battles. but having ſecured 
their Wives and Children in ſome Iſland or thick 
Swamp) armed with Guns and Hatchets, they way- 
lay their Enemies, and tis counted a great Fight 
where ſeven or Eight are flain. 

When an Indian dies they bury him fitting upon 
2 Sear with his Gun, Money, and Goods to fur- 
niſh him in the other World, which they conceive 
is Weſtward, where they ſhall have ſtore of Game 
for Hunting. and live at eaſe: At his BuriaF his 
neareſt Relations black their Faces. and make fad La- 
mentations at his Grave once or twice every Day, 
till by time the Blackneſs is worn off their Faces, 
and after that once a Year mourn afreſh. vifiting 
and trimming up the Grave not ſuffering any Grafs 
to grow near it. fencing it with a Hedge, and coves 
ring it with Matts from the Rain. Notwithfand- 
ing all this buſtle, when an In lian is dead his Name 
dies with him, none daring ever after to mention 
it; as being not only a Breach of the Law. hut an 
Aﬀront to his Friends and Relations as if done on 
purpoſe to renew their Grief; and every Perſon 
who hath the ſame Name, inſtantly changes it for 
another. which he invents for himſelf.” ſome calling 
themſelves Rttleſnake. others Buck=ſhorn. or the like. 
When any is fick. after means uled by his Friends, 
every one pretending Skill in Phyſick. that proving 
jneffectual, they ſend for a Pawaw or Prieſt who 
ittting down by the fick Perſon, without enquiry 
after the Diſtemper, expects a Fee or Gift accord- 
ng to which he proporrions his Work. beginnin 
vith a low Voice to call ſometimes upon one God, 
and then another, ſtill raiſing his Voice, beating 
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and his Breath is almoſt gone; the little that re- 
mains he breaths upon the Face of the ſick Perſon; 
or 4 times, and ſo takes his leave. 

Their Weddings are performed without Ceremo-

ny. The Match is firſt made by Money, which be- 
ing agreed on and given to. the Woman, makes a 
Conlymmation; after which he keeps her during 
Pleaſure, and upon the leaſt diſlike rurns her away, 
It is no Offence for married Women to lie with ano- 
ther Man if ſhe acquaints her Husband, or ſom 

near Relation therewith, but if not, they account 
it puniſhable by Death; ſome write that when an 
Indian Woman finds her ſelf with Child ſhe conti- 
nues untouched by Man 'til! her Delivery; the like 
ſhe obſerves in giving ſuck; a ſtrange Cuſtom, 
which our European Ladies would not well reliſh. 
An Indian may have 2. 3. or more Wives if he pl-aſe. 
but it is not now ſo much uſed as before the 0 
came, they being inclined to imitate them in things 
both good and bad. Any Maid before ſhe is Married 
lies with whom ſhe pleaſes for Money withour the 
leaſt Scandal. it being nor only Cuſtomary but law- 
ful. They are charitable to each other, for if any 
has to ſpare he freely imvarts it to his Friends, and 
whatever thev ger by Gaming or otherwiſe. they 
ſhare, leaving commonly the leaſt part to them- 
ſelves. 

At their Cantica's or Dancing Matches all that 
come are freely entertain d it being then Feſtival 
time; their Cuſtom is that all but the Dancers with 
a ſhort tick ſtrike the Ground and fing alrogether, 
while theſe that dance ſometimes act warlike Pal- 
times, and then come in with Faces painted black 
and red like Warriors ſome all black. others all 
red with ſtreaks of white under their Eves. and ſo 
jump and hop about without anv order. uttering 
man Expreſſions of their Valour. In other Dances 
they ſhew Antick Tricks, wringing their Bodies 
and Faces in a ſtrange manner. ſometimes leaping 
into the Fire, then catching up a Firebrand bite of 
a live Coal, with many ſuch Tricks, which _ - 
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fright than pleaſe an Engliſhman, reſembling a Crew 
of Infertial Furies; when their King or Sachem fits 
in Council, he hath a Company of armed Men to 
guard his Perſon, great reſpect being ſhewed him 
by the People, which appears by their filence; after 
he has declared the Caule of their Convention, he 
demands their Opinions. ordering who ſhall begin 
firſt, who having delivered his Mind, tells them he 
hath done, till when no Man interrupts him, tho? 
he make never ſo many long ſtops or halts; The 
Council having all deliver d their Opinions. the 
King after tome paule gives the definitive Sentence, 
which is ſeconded with a Shout from the People, 
thereby ſignifying their Aſſent or Applauſe. If a- 
ny be condemned to Die, which is ſeldom but for 
Murder or Inceſt, the King goes in Perion (for they 
have no Priſons, and the Guilty perſon flies into 
the Woods) to ſeek him out. and having found 
him, the King ſhoots firſt tho? at never ſuch a diſ- 
tance. and then happy is the Man that can ſhoor 
him down, who for his Pains is made ſome Captain 
or Military Officer. | | 

Their Clothing is a Yard and half of Broad-cloth 
hanging on their Shoulders. and half a Yard betwixt 
their Legs tied up before and behind and faſtned 
with a Girdle about their Middle, with a Flap on 
each ſide; they wear no Hats, but tie either a Snakes 
skin about their Heads. a Belt of their Money, or a 
kind of Ruff of Deer s Hair, dyed of a Scarlet Colour. 
which they eſteem very rich; they greaſe their Bo- 
dies and Hair often, and paint their Faces with black, 
white. red, yellow, or blue, taking great Pride in 
being painted in a ſeveral manner: Thus much of 
the Colony of New-Tork. 

Hudſon's River runs by New. Dr North in the 
Country toward the Head of which is ſeated New- Al- 
bany. a place of great Trade with the Indians; be- 
tw ixt which and New-Tork. being ahove 100 Miles is 
good Corn-Land; it was reduced by Col. Nichols, 
and a League concluded between the Inhabitants 
and the Indians, by whom they were neyer fince dif- 
turbed,

The Inlian Natives are but few. comparative to 
the Neighbouring Colonies, and fo far from beine 
formidable or injurious to the Planters and Inhabi 
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ous not only in Hunting Deer, and other wild Crea- 
tures, Catching of Fiſh and Foul ft for Food in their 
Seaſons, but in deſtroying Bears, Wolves, Foxes, 
and other Vermin, whoſe Skins and Furs they fell 
at a leſs price than the Value of Time an Engliſhman 
muſt ſpend ro take them. As for the Conſtitutions 
of the Country, they were made by Fohn Lord Barclay

I is the Jus Gentium, or Law of Nations that ne 

what ever waſte or uncultured Country is the diſ xy 
covery of any Prince, it is the right of that Prince 5, 
who was at the charge of that Di ſcovery; now this 
Province is a Member of that part of America which cl 
the King of England's Anceſtors, have been at the da, 
charge of "diſcovering, and which they have taken = 
care to preſerve and improve: And K. Charles II. up tba; 
on the Petition of Vm. Penn, Eſq; (wherein he ſet cen; 
forth his Father's Services, his own Sufferings and] are 
his Loſſes in relation to his Father's Eſtate) in con. wh; 
ſideration thereof made him Grant of all that Tra yet / 
of Land in America called Penſilvania. The Deſcriptiſ mer 
on of this Province cannot be better given than by = 
William Penn himſelf. who ſent the Flowing Aci wha 
count from off the Place in a Letter dated from Phil ut 
delphia, Aug. 16. 1683. folls 

For this Province, its Soil, Air, Water, Seaſondl Pr; 
and Product, both Natural and Artificial, is not to fun 
be deſpiſed. The Land containeth divers ſorts o n 
Farth. as Sand yellow and black, poor and rich} T 
alſo Gravel both loomy and duſty, and in ſome Pla ble: 
ces a faſt fat Earth, like our beſt Vales in Englands of 
eſpecially by Inland Brooks and Rivers, God in bY pru 
Wiſdom having ordered it ſo, that the Advantagry fra; 
of the Country are divided, the Back Lands being wh! 
richer than thoſe by Navigable Waters. We ha mo 
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another Soil, of a black Hazel Mould upon a Rocky- 
bottom. The Air is ſweet and clear, the Heavens 
ſerene, and rarely overcaſt; and as the Woods 
come to be more cleared, it will refine. The Wa- 
ters are good, for the Rivers and Brooks have moſt- 
ly Gravel Bottoms, and in number hardly credible. 
We have alſo Mineral Waters (that operate. as Ba- 
net and Nornhall) 2 Miles from Philadephia. For the 
Seaſons of the Year, having by God's good neſs lived 
over the coldeſt and hotteſt, that the oldeſt Liver 
in the Province can remember, I can ſay ſomething. 
1. Of the Fall. for then. I came in; I found it from Oct. 24 
to the beginning of Decemb. as uſually in England in Sept. 
or rather like an Engliſh Mild Spring. From Dec. to March 
we had ſharp froſty Weather 3 not foul. thick nor black, as our 
North-Eaſt Winds bring in England; but. Sky clear as in 
Summer. and the Air dry. cold piercing and hungry; yet I 
wore no more Cloths than in England. The Reaſon of thi 
cold is given from they reat Lal es fel by the Fountains of Ca na- 
da. The Winter before was as mild. ſcarce any Ice at all. while 
this for 4 few Days froze up Hur great River Delaware. From 
that Month to June. we enjoyed a ſweet ring, no Guſt but 
gentle Showers and a fine Sky. Tet the Winds here as there, 
are inconſtant Spring and Fall. From thence to this pre ſent, 
which ended the Summer. we have hal extraordinary Heats, 


Jet mitigated by cold Breezes. The Wind that ruleth the Sum- 


mer Seaſon is the South weſt , but Spring. Fall and Winter. it 
ij rare to want the wholeſome North-weſt 7 Days together; and 
whatever Miſts. Fogs. or Vapours foul the Heavens by Eaſt or 
Suth Winds, in two Hours are blown away; the one # always 
jollowed by the other. A Remedy that ſeems to have peculiar 
Providence in it to the Inbabitantt; the Mulritule of Trees yet 
ſtanling being liable to retain Miſts and Vapours, and yet not 
on? quarter ſo thick as I expefled. 


The Natural Produce of the Country, of Vegeta- 


bles, is. Trees, Fruits. Plants. Flowers, The Trees 
of moſt Note are, the black Walnut, Cedar, Cy- 
prus, Cheſtnut, Poplar, Gumwood, Hackery, Saſſa- 
frax, Aſh, Beech, and Oak of divers ſorts, as red, 
white, and black; Spaniſh Cheſnut and Swamp, the 
moſt durable of all; of all which there is plenty. 
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The Fruits in the Woods, are the black and white 
Mulberry. Cheſnut, Walnut, Pplumbs, Straw berries, 
Cranberries. Hurtleberries, and Grapes of divers 
iorts, The grear red Grape, called by Ignorance 
the Fox Grape (becauſe of the reliſh it hath with 
unskilful Palates( is in it ſelf extraordinary, and by 
Art may be an excellent Wine, little inferior to 
to the Frontiniack. and not much unlike in Taſte, 
raddinels ſeraiice. There is a white kind of Mu. 
kadel, and a little black Grape, like the Cluſter 
Grape of Fneland. Here are Peaches good and in 
great Qnantities, not an Indian Plantation with. 
out them; but whether naturally, I know not, 
however one might have them by Buſhels for little, 
they make a pleaiant Drink, and are nat inferior to 
any Peach in Englanl, except the true Newington. Tis 
diſputable, whether to fall to fineing the Fruits of 
the Country, eſpecially the Grapes, by Art, or ſend 
tor Foreign Stems and Sets already approved; it 
teems reaſonable that not only a Thing groweth 
beſt. where it naturally grows; but will hardly be 
equalled by another Species, that doth not naturally 
gro there. 

Ihe Artificial Produce of the Country, is Wheat, 
Barley. Oats, Rye, Peaſe, Beans, Squaſhes, Pump— 
kins Warter-Melons, Musk-Melons, and all Herbs 
and Roots in our Gardens in Freland. Of living 
Creatures; Fiſh, Fowl, and the Beaſt of the Woods, 
hereare of divers ſorts, for Food as well as Profit; 
the Elk as big as a ſmall Ox, Deer bigger than ours, 
Bever. Racoon. Rabbits, Squirrels, and ſome eat 
young Bear. and commend it:? Of Fowl of the Land, 
there is the Turkey (g and 5o Pound weight) Phea- 
fants. Heath Birds, Pidgeons, and Patridges. Ol 
the War-r. the Swan, the Gooſe. white and grey 
Brands, Ducks Teal, S$1ipe. and Curloe, in great 
Numbers; but the Duck and Teal excel, nor fo good 
have Jever eat in other Countries. Of Fiſh, there 
is the Sturgeon, Herrick, Rock, Shad, Catſhead, 
Sheepſhead, Fel. Smelt, Perch, Roch; and in In- 
land Rivers, Trout, ſome ſay 'Salmon Hove FT: 
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Falls. Of Shell-Fiſh, we have Oyſters, Crabs, Cockles, 
Conoks, and Muſcles ; ſome Oyſters fix Inches long, 
and one fort of Cockles as big as the ſtewing Oyſters, 
they make a rich Broth. The Creatures tor profit 
only by Skin or Fur natural to theſe parts, are the 
wild Cat, Panther, Otter. Wolf, Fox, Fiſher, Minx, 
Musk-rat; and of the Water, the Whale for Oil, of 
which we have good ſtore, We have no want of 
Horles, ſome very good and ſhapely enough; two 
Ships have been freighted to Barbadoes with Horles 
and Pipe-ſtaves. Here is alſo plenty of Cow-Cartle, 
and ſome Sheep; the People Plough with Oxen. 
There are diversPlants that we had occaſion to prove 
by Swellings, Burnings,'Cuts, to be of great Vir- 
tue, ſuddenly curingthe Patient; and for ſmell ſe- 
yeral. eſpecially the Wild Mirtle; the other I know 
not what to call, the Woods are adorned with love- 
ly Flowers, for Colour, Greatneſs, Figure, and Va- 
riety. Eq 
The Natives for their Perſons are generally tall, 
freight well built, and of fingular Proportion 
they tread ſtrong and clever, and walk with a lofty 
Chin. Of Complexion black, bur by Defign, as 
the Gypſies in Exgland; they greaſe themſelves with 


Bears Fat clarined. and uſing no Defence againſt Sun 


or Weather muſt needs be ſwarthy; their Eye lit- 
tle and black, the thick Lip and flat Noſes ſo fre- 
quent with the Faſt-Indians and Blacks are not com- 
mon; for I have ſeen comely European like Faces a- 
mong them; and truly an Italian Complexion hath 
not much more of the white, and the Noſes of ſeve- 
ral of them have as much of the Roman. Their Lan- 
guage is lofty. yet narrow, but like the Hebrew. in 
ſignification full, like Short Hand in Writing; One 
Word ſerveth in the place of three, and the reſt are 
ſupplied by the Underſtanding of the Hearer: Im- 
perfect in their Tenſes, wanting their Moods, Parti- 
ciples, Adverbs, Conjunctions, Interjections: 1 
have made it my Buſineſs to underſtand it, that I 


might not want an Interpreter; and I know not 
à Language that is ſpoken in Exrepe, that hath Words 
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of more ſweetneſs or greatneſs, in Accent and Em- 
phaſis than theirs; for Inſtance, Oforochon, Rancocus, 
Oricton. Shatamazon, Poqueſin, all which are Names of 
Places, and have Grandure in them: Of Words of 
ſWweetneſs, Anna is Mother, I/imus a Brother, Netat 
Friend, Uſque oret very good, Ponc Bread. metſe eat, 
mutta no, hatta to have, fayo to come, Sepaſſen Paſſejon. 
The Names of Places, Tamade, Secane, Menanſe, Secrate- 
reus, are the Names of Places. If one ask them for 
any Thing they have not, they will anſwer, matte 
ne hotta, which to Tranſlate is, nor I have, inſtead 
of, I have nor. 
Of their Cuſtoms and Manners there is much to be 
faid; I will begin with Children. So ſoon as they 
are born they waſh them in Water, and while very 
young, and in cold Weather, plunge them in the 
Rivers to harden and embolden them. Having wrap- 
pd them in a Clout, they lay them on a ſtrait thin 
Board, a little more than the length and breadth of 
the Child, and ſwaddle it faſt to make it ſtrait; 
where fore all Indian have Hat Heads; and thus they 
carry them at their Backs. The Children will go at 
os Months commonly; they wear only a ſmall Coat 
round their Waſte *rill big; if Boys they go a fiſh- 
ing till ripe for the Woods, which is about 15. then 
they hunt, and after having given ſome Proofs of 
their Manhood, by a good return of Skins, they 
may Marry, elſe it is a ſhame to think of a Wife. 
The Girls bay with their Mothers, and help to hoe 
the Ground, plant Corn, and carry Burthens; for 
the Wives are the true Servants of their Husbands; 
otherwiſe the Men are very affectionate to them. 
When the young Women are fit for Marriage, they 
wear ſomething upon their Heads for Advertiſe- 
ment, but ſo as their Faces are hardly to be ſeen, 
but when they pleaſe : The Age they marry at. if 
Women is about 13 and 14; if Men 17 and 19; 
they are rarely older. Their Houſes are Matts, or 
Barks of Trees. ſer on Poles like an Fngliſh Barn, 
= hardly higher than a Man; they lye on Reeds or 
Graſs. In Travel they lodge in the Woods about a 
| great 
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great Fire, with the Mantle of Duffils they wear by 
Day wrapped about them, and a few Boughs ſtruck 
round them. Their Diet is Maize or Indian Corn, 
ſometimes roaſted in the Aſhes, ſometimes beaten 
and boiled, which they call Homine; they alſo make 
Cakes notunpleaſant toeat; and have ſeveral forts 
of Beans and Peale of good Nouriſhment. 

If an European comes to lee them, or calls for Lodg- 
ings at their Houſe or Wigwam, they give him the 
belt Place, and firſt Cut. If they come to viſit us, 
they ſalute us with an It ab, which is, Good be to 
you, and ſet them down on the Ground cloſe to 
their Heels, their Legs uprighr ; may be they ſpeak 
nota Word, but obſerve all Paſſages : If you give 
them any Thing to eat or drink, well, for they 
will not ask; and be it little or much, if it be with 
Kindneſs, are pleaſed, elſe they go away ſullen, 
but ſay nothing. They are great Concealers of 
their own Reſentments, brought to it by the Re- 


venge practiſed among them; a Tragical Inſtance 


fell out ſince I came here: A King's Daughter 
thinking her ſelf lighted by her Husband, in ſuffe- 


ring another Woman to lie down between them, - 


role up, went 'out, plucked a Root out of the 
Ground, and eat it, upon which ſhe immediately 
died; and for which he made an Offering to her kin- 
dred for Attonement and Liberty of Marriage; as 
two others did to the Kindred of their Wives, that 
died a Natural Death; for till Widowers have done 
lo, they muſt not marry again. 
young Women are ſaid to rake undue Liberty be- 
fore Marriage for a Portion; but when married 


chaſte ; when with Child, they know their Hus bands 


no more, *till delivered; and during their Month 
touch no Meat but with a Stick, leaſt they ſhould 
defileit. Nor do their Husbands frequent them, 
till that time is expired. 


But in Liberality they excel, nothing is too good 
for their Friend, give them a fine Gun, Coat, or o- 


ther Thing, it may paſs 20 Hands before it ſticks; 


light.of Heart, trong Affections, but ſoon en 1 
the: 
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the moſt merry Creatures rhat live, Feaſt and Dance 


perpetually; they never have much, nor want 


much; Wealth Circulateth like Blood, all Parts 
partake ; and though none ſhall want what another 
hath, yet exact Obſervers of Property. Some Kings 
have ſold, others preſented. me with ſeveral Par- 
cels of Land; the Pay or Preſents I made them were 
not hoarded by the particular Owners, but the 
Neighbouring Kings and their Clans being preſent 


when the Goods were brought out, the Parties] 


chiefly concerned conſulted what and to whom 
they ſhould givethem : To every King then by the 
Hands of a Perſon for that Work appointed, is a 
Proportion ſent, ſo ſorted and. folded, and with 
that Gravity that is admirable: Then that King 
ſubdivideth it in like Manneramong his Dependants, 
they hardly leaving themſelves an equal ſhare with 
one of their subjects; and at Feſtivals, at their com- 
mon Meals, the King's diſtribute to themſelves laſt. 
They care for little, becauſe they want little, anda 


little contents them: If they are ignorant of our 


Pleaſures, they are alſo free from our Pains. They 
are notdiſquieted with Bills of Lading or Exchange, 
nor perplexed with Chancery Suits. and Exche- 
quer Reckonings. We Sweat and Toil to live, 
their Pleaſure feeds them ; I mean. their Hunting, 
Fiſhing and Fowlfng, and this Table is ſpared eve- 
ry Where; they eat twice a Day Morning and Eve- 
ning, their Seats and Tables are the Ground, Since 
the Europeans came. they are great Lovers of ſtrong 
Liquor. Rum eſpecially, and for it change the rich- 
eſt of their Skins and Furs: If heated with Liquors, 
are reſtleis till they have enough to fleep; this 1s 
their cry. ſome more and I will go to ſleep; but 
when drunk the wretchedeſt Spectacle in the World. 
In Sickneſs impatient to be cured, and for it give 


any Thing, eſpecially for their Children. to whom 


they are extremely natural; they drink at thoſe 
Times a Tizan orDecoRtion of ſome Roots in Spring 
Water. and if they eat Fleſh, it muſt be of the Fe-

Things of Religion, yet they believe a God and Im- 
mortality; for they ſay, There is a King that made 
them, who dwells in a glorious Country to the South- 


ward of them, and that the Souls of the Good ſhall 


go thither where they ſhall live again. Their Sa- 
erifice is their firſt. Fruits; the firſt and fatteſt Buck 
goeth to the Fire, with a mournful Ditty of him 
that per formeth the Ceremony, but with ſuch la- 
bour of Body, that he will even sweat to a Foam. 
The other part is their Cantico, performed by round 
Dances, with Words, Songs, and Shouts; tuo in 
the middle begin, and by Singing and Drumming 
on a Board, direct the Chorus: Their Poſtures in 
their Dance are very Antick, but all keep meaſure 
with equal earneſtneſs, but great appearance of ſoy.. 
Fn the Fall, when the Corn cometh in, they feaſt 
one another; there have been two great Feſtivals 
already, to which all come that will, I was at one 
my ſelf, their Entertainment was in a green Seat by 
a Spring under ſome ſhady Trees, and 20 Bucks, 
with hot Cakes of new Corn, both Wheat and 
Beans, in a new Square Form, in the Leaves of the 
Stem, and bake them in the Aſhes; and after that 
they fall to Dance. But they that go; muſt carry a 
ſmall Preſent of their Money. it may be fix Pence, 
which is made of the Bone of a Filh; the black is 
with them as Gold, the white Silver, they call it all 
Wampum. | 


Their Government is by Kings, which they call 


Sachem, by Succeſſion, but always by the Mother's 
ſide; for inſtance, the Children of him that is now 
King, will not ſucced, but his Brother by the Mo- 
ther. or the Children of his Siſter, whoſe Sons (and 
after them theChildren of his Daughters) will Reign, 
tor no Women Inherits; the Reaſon for this way of

with their Apparel, and the neareſt of Kin flings in 
a Token of their Love; their Mourning is black 
ing of their Faces for a Year ; they are choice of the 
Graves of their Dead, and heap up the fallen Earth 
witi great exactneſs. 

Theſe 7 People are under a dark Night in 
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Deſcent, is, that their iſſue might not be ſpurtous. 
Every King hath his Council, conſiſting of all the 
old and wile Men of his Nation, which perhaps is 200 
People; nothing of Moment is undertaken, be it 
War, Peace, ſelling of Land or Traffick, without ad- 
viſing with them, and with the young Men too. It 
is admirable to conſider how powerful the Kings are, 
and yet how they move by the Breath of their People. 
I have had Occaſion to be in Counſels with them up- 
on Treaties for Land, and to adjuft the Terms of 
Trade, their Order is thus; the K. fits in the mid- 
dle of a half Moon, and hath his Council, the old 
and wiſe on each Hand; behind him fit-the-younger 
Fry. in the ſame Figure. Having reſolved their Bu- 
ſineſs, the King ordered one of them to fpeak to me; 
he ſtood up, and in the Name of his King ſaluted 
me, then took me by the Hand, and told me, That 
he was ordered by his King to ſpeak to me. and that now it 
w4 not he but the King that ſpoke. becauſe what he ſhould ſay, 
ws th: King's Aſinl. He firſt. praved me to excuſe them that 
they had not complie with me the laſt time; he feared there 
anight be ſome fault in the Interpreter, being neither Indian 
nor Engliſh 3 beſedes it was the Indian Cuſtom to deliberate, 
and ttke up much Time in Council. before they reſolve; and that 
if the young People and Owners of the Land had been as ready 
as he, I had not met with ſo much delay. Having thus 
introduced his Matter, he fell to the Bounds of the 
Land they had agreed to diſpoſe of, and the Price 
(which is now little and dear. that which worfld have 
bought zo Mile, not buying now two.) During the 
time this perſon ſpoke. not a Man was obſerved to 
whiſper or ſmile; the Old grave. the young reverend, 
in their Deportment; they ſpake lirtle, bur fer- 
venrly, and with Elegancy : I never ſaw more na- 
tural Sagacity, conſidering them withour the help (I 
was going to ſay the ſpoil) of Tradition; and he 
will deſerve the Name of Wife, that out-wits them 
in any Treaty they underſtand. When the Purchaſe 


was agreed, and Promi ſes paſſed between us of kind- 


neſs and good Neighbourhood. and that the Indian 
and Engliſo muſt live in Love as long as the Sun gave 
Light. 
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Light. Which done, another made a Speech to the 
Indians, 1n the Names of the Sachamakers, or Kings, 
firſt to tell them what was done; next to Charge 
and Command them. To Love the Chriſtians, and parti- 
exlarly Live in Peace with me, and'the People under my Govern- 
ment: That many Governors had been in the River, but that 
none had come but my ſelf to live and ſtay her: before; and 
having now ſuch 4 one that had treated them well, they ſhould 
never do him nor his any wrong. At every Sentence of 
which they ſhoured, and ſaid, Amen, in their way. 
Their Juſtice is pecuniary: In caſe of any wrong 
or evil Fact, be it Murther it ſelf, they Attone by 
Feaſts and Preſent of their Wampum. proportioned to 
the quality of the Offence againſt the Perſon injured, 
or Sex : For if they kill a Woman, they pay double, 
becauſe ſhe beareth Children, which Men cannot do. 
It is rare they fall out, if ſober, and if drunk, they 
forgive it, ſaying, it was the Drink, and not the 
Man that abuſed them, We have agreed, that in all 
Differences fix of each fide ſhall end the Matter: 
Don't abuſe them, but let them have ane, and 
you will win them; the worſt is, that they are the 
worſe for the Chriſtians who have propagated their 
Vices, and yielded them Tradition for ill. and not 
for good Things. Bur as low an Ebb as they were 
at, and as inglorious as their Candition looks, the 
Chriſtians have out-lived their Light with all their 
Pretenſibns to a higher manifeſtation : What good 
then might not a good People graft, where there is 
ſo diſtinct a Knowledge left between Good and Evil. 
For their Original, T believe them of the Fewiſh 
Race, of the Stock of the ten Tribes: For. 1. They 
were to go to a Land. not planted or known, which 
to be fure Afaand Africa were, if not Furope; and he 


that intended that extraordinary Judgment upon 


them, might make the Paſſage not uneaſy to them, 
from the Faſt part of A to the Weſt of America.

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lieved our God exceeds theirs, as much as our Guns 
did their Bows and Arrows, and ſent many Pre- 
ſents to the Preſident. intreating him to pray to 
his God for Rain. for their God would not lend 
them any. By break of Day, before they eat or 
drink the Men, Women, and Children above 10 
Years old. run into the Water, and there waſh 
till che Sun riſe, t hen they offer ſacrifice to it, ſtrew- 
ing Tobacco on the Land and Water repeating the 
ſame Ceremonies at Sun ſet. G Caſſon was ſacrificed 
(as they thought) to the Devil. being ſtript naked 
and bound to two flakes with his Back againſt a 
great Fire. after which they ript up his Belly and 
burnt his Bowels, drying his Fleſh to the Bones, 
which they kept in a By-roomz many other nglſþ 
were cruelly and treacherouſly killed by them, tho* 
perhaps not ſacrificed, and none had eſcaped if their 
Ambuſhes had ſucceeded. Powhatan invited Capt. 
Rarcliff” and zo others to trade for Corn. and bring- 
ing them within his Ambuſh murthered them all. 
One Tomocomo an Inlian and Counſellor to one of 
their Kings. came into /-ng/and in the Reign of K. 
Fames I. who landing in the Weſt, was ſurprized at 


our plenty of Corn and Trees. imagining we ven- 


tured in their Country to ſupply theſe defects; . he 
began then to number the Men he met with, but his 
Arithmerick ſoon failed him. He related, that Okee 
their God did often appear in his Temple, to which 
purpoſe 4 of their Prieſts go into the Houſe and uſe 
ſtrange Words and Geſtures. 8 more are called in, 
to whom he diſcovers what his Will is; upon which 
they depend in all their Proceedings, as in taking 
fourny's or the like; ſometimes when they reſolve 
to go on Hunting. he by ſome known Token will 
direct where they ſhall find Game, who follow his 
directions, and oft ſucceed therein; he appears like 
hand ſom young Inlian with long black Hair; after 
he has ſtaid with his 12 Confederates ſome time. he 
alcends into the Air from whence he came. The

Part of Horida, fo much commended by $aniſh Au- ſo 
thors; of which I cannot give a more ample Ac- y, 
count, than is done by an Englifobman, who was con- I pl 
cerned in the Settlement thereof.

Lord Berkly, Earl of Shaftsbury, Sir G. Carte- 80 
ret. Sir F Calleton, and Sr V. Berkley; by which the 1 . 
Laws of Eng/andare to be of force in Carolina; but Dj 


the Lords Proprietors have Power with the Con- th 

tent of the Inhabitants to make By-Laws for the bet-¶ or 

ter Government of the Province: So that no Mo- ca 

ney can be raiſed, or Law made without the Ow: ar 
ac 
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ſent of their Repreſentatives. They have Power to 
appoint and empower Governors. and other Magil- 
trates to make Conſtiturions, Cc. with many other 
great Privileges. The ſaid Lords have there ſettled 
2 Conſtitution of Government. whereby is granted 
Liberty of Conſcience; and wherein care is taken 
for the equal Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and the 
laſting Security of the Inhabitants both in their 
Perfons and Eſtates. Two Colonies have been ſet- 
tled in this Province, the one at Albemarle, in the 
moſt Northerly part, the other at A4fbly River, in 
the Latitude of 32 Deg. odd Minutes. 

Albemarle bordering upon Virginia and only ex- 
ceeding it in health, fertility, and mildneſs of the 
Winter, is in the Growths, ProduRtions and other 
Things of the ſame Nature; ſo I ſhall not deſcribe 
that part. but principally diſcourſe of the Colony 
of Aſhly River which being many Deg. more South 
than Yirgina, differs from it in its Climate and Pro- 
ductions. | 

Ay River was at firſt ſettled in April. 1670. The 
Lords Proprietors having ſet out 3 Veſſels, with a 
conſiderable Number of able Men, 18 Months Victu- 
als. with Cloths. Tools, Ammunition, and all Ne- 
ceſſaries; and continued at this Charge, to ſupply 
all the Colony for divers Years. till the Inhabirants 
were able by their own Induſtry to live of them- 


ſelves; in which Condition they have been for di- 


vers Years paſt, and are arrived to a great Degree of 
plenty of all Proviſions, ſo that moſt ſorts are al- 
ready cheaper than in any otherFny/iſþColonies, and 
they are plentifully enough ſupplied with all Things 
from England and other parts. Aſhly River about Miles 
from the Sea, divides it ſelf into two Branches; the 
South retaining the Name of 4{ly River, the North 
Branch is called Cooper River. In May 1680. the Lords 
Proprietors ſent Orders to the Governor there for 
the Port-Town of theſe two Rivers to be built up- 
on that Point of Land thar divides them, and to be 
called Charles Town; fince which about 100 Houſes 
are there built and more building daily by Perſons 
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that come there to inhabit, from the more Noprther: 
1y Engliſh Colonies, the Sugar Iflands, and from 
England and Ireland; and many who went to Carolina 
Servants, being induſtrious. fince they came out of 
their Times, have good ſtocks of Cattle, and Ser- 
vants of their own; have built Houſes. and Exer- 
Cciſe their Trades, and are now worth ſeveral Hun- 
dred of Pounds, live very plentifully, their Eſtates 
{till encreaſing; Land near the Town is ſold for 
20 f. per Acre, though pillaged of all its valuable 
Timber, and not cleared of the reſt, and Land that 
is cleared and fitted for Planting, and fenced is let 
for 195. jer Annum the Acre, though 20 Miles from 
the Town. and 6 Men will in 6 Weeks time fell, 


clear, fence in, and fit for Planting, 6 Acres of 


Land. At this Town in November 1680, there rode 
at one Time 16 fail of Veſſels, ſome upwards, of 


200 Tons, that came from divers parts of the King's 


Dominions to Trade here, which great concourſe of 
Shipping, will ſoon make it a confiderable Town.“ 

The Eaſtern ſhore of America, whether by having 
the great Body of the Continent to the Weftward, 
and by conſequence the North-weſt Wind (which 
blows contrary to the Sun) is the freezing Wind 
with more chilling and congealing Qualities, or 
the uncultivated Earth, covered with large ſhading 
Trees, breathing forth more nitrous Vapours, than 
that which is cultivated; for all theſe Reaſons to- 
gether, 1t 15 certainly much more cold than any part 
of Europe, in the ſame Deg. of Latitude; fo that New- 
England, and thoſe parts of America, about the La- 
titude of 39 and 40, and more North, tho' of above 


go Miles nearer the Sun than England. are many 


Deg. colder in the Winter. ſo that it freezeth fix 
Inches thick in the Night. and great Navigable Ri- 
vers are frozen over the ſame time. The Country 
about Aſbly River tho' within 9 Degrees of the Tro- 
ic, hath ſeldomany Winter without Ice. though 
cannot learnany hath been ſeen on Rivers or 
Ponds above a quarter of an Inch thick, which va- 
nitheth when the Sun is an Hour or two high, a 
| when 
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when the Wind is not at North-Faſt, the Weather 
is very mild; ſo that the December and Fanuary of 
Aſply River are of the ſame Temper with Aarch and 
April in England; this ſmall Winter cauſeth a fall of 
the Leaf, and adapts the Country to the Production 
of all the Grains and Fruits of England, as well as 
thoſe that require more Sun; ſo the Apple, Pear, 
Plumb. Quince, Apricock. Peach, Medlar, Walnut, 
Mulberry, and Cheſnut, thrive very well in the 
ſame Garden, with the Orange, Lemon. Olive, Pom- 
granate, Fig, and Almond; nor is the Winter here 
Cloudy, Over-caſt, or Foggy : It was obſerved that 
from the 20th of Auguſt to the 19th of March. there 
were but eight over-caſt Days; and though Rains 
fell pretty often in the Winter, it is commonly in 
quick Showers, which when paſt the Sun ſhines out 
clear again. | 

The summer is not ſo hot as in Virginia, or the o- 
ther North American Engliſh Colonies, its nearneſs to 
the Tropicks cauſing it to partake of thoſe Breezes, 
which riſe about 8 or 9 a Clock, within the Tro- 
pics, and blow freſh from the Eaſt *till about 4 Af- 
ternoon, and after the Sea breeze dies away. there 


* Tiſes a North-Wind. blowing all Night freſh and 
4+ cool. In ſhort. I take Carolina to be of the ſame 


nature with rhoſe delicious Countries about Aleppo, 
Antioch and Smyrna; But hath the Advantage of be- 
ing under an equal Fng/ih Government. 

Near the Sea the Trees are not very large, and 
row near together, farther up larger and grow 


farther aſunder, in moſt parts free from Underwood, 


ſo that you may ſee near half a Mile among the Bo- 
dies of large tall Timber-Trees, whoſe Tops meet- 
ing make a pleaſing ſhade. yet hinder not Graſs, 
Myrtle. and other ſweet fſcentire Shrubs. from 
growing under them. Among{ thele Groves or 
Timber Trees are Suan (or graſſy Plains) of ſeve- 
ral Magnitudes, clear of Trees like thoſc pleaſant 
Parks in Frgland. They have abvr dance of tall 


Timber Trees unlopped; here yon may hunt the 


Hare, the Fox, and Deer all Day long in the ſhade,

and freely ſpur your Horſes through the Woods to 
follow the Chaſe. | 

The Country hath the Oak, Aſh, Elm. Poplar, 
Beech, and all uſeful Timber. as in Enand. and di- 
vers forts of laſting Timber that Exgland hath not, 
as Cedar white and red, Cypreis, Locuſt, Bay and 
Laurel Trees, equal to the biggeſt Oak, large Myr- 
ties. Hickery. black Walnut, and Pines big enough 
to Maſt the greateſt Ships, and diyers others. The 
Woods abound with Hares, Squirrels. Racoons, 
Poſſums. Conies, and Deer. which laft are fo plen- 
ty, that an Indian Hunter hath ſhot nine fat Deer in 
4 Day; and all the conſiderable Planters have an In- 
dien Hunter which they hire for leſs than 405. a 
Year, and one Hunter will very well find a Family 
of zo People with as much Veniſon and Foul as they 
can well eat. In the Woods are plenty of wild 
Turkies. Patridges. ſmaller than thoſe in Exglaud. 
hat more delicate, Turtle Doves, Paraquetoes, and 
Pidgeons and on the graſſy Plains the whiſtling 
Plover, Cranes, and divers Birds unknown in Eng- 
nd. | 

Carolina doth ſo abound in Rivers. that within 55 


from a Navigable River, and divers are Navigable 
for good big Veſſels above zoo Miles. The Rivers 
abound with variety of excellent Fiſh. and near the 
Sea with very good Oyſters, in many of which are 
Pearl, the Anthor having ſeen a Pearl taken out of 
ſome bigger than a Rouncival Pea, and perfectly 
round; on the Rivers and Brooks are all the Win- 
ter Months vaſt numbers of Swan. wild-Geeſe, Duck. 
Widgeon. Teal. Curlew. Snipe, Shell Drake and 
a black Duck that is excellent Meat. and. ſtays there 
all the Year. Neat Cattle encreaſe here exceedingly, 
there being particular Planters that have already 7 
or 800 Head, and will in a few Years have as many 
thouſands unleſs they. ſell ſome part; the Cattle

Northern Plantations, who are forced to ſpend 2 
great part of their Summers Labour in providing 3 


or 4 Months Fodder for their Cattle in the Winter, 


orelſe would have few alive in the Spring; which 
will keep them from ever having very great Herds, 
or be able to do much in providing any Commodity 
for Foreign Markets: So that Carolina will be 3 ble by 
Sea, to ſupply thoſe Northern Colonies with ſalted 
Beef for their Shipping, cheaper than they them- 
ſelyes can wich what is bred among them; for all 
the Woods in Carolina affording good Paſturage, and 
ſmall Rent being paid to the Lords Proprietors for 
Land, an Ox is raiſed at as little Expence as an Hen 
is in England. And it hath been found that Beef 
will take Salt at Aſbiy River any Month in the Year. 
Ewes have 2 or 3 Lambs at a time; their Wool is 
a good Staple, and they thrive very well, but re- 
quire a Shepherd to preſerve them from the Wolves. 
Hogs increaſe at carolina abundantly, and without 
Charge or Trouble to the Planter, only to make 
them ſheds from the Sun and Rain? and more 
and Evening to give them a little Inlian Corn, and 
the parings of Potatoes, Turnips. or other Roots, 
and at the ſame time blowing a Horn, to which be- 
ing ufed they will upon hearing it return Home, the 
reſt of their Food they get in the Woods. of Maſts 
and Nuts of ſeveral forts; and when thoſe fail, have 
Graſs and Roots enough, the Ground being never 
frozen ſo hard ac to keep them from routing; theſe 
Conveniencies breed them large. and in the Maſt 
time are very fart, all which makes the rearing them 
ſo eaſie that many Planters that are fingle, and 
have never a Servant have 3oo Hogs, of which they 
make great Profit, Barbatoes. Famaica, and New-lng- 


land affording a good price for their Pork; where-" 


by they build better Houſes, and purchaſe Servants 
and Negro Slaves 

With the Inlien the Eng liſb have perfect friend- 
ſhip. thev being uſeful to one another. And care 


is taken, by the Lords Proprietors. that no Injuſtice 
be done to them, having eſtabliſhed a particular 
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Court of Judicature (compoſed of the ſobereſt Inha- 
bitants) to determine all Differences between the 


Exgliſh and Indians. This they do upon a Chriſtian 


and Moral Confideration. and nor out of any ap- 
pon of Danger from them; for the Indians 

ave been always ſo engaged in War one againſt a- 
nother. that they have not ſuffered any increaſe 
of People, ſeveral Nations being extirpated ſince 
the Eng/iſh ſettled there. This keeps them thin of 
People, and divided, the Eng/ifh being already too 
ſtrong for all the 7ndians within 500 Miles of them, if 


„they were united; ſo that they will never dare to 


break with the Engliſb, or do an injury to any, for 
fear of having it revenged upon the whole Nation. 
The Lords Proprietors grant to all that come 
there to Inhabit as follows, viz. To each Maſter or Mi- 
ſtreſs of a Family 50 Acres, and for every Son or Man-ſervant 
they carry 50 Acres more, and the like for each Daughter or 
Woman-Sruant Marriageable, and for each Child, Man or Mo- 
man Seruant under 16 Tears, 40 Acres, and 50 Acres of Land 
to each Servant when out of their Time, io be enjoyed by them 
and their Heirs for ever. they paying a Penny an Acre Quit- rem 
ro the Loris Proprietors, the Rent to commence in 2 Tears after 
their ta / ing up their Land; but ſince divers Inhabitants of Ca- 
rolina and others that have Intentions to go thither, deſre 
not to be cumbred with paying of Rent, and to have convement 
Tracts of Lands without being forced to bring thither a great 
Number of Servants at one time, the Lords Proprietors have a- 
greed to fell after the Rate of 50 1. for 10060 Acres, reſerving 
4 Pepper corn per An. Rent. The way of any ones 
taking up his Land, due to him either by carrying 
himſelf or Servants into the Country, or by pur- 
chafing it of the Lords Proprietors is thus: He firſt 
ſeeks out a place not Fay, poſſeſſed by any other, 
then applies himſelf to the Governors and Pro- 
Prietors Deputies. and ſhews what right he hath to 
the Land. either by purchaſe or otherwiſe; who 


\ thereupon iſſue out their Warrant to the Surveyor 


General to Meaſure out a Plantation of the Num- 
ber of Acres due to him; who making a Certificate 
of the Bounds, a Deed is prepared, ſigned by the Go- 
ver 
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vernor and the Lords Proprietors Deputies, and 
the Proprietors Seal affixed to it, and regiſtred, 
which is a good conveyance in Law to the Party 
and his Heirs for ever. 

This Country being of the ſame Climat and Tem- 
perature of Aleppo, Smyrna, Antioch, Fudea, and the 
Province of Nanking. the richeſt in China, will pro- 
duce any Thing which thoſe Countries do, were 
the Seeds brought into it. The Tools Men ought 
to take with them are, an Axe- a Bill, a Broad and 
a Grabbling Hoe, for every Man, and a croſs cut 
Saw for every 4 Men; a whip Saw, a ſet of Wedges, 
Fraus and Beetle Rings to every Family, reaping 


Hooks, Scythes, Nails of all ſorts, Hooks, Hinges,. 


Bolts, and Locks for their Houſes. The Merchan- 


dizes which ſell beſt in Carolina are Linnen, Wool- 
len, and all other Stuffs for Cloths, with Thread,, 
Sewing Silk, Burtons, Ribbons, Hats, Stockings,. 


Shoes, Cc. which they ſell at good Rates, and for 
which a Man may purchaſe the Provifion he hath 
need of. The Paſſage of a Man and Woman to Ca- 


rolina is five Pound; Ships go thither all times of 


the Year. 

Mr. F. L. an Fnliſhnan, having about 18 Years 
travelled into the Weſt parts of Carolina, has given 
an Ingenious Relation of his Diſcoveries: He ſdys, 
the Indians now there, are none of thoſe which the 
Ln iſh removed from Virginia, but a People driven by 
an Enemy from the North-weſt, and invited to fit 
down here by an Oracle above 400 Years ago, as they 
pretend: For the antient Inhabitants of Virginia and 
Carolina were far more barbarous, feeding on raw 
Ficth and Fiſh. till theſe taught them to ſow Corn, 
and the uſe of it. They have no Letters vet ſup- 
ply that defect by Counters Emblems, Hierogly- 
phicks, or by Tradition delivered in lone Tables 
from Father to Son which when Children. they 
are taught ro ſay by rote; where a Battle has been 
fonght they raiſe a mall Piramid of Stones con- 
ſiſting of the Number of the slain and Priſoners 
taken; by the Picture of a Stag they expreſs Swift. 

neſs; 
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neſs; by a Serpent, Wrath; by a Lion, Courage; 


by a Dog. Faithfulneſs; by a Swan they ſignify the 


Engliſh alluding to their Complexion. and flight 
over the Sea: They worſhip one God the Creator 
of all Things, whom they call Okee. and ro whom 
the Prieſt offers Sacrifice; yet they believe he has no 
care of wordly Affairs, but commits the Govern- 
ment of Mankind to good and evilSpirits, to whom 


the Inferior Prieſts pay their Devotion and Sacrifice; 


at Which in a lamentable Tone they recite tne great 
Things done by their Anceſtors. They religiouſly 
obſerve Marriage, and diſtinguiſh themſelves into 
4 Tribes; believing that all Mankind were derived 
from 4 Women, ſo they divide their Places of Bu- 
ria} into 4 Quarters. aſſigning one to every Tribe, 
holding it wicked and ominous to mingle their Bo- 
dies even when dead. They wrap up the Corps in 
the skins of -Beaſts. and bury Proviſion and Hou- 
ſhold-ſtuff for its uſe in the other World. When 
their great Men die, they kill ſome Pri ſoners of War 
to attend them. They believe the Tranſmigration 


of Souls, for the Angry they ſay are poſſeſt with 


the Spirit of a Serpent; the Bloody, of a Wolf; 
the Fearful, of a Deer; and the Faithful, of a Dog. 
The Reſidue of their leſſer Gods they place beyond 
the Mountains and the Indian Ocean, and though 
they want thoſe Helps of Education which we have, 


- yet in ſolemn Debates they deliver themſelves with 


excellent Judgment and Floquence. | 

In his Travels with ſome Indian, they met witha 
Rattle-ſnake. in length two Yards and a half, and 
as big as a Man's Arm. which by the greatneſs of her 
Belly they judged to be full with young but having 
Filled and opened her, found a ſmall Squirrel whole. 
The Inliim fav. theſe Serpents lying under a Tree, 
fy their Eves ſtedfaftly upon the Squirrel. which ſo 
afrighrs the little Beaſt that he tumbles into the 
Jaws of his Enemy, Traveling throveh the Woods 
a Deer ſeized by a wild Car croſſed their Way. be 
ine almoſt ſpent with the burthen and cruelty of 
her Rider, who having faſtn'd on her Shoulder leſt 
not 
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not ſucking her Blood till ſhe fell down under him; 
which an Indian perceiving, ſhor a lucky Arrow, 
which piercing the wild Cat under the Belly, made 
him leave his Prey already flain, and turn toward 
them with a fierce look, but his ſtrength and ſpi- 
rits failing, they eſcaped his Revenge, which they 
had certainly felt had not his Wound been mortal. 
This Creature is ſomewhat bigger than our Exgliſb 
Fox, of a reddiſh grey colour, and in every way 
like arr ordinary Cat, fierce, ravenous, and cunning 
for knowing the Deer too ſwift for them, they 
watch upon Branches of Trees and as they walk or 
feed under. jump down upon them. The Fur is 
counted excellent. and the Fleſh eaten by the In- 
dians, tho* as Rank as a Dog. They taw great Herds 
of Red and Fallow Deer feeding and on the fides of 
the Hills, Bears craſhing Maſt like Swine; ſmall Leo- 
pards they ſaw. but never any Lyons. tho” their 
Skins are much worn. by the Indians. The Wolves 
were ſo ravenous, that they often feared their Hor- 
ſes would have been deyoured in the Night, they 
howled fo cloſe about them. if the Fires had not 
ſcared them away. The Woods are full of Bever, 
Otter, and grey Foxes. They then arrived at the 
Apalatian Mountains, ſo high and ſo ſteep, that they 
were from Break of Day till the Evening ere they 
could gain the Top. from whence next Morning 
they had a beautiful Proſpect of the Atlantick Ocean, 
waſhing the Virginian ſhores; but to the North and 
Weſt other high Mountains hindred their fight: 
Here they wandred in Snow 3 or 4 Days hoping to 
find ſome Paſſage thro* the Mountains bur the cold- 
neſs of the Earth, and the Air ſeizing their Hands 
and Feet. cauſed their return, and put a ſtop to their 
further Travels. 

In a ſecond Expedition he came to another ſort of 
Indians Enemies to the Chriftians vet ventured a- 
mong them hecanſe they do not hurt none whom 
thev do not fear, and after he hi given them ſome 
Trifles of Glaſs and Metal were very kind and con- 
fulted with their Gods, whether to admit him ing 
their 
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their Nation and Councils, and oblige him to ſtay a. 
mong them by a Marriage with their King's or great 
Mens Daughters, but he with much ado got leave I him 
to depart upon promiſe to return ins Months. At Plai 
length he came to a Town more populous than any Il fe 
he had ſeen. The King whereof, tho' his Domini- ¶ dot 
ons were large and populous, is in continual fear len! 
of his Neighbour Indians, who are ſo addicted ro I his 
Arms, that even their Women ſhoot Arrows over Arn 
their Husbands ſhoulders. The Men. it ſeems, fight tim 
with filver Hatchets, for an Indian told him they and 
were of the ſame Metal with the Hilt of his Sword, I bit 
They area cruel Nation, and ſteal their Neighbours | him 
Children to ſacrifice them to their Idols. The Wo- Effe 
men delight much in Ornaments of Feathers. of uh. 
which they have Variety, bur Peacocks are moſt in ¶ blu 
eſteem, becauſe nor common. They are reaſonably is n 
handſom. and more civil than their Neighbours, | and 
1. but miſerably infatuated with the Deluſions of the I low 
| Devil. It cauſed Horror in him to ſee one with his Il ing 
Neck on one fide, foam at the Mouth, ſtand bare- 
foot upon burning Coals for near an Hour, and 
then recovering his Senſes, leapt out of the Fire, 
without Hurt or fign of any. South-weſt from hence 
he arrived at a. Nation who differ in Government 
from all the Indians of thoſe Parts. being Slaves ra- 
ther than Subjects to their Kings; He was a grave 
Man, and courteous to Strangers. yet our Author A 
could not without Horror obſerve his barbarous Su- 
erſtitton. in hiring 3 Youths to kill as many young 
omen of their Enemies as they could meet withal, 
to ſerve his Son. then newly dead. in the other 
World. as he vainly imagined. Theſe Youths du- 
ring his ſtay returned with skins torn off the Heads 
of 3 young Girls, which they preſented ro their K. 
and were by him gratefully received Ovr Author 
in his ſleep was ſtung with a Mountain pider, and 
had not an Indian ſuck'd out the Poiſon. he had died; 
for receiving the Hurt at the tip of one of his Fin- 
gers, the Venon ſhot up into his Shoulder and ſo 
. inflamed his Side, that it is not poſſible to expreſs 
22 the 
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the Torment : The means uſed by the Indian was; 
firſt a ſmall Doſe -of Snake-powder, which he gave 
him in a little Water, and then making a kind of 
Plaiſter of the ſame, applyed it near to the place af- 
fected; he ſwallowed ſome himſelf by way of Anti- 
dote, and then ſuck'd the wounded Finger ſo vio- 
lently, that the Patient felt the Venom retire from 
his fide into his Shoulder. and thence down his 
Arm. The Tadian having thus ſuck'd half a ſcore 
times, and ſpit as often, he was eaſed of all his pain, 
and perfectly recovered. He thought he had been 
bit with a Rattle-ſnake, for he did not ſee who hurt 
him. bur the Indian found by the Wound and the 
Effects of it, that it was given by a Spyder, one of 
which he ſaw the next Day much like our great 
blue Spider, only longer; it is probable this Poiſon 
is much like a Tarantula; being thus beyond hope 
and expectation reſtored to himſelf. he with his Fel- 
low-travellers return back to Carolina without mak- 
ing any further Diſcovery. 


Cuap. XI. 
A View of Bermudas, or Summer-Iſlands. 


Aving traveled thus long upon the main Land 

of America, let us now venture again to Sea, 

and look into the Iſlands belonging to the Engliſh in 
the Weſt-Indies, The firſt which offers it ſelf is Ber- 
mudas or the Summer-Iſlinds, which are a Multitude of 
broken Iſles, ſome write no leſs than 400; ſituate 
directly Eaſt from Virginia, diſtant 30 Engliſb Miles, 
and zoo from the City of London; fo named from 
F. Bermudas a Spaniard who diſcovered them. Oviedo 
writes, he was near it, and thought to ſend ſome- 
logs on ſhore for encreaſe but by Tempeſt was 
driven thence, it being extremely ſubject to 22 
ans, 
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Rains, Lightning, and Thunder, for which, and 
the many Shipwrecks that happened upon the Coaſt, 
It is called the Iſland of Devils. Fob Hartop relates, 
that in the height of Bermudas, they had fight of a 
Sea-Monſter which ſhewed it ſelf thrice from the 
middle upward, in ſhape like a Man of an Indian 
Complexion. It was after named the Symmer-I/lands 
from the Shipwreck of Sir G. Summers, who was ſo 
much delighred with the Miſadventure, that he 
endeavoured to lettle a Plantation there, with Sir 
T. Gates. They found there plenty and variety of 
Fiſh, abundance of Hogs, probably eſcaped out of 
ſome Shipwreck; Mulberries. Silk-worms, Palmet- 
to's, Cedars. Pearls. and Amber-greaſe, but the moſt 
ſurprizing thing was the plenty of Fowl, taking 
looo of one kind in two or three Hours as big asa 
Pidgeon, laying ſpeckled Eggs as large as Hens on 
the Sand, which they do daily without affright, tho 
Men fit down by them; other Birds were ſo tame, 
that by Whiſtling they would come and gaze, while 
with your Stick you might kill them; when they 
had taken looo, foon after they might have as many 
more: They had other Eggs of Tortoiſes, a Buſhel 
being found in the Bellv of one of them. which 
were very ſweet and good, they took 40 of theſe 
Turtles or Tortoiſes ina Day, one of which would 
ſerve 50 Men at a Meal. ; 

This Shipwreck'd Company built here a Ship and 
a Pinnace; two of their Company being married, 
and two born among them wherebv they took the 
moſt- natural Poſſeſſion thereof for. our Nation. 
Theſe Iflands feem rent aſunder with Tempeſtz, 
which threaten in appearance to ſwallow them all 
in time; the Storms in rhe Full and Change keep 
their courſe Winter and Summer rather thunder— 
ine than blowing from every Quarter ſometimes 
for +8 Hours together. 
Winds cauſe Winter in Decem. Fan. and Feb vet 
not ſo ſevere but young Birds are then. That 
Ifland of more Fame and Greatneſs than all the reſt, 
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in 32 Deg. North; the Air is ſound and healthy, a- 
greeahle to the Eng/iſh Bodies; the Soil fertil, well 
wateyd vlentifulin Maiz, of which they have two 
Har Wſts yearly. that which is ſowed in March bein 
cut In Ful, and what is ſowed in Anguſt is mow 
in rem ber. No Venomous Creature is to be found 
in the Country. nor will live if brought into the 
Haven, which is ſo large. that there is entrance 
for the greateſt Ships. The Engliſh have fince added 
to theſe natural Srrengths, ſuch artificial Helps by 
Block-houſes, Forts and Bulwarks in convenient 
Places. ad may give the Title of impregnable. 

It was firſt diſcovered rather accidentally than up- 
on deſign by ohn Bermudas a Spaniard about 1522, and 
2 Propofition made in the Council of $am for ſet- 
line a Plantation therein, as convenient for the 
#aniſh Fleet in their return from Mexico. by the 
Streights of Bahama; yet it was neglected, and with- 
out any Inhabitant till the like accidental coming 
of Sir &. Summers. ſent to Virginia with ſome Compa- 
nies of the Eng/if by the Lord Delaware in 16 who 
being Shipwreck'd on this Coaſt, had the Opportu- 
nity to ſurvey the Iſland, which he ſo well liked, 
hat he endeavoured to ſettle a Plantation in it at 

is return in 1612. The firſt Colony was ſent over 
nder Rich. Moore. who in; Years erected 8 or 9 Forts 
in convenient Places planted with Ordnance. In 
1616 a new-ſupply was ſent thither under T Tucker, 
zrho ſowed Corn. and ſet Trees brought thither 
from other Parts of America. and planted thatgainful 
Veed Tobacco. In 1619. it was publick Matter, 
12ny Perſons of Honour being intereſted ; c. Butler 
vas ſent thither with 500 Men. The Ifle was divi- 
ed into Tribes or Countries, a Borough belong- 
ng to each Tribe and the whole reduc'd to a ſettled 
overnment in Church and State according to the 
Laws of Fngland. After this. all ſucceeded ſo well 
hatin 1623, there were ſaid to be 30% Exgliſb and 
2 Forts planted, with 5opieces of Cannon ; their 
\uumber fince encreaſing daily both by Children 
born within the Iſland, and Supplies from Down

All the Iſles together repreſent an Half Moon 
and incloſe very good Ports, as the great Sound, Hi 
rington, Inlet, Southampton, and Pagets Bay, with Doug 
and Warwick Forts, having their Names from th: 
noble Undertakers: The greateſt Iſle is called $t, 
George 5 or 6 Leagues broad. The Air is conſtantly 
clear (except when it Thunders and Lightens) extreme 
temperate and healthful, few dying of any Dilea(: 
bur Age; ſo that many have removed from Eny/an! 
hither, only to enjoy a long and healthful Life, and 
after having continued there, are fearful of remoy 
ing out of ſo pure an Air: The very Spiders here ar: 
not venomous, but of divers curious Colours. and 
make their Webs ſo ſtrong. that oft: times ſma]l Bir 
are entangled and caught therein; their Cedar Trees 
are different from all others. and the Wood ver 
ſweet: The Excellencies of this curious Place are ſuf 


ficiently expreſt by E. Waller. Eſq ; our Engliſh Virgil 


in the following Poem, wherewith I ſhall conclude 
this Proſpect of Bermudas. 


Bermudas wall d with Rocks, who does not know 
That hatpy Iſlands where huge Lemons grow, 
And Orange Trees which Golden Fruit do bear, 
Th Heſperian Gardens boaſt of none ſo fair; 
Where ſhining Pear! Coral, and many 4 Pound

They lie extended like 
bow from the Coaſt of Paria to the Iſle of Porto Rig 
many in number 27 known by proper Names. | 
9 whereof the Engliſh are 3 namely, Barbul 
Anguilla, Montſerat. Dominica, St. Vincent, Antego, Mei 
or News. FH. Chriftophers. and Barba1oes. 

To begin with Barbada or Barbuda. It is ſituate! 
17 Deg. North, of no great extent. not above! 
Miles long, North-eaſt from Aſontſerat; The Emi 
are reckon'dabour 500, who find whereupon con 
niently to ſubſiſt The Soil is fertil, and well ſtor 
with Cattle and Sheep, and may produce other Con 
modities if well managed, but ſubject to one gre 
Annoyance, that the Caribeans of Dominico. and ( 
ther places often commit great Spoils in it; the Er 
mity and Averſion which rheſe Bayharians have cot

The Caribeans are a handſom ſhap'd People off 
ſmiling Countenance their Complexions Olive-c 
lour. that ſpreads to the Whites of their Eyes. whit 
are black as likewiſe their Hair like the Chineſe 
Tartars, They change their natural Colour of the 
Bodies by painting with a Compoſition which _ 
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hem red all over; for when they have waſhed them- 
elves, which they do every Morning at ſome Ri- 
er or Spring near hand. they return and dry them» 
elves by a little Fire, after which one takes a red 
ompoſition which being mix d with Oil, they 
ub therewith the whole Body and Face, and ro ap- 
ear more gallant Many times make black Circles 
bout their Eyes with the Juice of Funipa Apples. 
There are excellent Fruits growing in theſe 
ſands, as Oranges Pomegranats, Citrons, Raſins, 
nian Figs, and Coco's, that famous Fruit whereof 
iſtorians tell ſuch Miracles; It grows on the very 
Trunk or Top of the Tree in Form of a Nut but 
uch bigger, one of them weighing 10 pound;

Thoſe in the sea have no ſich ſmell. but both 
kinds are dangerous to thoſe that ſwim thev have 
a cunning flight for ſcining Oxen 19d Cows for 
lurking at the Places where they come to Water, 
and anding one to his Advantage, he half ſhurs his

Eyes and floats on the Water like a piece of rotten 
Wood, and getting ſtill nearer to the poor Beaſt, 
drinking and unaware of him, he faſtens on his Lips, 
forcing him under Water. drowning and then eat- 
ing him. Helikewiſe takes Men by the ſame ſlight, 
for Vincent le Blanc relates, that the Servant of a Con- 
ſul of Alexandria going to take up one of theſe cruel 
Creatures, thinking i a piece of Wood, was drawn 
by it to the Bottom of the River, and never ſeen 
more.

Ontſerat. ſo called by the $paniards from a Moun- 

tain therein like that of Montſerat near Barce- 

in in Spain, is not above 3 Leagues, or 9 Miles in 
length. and near as much in breadth, ſo that it ſeems 
almoſt round. It lies in 17 Deg. N. full of Moun- 
tains, whereon grow plenty of Cedar and otherTrees ; 
The Valleys and Plains being very fertil. It is 


chiefly inhabited by the Iriſh, with ſome Engliſh, in all 


about 700 Perſons; there is in it a fair Church of 
à delightful Structure, built by the Governor and 
Inhabitants ; the Pulpit and Seats, and all the Joy- 
ners and Carpenters work are {weet-cented Wood. 
On the Coaſts there is taken by the Fiſhers a Mon- 
ſterfo dreadful, that they call it the Sea- Devil, about 
Foot long, and proportionably big. It hath on the 
Back a great Bunch full of prickles like an Hedg-Hog ; 
the Skin is hard, uneven, and rugged like a Sea-Dog, 
and black, the Head flat, and the upper part hath 
many little riſings, with two ſmall black Eyes; the 
Mouth is extreme wide, with ſharp Teeth, two 
crooked like a wild Boars, it hath 4 Fins. and a 
broad forked Tail; but has the Name of a Sea-Devil, 
becauſe above the Eyes are 2 ſharp blackHorns, turn- 
ing to his Back like a Ram's. As this Monſter is ex- 
tremely ugly, the Meat, which is ſoft and full of 
Strings. is abſolute Poiſon, cauſing Vomitings and 
Swoonings, which prove Mortal, if not prevented 
by a Doſe of Mithridate, or other Antidote. This 
dangerous Creature is only defired by the curious tb 
alorn their Cloſets. whereby this Devil. who was 
never profitable while alive, gives ſatisfaction to 

their Eyes after Death. 
The $ex-Unicorn is a Fiſh no leſs Miraculous. a pro- 
digious one being caſt aſhore on theſelſlands, is thus 
G 2 de- 
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Cow, and thence termed the S- Cow, with ſmall Eyes 
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deſeribed by an Ingenious ocular Witneſs; This U. 
nicorn, ſaith he! was purſuing a ſmaller Fiſh with ſuch 
earneſtneſs, that it ſtuck with half the Body dry on 
a Sand Bank. and before it could recover the Deep, 
was deſtroyed by the Inhabitants; it was about 18 
Foot long, and as big as a Barrel, having 6 great 
Fins, like the ends of Galley Oars, 2 near the Gills, 
and the 4 at the ſides of theBelly at equal diſtance, of 
a Vermilion Colour; all the upper part of the Body 
was covered with great Scales. about the bigneſs of 
a Crown piece, blue and intermixed with Spangles 
of Silver, near the Neck the Scales were cloſer, and 
dark like a Collar; the Scales under the Belly yellow, 


the Tail forked, the Head bigger than a Horle 


and the ſame ſhape; the lower part was covere 


with an hard dark Skin, and as the Land Unicorn hath 


one Horn in his Forehead, ſo this Sea-Unicorn had a 
very fair one iſſuing out of his Forehead about nine 
Foot and a half long, ſtreight, and ſmaller to the 
very point, which was ſharp enough to pierce 
Wood or Stone; toward the Head it was 16 Inches 
about, and from thence almoſt to the end waved 
like a wreathed Pillar. growing ſmaller till it gent - 
ly ended in a Point; it was naturally poliſhed of a 
ſhining black, mark'd with white and yellow ſtrokes, 
and of ſuch ſolidity, that a ſharp File could hardly 


get a little Powder from it. It had no Ears ſtanding 


p. but 2 ſpacious Gills as other Fiſhes. The Eyes a- 


bout the bigneſs of an Hens Egg, the Ball of a Sky 


Colour, enamell'd with yellow, and beyond it ano- 
ther as clear as Cryſtal ; the Mouth wide enough, 
with extreme ſharp Teeth; the Tongue covered 
with a rough red Skin; upon theHead was aCrown 
2 Inches above the Skin. Oval, and ending in 2 
point; the Fleſh was delicat eating. 

But of all the Sea-Monſters good to eat, and kept 
for Proviſion as Salmon and Cod are in Europe, the 
moſt eſteemed is a Fiſh called Lamantin? and Manaty it 
is a Monſter which grows to that bulk, that ſome are 
19 Foot in length, and 7 in bigneſs, the Head like a 
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and a thick dark Skin wrinkled and hairy, which 


dried ſerves for a Buckler againſt the Arrows of the 


Indian; they have no Fins. only two ſhort Feet un- 
der their Bellies, each having 4 Fingers, very weak 
to ſupport the weight of ſo heavy a Body, nor hath 
he any other defenfive Weapons; it lives on the 
Graſs and Herbage about the Rocks, in ſhallow pla- 
ces not above a Fathom of Sea Water. The Females 
have two Teats, and bring forth two at a time, 
who forſake not the old one till they no 
need Milk and can feed on Graſs as ſhe does. Of all 
Fiſh none are ſo good Meat as this, z or 3 will load 
a large Canoo, and eat ſhort like a Land Creature, of 
a Vermilion Colour. not cloying or fulſom. and 
mixed with Fat. which never grows muſty ; it is 
more wholſom ſalted a Day or two than freſh; cer- 
tain ſmall Stones found in is Head are highly valued 
for the Stone and Gravel when diſſol ved to Powder, 
C RA.

„ 5 Iſland of Dominica lies in 15 Deg. in length 
a bout 40 Miles, and not much leſs in breadth 
where it is greateſt. On the Weſt is a very conve- 
nient Harbour for Ships, It is Mountainous in the 
midſt, which encompaſſes an inacceſſible Bottom, 
where from the Tops of certain Rocks may be ſeen 
an infinite Number of Vipers, Dragons, and other 
dreadful Venomous Creatures, whom none dares ap- 
proach. Yet there are many fruitful Valleys produ- 
cing ſeveral Commodities, but efpecially Tobacco 
which is planted by the Engliſh, bur the Natives who 
are Cannibals. and very barbarous, hinder the coming 
of the Engliſh to ſettle there: For the Caribeam are 
numerous 1n it, and tel! a Story of a vaſt and mon- 
ſtrous Serpent in that Bottom, affirming that there 
was on the Head of it a very ſparkling Stone like a 
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Carbuncle of ineſtimable Price, covering this rich 
ſewel with a thin moving Skin like that of a Man's 
Eye-lid, bur when it went to drink or fported it 
ſelf in the midſt of that deep Bottom, he fully diſco- 
vered ir, and. that the Rocks and all about received 
a wonderful Luſtre from the Fire iſſuing out of that 
precious Crown. | 

They bear ſuch a grudge to the Enylifh, as hardly 
to endure to hear their Language, and if a French- 
man or ſome other Nation in Friendſhip with them, 
chance to uſe any Engliſh Expreflion, he runs the ha- 
zard of their Enmity. In Revenge hereof they oft 
make Incurſions into Montſerat Antegoa and other

In other things they are of a trac- 
Table Diſpoſition, and fo great Enemies to Severity, 
that if the European or other Nations who have Slaves, 
treat them with Rigour. they die of pure Grief. 

When they ſee the Chriſtians ſad or perplext at 
any Thing; they give them this gentle Reprehen- 
fion; Comperr (a Familiar Word they learn of the 
French, ſignifying Friend or Goſſip) how miſerable art 
thou thus to expoſe thy Perſon to ſuch tedious and dangerous Voy- 


| 4 and to ſuffer thy ſelf to be oppreſſed with Cares; the mor- 


mate Deſire of getting Wealth puts thee to all this Trouble and 
all theſe Inconveniences, and yet thou art no leſs diſquitied for 
the Goods thou haſt already gotten, than for thoſe thou art de- 
Frous to git ; thou art in continua fear leſt ſome body ſhould 
rob thee, either in thy own Country or upon the Seas. or that 
10% Goods ſhould be loſt by Shipwreck or the Waters ; Thus thou 
groweſt old in a ſhort time; thy Hairs turn grey. thy Forehead in 
wrinkled, 4 thouſand Inconvenienci-s attend thy Body. 4 thou- 
Jand Afflifions ſurround thy Heart, and thou makeſt all the haſte 
thou can ſt to the Grave. Why art thou not content with what 
thy own Country produces ? Why doſt thou not contemn Richet 
« we do? Tat IWealth which you Chriſtians purſue with Jo 
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much earneſtneſi, doth it any way promote your Advancement 
in the Grace of God * Doth it prevent your dying ? - Do you 
carry them along with you to the Grave? They allo re- 
proach the Europeans with uſurping their Country, 
which they reckon manifeſt Injuſtice. Thou haſt dri- 
ven me (lay this poor People) out of & Chriſtophers, Mevis, 
Aſomſerat, St. Martins, Antego, Guadelupe, Barbuda, St. Eu- 
ſtace, &c. neither of which Places belonged to thee, ani where- 
0 thou cout ſt not make any lawful Pretence; and thou threat- 
neſt me every Day to take aw.y that little which is left me: 
I hat fhall become of the poor miſerable Cari bean? Muſt we 


go and live in the Seu with the Fiſhes * - Thy Country muſt needs 


be 4 wretched one fince thou leaveſt it to come and take awy 
mine; or thou muſt nerds be very Barbarous an full of Malice 
thus to perſecute me only for Divertiſement and Recreation. 
This kind of Diſcourſe may well exempt them from 
the opprobrious denomination of Savages. 

They are great Enemies to thieving, and live with- 
out diſtruſt of each other, their Houſes and Planta- 
tions being left without Keepers; but if the leaſt 
Thing be taken from them, ſuch as a little Knife, 
wherewith they do ſtrange Nr e work; 
they ſo highly prize its uſefulneſs, that the loſs 
will make them weep and grieve a Week after, 
nay engages them to join with their Friends and de- 
mand Reparations, and to be revenged on the Per- 
ſon, eſpecially where the Chriſtians live near them; 
for then upon miſſing any Thing they preſently 
cry, Some 28 has been here, and among the Grie- 
vances and Complaints which they make to the Go- 
vernors of the French Nation, this comes generally 
in the Front, Compere Governor thy Mariners (for ſo they 
call Foreigners) have taken away 4 Knife out of my Cottage, 
or ſome ſuch ſmall Houſhold-ſtuffj they are a Peo- 

le aſſociated in one common Intereſt and extreme 
oving to each other, from whence there are few 
Quarrels or Animoſities among them, but if they 
are once injured either by a Stranger or their own 
Country-men, they never forgive, but contrive all 
ways to be revenged; thus when their Conjurers 
lay, any hath done the Miſchief which happens to 
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them, they endeavour all they can to kill him, ſay- 


ing, He hath bewitched me, I will be revenged on him; and 


this furiousDefire of Revenge makes them ſo brutiſh 
as to eat the very Fleſh of their Enemies. This im- 
placable Animoſity is a Vice generally reigning a- 
mong them, and exerciſes the ſame Tyranny with- 


out exception over all the Savages of America, The 


Revenge of the Canadians is very pleaſant, who eat 
their own Lice, becauſe they bite them: If the Brafi- 
ean hurt themſelves againſt a Stone, to be revenged 
they bite it as hard as they can, yea, they bite the 
Arrows which light upon them in fighting.

lipſed, they believe the Devil eats her, and Dance 
Night making a Noiſe with Gourds, wherein are 
many Pebble Stones; when they ſmel] any evil Scent 
they cry, Maboya, or the Devil is here, let us be gone from him. 

They have a Natural Sentiment of ſome Divinity, 
or Superior Power, that hath irs reſidence in Heas 
ven, which they ſay is contented to enjoy quietly 
the delights of its own Felicity, without being of- 
fended at the ill Actions of Men, and is endowed 
with ſo greet Goodneſs, as not to take any Revenge 
even of Enemies; from whence they render He 
ven. neither Honour nor Adoration, interpreting 
its Liberality and Long-ſufferance, an Effect either 
of its Weakneſs or Indifference toward Mankind; 
yet they believe there are a Number of good and e- 
vil Spirits; the good are their Gods, and every one 
imagins one of them is particularly deſigned for 
his Conduct, yet will not acknowledge them Crea- 
tors of the World, and when the Chriſtians tell 
them, we adore that God who made Heaven and 
Earth, arid cauſeth the Earth to bring forth Fruits 
and Herbs, for Nouriſhment, they anſwer, It is true 
thy God hath made the Heaven and the Earth of France (or 
ſome other Country that they name) and cauſes the Wheat to grow 
there, but our Gods have made our Country. and cauſe our Ma+ 
nioc to grow; This Aſanioc is a Root of a ſmall Tree 
or Shrub, whereof the Caribeans make Bread, When 
they recover of ſome Diſeaſe, they ſet a Table at 
the End of their Huts, and upon it their Offerings, 
but without any Adoration or Prayers. yet invo- 
cate their falſe Gods, when they defire his Preſence, 
but this is done by the Prieſt, npon 4 Occafions, T» 
demand Revenge; To be healed of Diſeaſes; To know the Event 
of their Wars: To invocate them to drive away the yreat Devil 
er Maboya. for they never pray to him; this jJnyvoca- 
tion is by finging ſome Words and burning Tobac- 
co, the ſcent whereof is lo pleaſant, that it makes 
this little Devil appear. ard when ſeveral Prieſts 
call upon feveral Gods together. as they ſpeak rhefe 
Gods or rather Devils rail. quarrel, and ſeem to 
fight with each other; theſe Demons ſhelter theme 
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felves ſometimes in the Bones of dead Men taken 
out of the Graves, and wrapped in Cotton, and 
thereby give Oracles, ſaying, it is the Soul of the 
deceaſed Perſon, they make uſe of them to bewitch 
their Enemies, the Sorcerers wrapping up theſe 
Bones with ſomething that belongs to the Enemy. 
This curſed Spirit inflames them to act ſuch Cruel- 
ty upon their Enemies taken in War, in relating 
whereof we had need to dip our Pen in Blood, be- 
ing to draw a Picture which muſt raiſe horror in the 
Beholder; in this there appears nothing but Inhu- 
manity, Barbariſm, and Rage; to ſee rational Crea- 
tures cruelly deyouring thoſe of the ſame kind, and 
filling themſelves with their Fleſh and Blood, a 
Fhing which Pagans heretofore thought ſo full of 
Execration, that they imagined the Sun withdrew 
himſelf becauſe he would nor give Light to ſuch 
bloody Banquets, When theſe Cannibals or Eaters of 
Men have brought home a Priſoner of War of the 
Arovagues. he belongs of right to him who either 
teized him in Fight, or took him running away: 
Being brought to this Iſland, he keeps him ſafe in 
his Houſe, and after he has made him faſt 4 or 5 Days, 


produces him upon ſome ſolemn Day of Debauch to 


lerve for publick Sacrifice to the immortal hatred of 


bis Countrymen toward that Nation. If any of 
of their Enemies die on the Place of Battle, they eat 


them there before they leave it, deſigning for fla- 
very only the young Maids and Women taken in 
the War. They have taſted of all Nations that fre- 
quented them, and upon Experience aſhrm that the 
French are the moſt tender, and the Spaniards the hard- 
eſt Fleſh of Digeſtion, but now they feed on no 
Chriſtians at all. 

They abſtain from ſeveral Cruelties formerly uſed 
before they killed their Enemies. for whereas at pre- 
ſent they think it enongh to diſpatch them with a 
Blow or two with a Club. and afterward cut them 
Into pieces, and have boil'd them and ſo devour 
them. They heretofore put them to ſeyeral Tor- 


ments before the mortal Blow, of which themſelves 


have 
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have given this deplorable Relation; the Priſoner 


of War who had been ſo unfortunate to fall into 
their Hands, and was not ignorant that he was de- 
ſigned to receive the moſt cruel Treatment which 
e. ſuggeſt, armed himſelf with Conſtancy, 
and to expreſs how generous a People the Arovagues 
were, marched very cheerfully to the Place of Exe- 
cution, neither bound nor dragged thereto, and pre- 
ſented himſelf with a mild and ſteady Countenance 
in the midſt of the Aſſembly, which he knew de- 
fired nothing ſo much as his Death. and not fearin 
their Abuſes and bitter Diſcourſes, he prevent 
them in theſe Terms. 

I know well enough upon what Account you hav? brought 
me to this Place; I doubt not but you are defirons to fill your 
ſetves with my Blood, ani that you are impatient to exerciſe 
your Teeth on my Body; but you have not ſo much Reaſon to 
triumph to fee me in this Condition, nor I much to be troubled 
thereat ; my Countrymen have pus your Predeceſſors to greater Mi- 
ſeries than you are now able to invent againſt me; and I have 
done my part with them in managing, Maſſucring, and de- 


vouring your People, your Friends, an your Fathers; beſides 


that I have Relations who will not fait to revenge my Quarrel 
with Advantage upon you, and upon your Children for the m 
Inhuman Tortures you intend againſt me: What Torment] ſo- 
ever the moſt ingentous Cruelty can dictate to you for the rak- 
ing away of my Life, is nothing in compariſon of thoſe my ge- 
nerous Nation prepares for you in Exchange, therefore delay nor 
the utmoſſ of your Cruelty any longer, and aſſure your ſelves T 
both ſlight and laugh at it. Some what of this Nature is 
that brave and bloody Bravado which we read of a 
Braſtlian Priſoner, ready to be devoured by his Ene- 
mies: Come on bollly, faith he to them. and feaſt your 
ſelves upon me, for at the ſume time you will feed on your Fa- 
thers and Grand Fathers, who ſervel for nouriſhment for my Bo- 
dy; th:fe Muſcles, this Neſh, and theſe Veins are yours, blind 
Fools as you dre; you do not obſerve that the ſubſtance of the 
Members of your Anceſtors are yet to be ſeen in them, taſt thens 
well and you will fin the taſt of your own Feſh. 

The great Soul of our Arovaguet was not only in his 


Lips, but ſhewed it ſelf alſo in the Effects which fol- 
lowed 
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lowed this Bravado, for after the Company had a 


while endured his Menaces, and arrogant Defiance 
without touching him, one among them came and 
burnt his Sides with a flaming Brand, another cut 
prone Gobbets of Fleſh out of him, and would cut 

igger if the Bones would have adnitted it, then 
they caſt Pepper into his Wounds, others diverted 
themſelves in ſhooting Arrows at the poor Patient, 
and every one took a Pleaſure in tormenting him, 
but he ſuffered with the ſame unconcerned Counte- 
nance, and expreſſed not the leaſt ſenile of Pain; after 
they had thus ſported a long time with the poor 
wretch, at laſt growing weary of inſulting and out- 
braved by his conſtancy, which ſeemed ſtill the ſame, 
one of them came and at one Blow diſpatched him 
with his Club. This is the Uſage wherewith the 
Caribeans heretofore treated their Priſoners of War, 
but now they think it enough to put them to a 
ſpeedy Death. As ſoon as this unfortunate Perſon 
is thus laid dead upon the Place, the Men take the 


Body, and having waſhed, it cut it in pieces, and 


then boil ſome part, and broil ſome upon Woodeg 
Frames made like a Grid-iron for that purpoſe. 
When this deteſtable Diſh is ready, and ſeaſoned ac- 
cording to their Palates, they divide it into ſo ma- 
Ny. parts as there are Perſons preſent. and joyfully 
devour it, thinking that the World cannot afford 


any other Repaſt equally delicious; the Women lick 


the very Sticks whereon the Fat dropped. not fo 
much from the Deliciouſneſs they find in that kind 
of suſtenance as from the exceſſive pleaſure they con- 
ceive in being revenged in that manner of their 
chiefeſt Enemies; and to heighten this Rage and 
Hatred againſt the Arovagues they fave the Fat that 
comes from it. and keep it carefully in little Gourds 
to pour ſome few Drops thereof into their Sauces 
at their folemn Fntertainments, ſo to perpetuate 
as much as lies in their Power, the Motive of Re- 


venge. 
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Nego lies in Lat. of 17 Deg. between Barba: 


and much of the lame breadth. The Acceſs to it is 
dangerous for Shipping by the Rocks which incom- 
paſsit. It was conceived heretofore not to be inha- 
bited upon preſumption there was no freſh Water 
in it, but the Eng/iſ/h who planted it have met with 
ſome, and made Ponds and Ciſterns to ſupply that 
Defect, it being inhabited by near 900 Perſons. The 
Commodities this Iſland affords are Agar, Indico, Gin- 
ger, and Tobacco. It abounds in tame Cattle, and all 
lorts of Fiſh, among which the Shark- ſh deſerves re- 
mark: It is a kind of Ka- Dog or &4-Wolf, the moſt 
deyouring of all Fiſhes. greedy of Man's fleſh, and 
dangerous to thoſe that ſwim; he lives altogether by 
prey, and follows Ships to feed on the Filth caſt in- 
to the Sea: Theſe Monſters ſeem yellow in the Wa- 
ter, ſome of a vaſt length and bigneſs, ſo that they 
are able to cut a Man in two at one bite; their «kin 
is ſo rough that Files are made of it to poliſh Wood; 
their Heads are flatgand the opening of their Mouth 
not juſt before the nout but under it, ſo that they 
are forced ro turn their Bellies almoſt upward when 
they ſeize their Prey; their Teeth are very ſharp 
and broad jagged about like a Saw, of which ſome 
3 or 4 ranks in each Jaw-bone, they lie within his 
Gums, but ſufficiently appear when there is occaſion: 
Theſe cruel $4 Dogs are attended by z or 3 ſmall Fiſh- 
es, and ſometimes more, which go before them with 
much ſu iftneſs and exactneſs and ſtay as he does: 
The Meat is not good. bur the Brains are counted 
uſeful againſt the Stone and Gravel. 

Another ravenous Sea-Monſter on theſe Coaſts is 
called the Beenne, a dreadful Enemy to —— in 


does and Deſiderado. In length about 20 Miles, 
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ſhape like a Pike but 7 or 8 foot long; he lives by 
Prey, and furiouſly faſtens like a Blood- hound on 
the Men he perceives in the Water; he carries away 
whatever he once faſtens on, and his Teeth are ſo ve- 
nomous, that the leaſt touch becomes mortal, if 
ſome ſovereign Antidote be not inſtantly applied to 
divert and abate the Poiſon.

cauſe in the Water the Head ſeems to be green gilt, 
and the reſt of the Body as yellow as Gold. It has 
pleaſure in following Ships, but ſo ſwift that it is 
very hard to take, being extremely well furniſhed 
for Swimming, having the Forepart of the Head

ſharp, the Back briſtled with prickles reaching to 
the Tail which is forked, 2 Fins on each fide the 
Head and as many under the Belly, and the whole 
Body rather broad than big, all which give him a 
ſtrange command of the Water, he isas good Meat 
as a Trout or Salmon: they are caught only witha 
piece of white Linnen tied to the Hook. 

This Iſland abounds in ſeveral ſorts of Fowls and 
Birds, thoſe of an extraordinary kind are firſt the Ca- 
na es, which are the moſt beautifulBirds in the World 
(ſaith my Author) under the Belly and wings, it is of a 
waving Aurora colour, the Back and one half of the 
Wings of a very bright Sky, the Tail and greater 
Feathers of the Wings are mixt with ſparkling Car- 
nation diverſified with a Sky. upon the Back Graſs 
green and ſhining black. which very much added to 
the Gold and Azure of the other Plumage, but the 
moſt beautiful part was the Head covered with a 
Murreydown, chequer'd with green. yellow, and 
pale blue, which reach'd down wavingly to his Back, 
the Eye-lids white, the Apple of the Eye yeilow and 
red like a Ruby ſet in Gold. it had npon theHead a 
Tuft or Cap of Feathers of a Vermillion red ſpark- 
ling like a lighted Coal, which was encompaſſed by 
other leſſer Feathers of a Pearl-colour. It was about 
the bigneſs of a Pheaſant, and very familiar with 
its Friends, but ſevere to its Enemies. This that 
our Author ſaw, ſpoke the Dutch, $paniſh. and Indian 
Language, and in the laſt he ſung Airs as a natural 
Indian: Healſo imitated the Cries of all ſorts of 
Poultry and other Creatures about the Honſe ; he 
called his Friends by their Names, and flew to them 
eſpecially when he was hungry. and if they had been 
long abſent, expreſt his Toy at their return. Ina 
word. he was a Preſent for a Prince, if he could 
have been brought over the Sea. 
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The Flamant is a great and beautiful Bird about 
the bigneſs of a wild Gooſe; his Beak is like a Spoon, 
his Neck and Legs very long, ſo that his Body 1s 3 
Foot from the Ground ; when they are young their 
Feathers are white, then Murrey, and when oldofa 
bright Carnation, they are ſeldom ſeen but in great 
Companies, and their Hearing and Smelling is ſo 
perfect that they ſmell the Huntſmen and Fire- arms 
at a great diſtance, and for fear of ſurprize they 
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live in open places in the midſt of the Fens, one of 
them being always on the Guard, while the reſt are 
ſearching the Waters for a livelihood; as ſoon as 
he hears the leaſt Noiſe or perceives a Man, he takes 
his Flight and gives a great Cry for a Signal to the 
reſt to follow him, when the Huntſmen take them, 
they get the Wind of them that they may not ſmell 
the Powder, and covering themſelves with an Ox 
hide creep on their Hands and Feet till they come 
to the Place where they may be ſure to kill them. 
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CRHAP. XVIII. 
A View of MEVIS, or Nevis. 


Evi or Nevis, lies in 17 Deg. and 19 min. N. 
about 18Miles round, and in the midſt is one 
only Mountain, very high, and covered with great 
Trees to the very top. about which all rhe Planta- 
tions are ſetled beginning from the Sea-fide to the 
higheſt part of it. It hath within divers Springs of 
Freſh- water, whereof ſome are ſtrong enough to 
make their way into the Sea; one hath the Waters 
ſo hot and mineral that from the Force of it are 
Baths made. found very beneficial in ſeveral Diſea- 
ſes. The Fngiſh who planted there in 1628, and are 
ſtill Poſſefſors being now 4000 Inhabitants, drive 
a Trade with Sugar, Ginger, Tobacco, and Cotton which 
they exchange for other Conveniencies; it is the 
beſt govern'd of any of the Caribee Iflands. impartial 
Juice being adminiſtred, and Immorality ſeverely 
puniſhed by a Council of the moſt eminent and 
antient Inhabitants, There are; Churches erected 
and for the Security of Veſſels in the Road, there is 
a Fort, wherein are planted ſeveral great Guns that 
command at a great diſtance, and ſecure their Store- 
houſes, into which all the Commodities imported 
are diſpoſed, and from thence diſtributed to thoſe 
that have occaſion ; it is indifferent fruitful, and 
hath tore of Deer, and other Game for Hunting. 
In this Iſland there are Lizards 5 Foot in length, 
and a Foot about. their Skins are of divers Colours, 
according to the different Soil thev are bred in; 
ſome of them have their Scales and Skin fo glitter- 
ing. that at a diſtance they look like rich Cloth of 
Gold and Silver; they have 4 Feet. each 5 Claws and 
very ſharp Nails, they run faſt and climb Trees dex- 
troufly, and whether they love Men or are ſtupid, 
they ſtand ſtill looking on the Huntſmen, ſuffering 
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them to puta Gin with a running Knot about their 
Necks ,which is faſtned to the end of a Pole, where- 
by they get them of the Trees where they reſt them- 
ſelves; their Jaws are wide, with very ſharp Teeth, 
their Tongues thick, and they hold faſt what they 
catch with their Teeth, which are not at all veno- 
mous ; the Females lay Eges about the bigneſs of a 
Woodcocks, but the Shell is ſoft, which they lay 


deep in the Sand on the Sea-ſhore to be hatched by 


the Sun; they are ſometimes eaten, though diſliked 
by many. The Annol#s is another Creature about 
the bigneſs of a Lizard, but the Head longer, the skin 
yellowiſh. and on their Backs they have green, blue, 
and grey ſtreaks, drawn from the Top of the Head 


to the end of the Tail, they live in Holes under 


Ground, whence in the Night they makea very loud 
Noiſe, in the Day they are wandring about Cotta- 
ges for ſubſiſtance. A Lankpike is another ſtrange 
Reptile ſo called from its likeneſs to that Fiſh, but 
inſtead of Fins it hath 4 Feet. which are ſo weak that 
they only crawl on the Ground, and wind their 
Bodies as Pikes newly taken out of the Water, the 
longeſt are about 16 Inches and proportionably big; 
their Skin is covered with little Scales which ſhine 
extremely, and are of a filver grey colour, in the 
Night they make a hideous Noife from under the 
Rocks, and the Bottoms of hollow places where they 
are lodg'd; it is more ſharp and grating to the Ear 
than Frogs or Toads. and they change their Notes 
according to the Variety of the Place where they 
Jurk, they are ſeldom ſeen before Night, and when 
met in the Day their Motion is apt on a ſudden to 
affright the Spectator. | ; 
There is an Inſect in theſe Iſlands called a Sonlbrer, 
like a Snail, but have no Shells proper to themſelves, 
but to ſecure the Weakneſs of their little Bodies a- 


gainſt the Injuries of the Air. and the Attempts of 


other Beaſts, they take Poſſeſſion of ſuch a Shell as 
they find convenient. commonly that of Perri- 


- winkles: As they grow bigger they ſhift their Shells, 


and get into larger. They have inſtead of a Foot 
ark 
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an Inſtrument like a Crab's Claw, wherewith they 
cloſe the entrance of their Shells, and ſecure their 
whole Body; if he be ſet near the Fire he forſakes 
his Quarters; if it be preſented to him to get in a- 
gain, hegoes in backward; when they all intend to 
change Lodgings, to which they are much inclined, 
there happens a ſerious Engagement managed with 


that claſping Inſtrument. till at length the ſtrong- 


eſt by Conqueſt gets poſſeſſion. which he peaceably 
enjoys during his pleaſure. Another Inſect called 
the Hying T\ger is obſervable; the Body is chequer'd 
with Spots of divers colours as the Tyger is. about the 
bigneſs of an horned Beetle, the Head ſharp, with 
tuo great Eyes as green and ſparkling as an Emerald, 
his Mouth is armed with two hard Hooks extremely 
ſharp, wherewith he holds his Prey 'till he gets the 


ſubſtance; the whole Body is cover'd with a hard 


and ſwarthy cruſtineſs which ſerves him for Armour, 
under his Wings, which are of ſolid Matter, are 4 
leſs Wings as ſoft as ſilk; it hath 6 Legs, each with 
; Joints, and briſtled like Prickles; in the Day he is 
continually catching Flies, and other little Animals, 
and in the Night fits ſinging on the Trees. TheHorn- 
fly is another which hath two Snouts like an Elephant, 
one turning upward, and the other down, about z 
Inches long; the Head is blue like a Graſhopper. the 
2 Eyes green, the upper ſide of the Wings of a Vio- 
let damask, with Carnation. heightened by a ſmall 
natural Thread of Silver; the Colours drawn with 
ſuch Curiofity, that the moſt nice Painting cannot 
reach it. I imagined (faith my Author) it had been 
Artificial. becauſe of the lively Carnation colour 
and the ſtring of Silver. but having taken it in my 
hand, I thought Nature muſt be in an excellent 
Humour, and had a mind to divert her ſelf when 


ſhe beſtowed ſuch ſumptuous Robes on this little 


Queen ol Inſects. 


A monſtrous $idey is likewiſe found in theſe parts, 


lo large, that when her Legs are ſpread ſhc takes up 
above the breadth of a Man's hand; the Body con- 
iſts of two parts, one flat and the other round, 
. | ſmaller 
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ſmaller at one end like a Pidgeons Egg, with a hole 
in the Back. which is as it were a Navel; it is armed 
with 2 ſharp Tuſhes ſolid and black, ſmooth and 
ſhining, ſo that ſome are ſet in Gold for Tooth 
pickers. eſteemed to have a virtue of preſerving from 
Pain and Corruption the Places rubbed therewith, 
when they grow old they are covered with a ſwar- 
thy Down as ſoft as Velvet; they have 10 Feet ha- 
ving 4 Joints armed at the ends with a b'ack hard 
Horn; they every Year ſhift their old Skins and their 
2 Tuſhes; they feed on Flies and in ſome Places 
their Webs are ſo ſtrong that little Birds can hardly 
extricate themſelves. The Palmer Worm is nota ble 
for the almoſt infinit Number of Feet, which are as 
Briſtles under his Body, and help him to creep a- 
long the Ground with incredible ſwiftneſs, if pur- 
ſued ; it is half a Foot long, the upper part cove- 
red with {warthy Scales which are hard and jointed 
one within another like the Tiles ofa Houſe; but 
what is dangerous in this Creature is that he hath 
a kind of Claw both in his Head and Tail. wherewith 
he ewitches ſo home, and ſo Poiſons the wounded 
1 that for 24 Hours the Patient feels great pain. 
here was ſome Years ſince brought from thence a 
Bird like a Swallow, only the two great Feathers of 
the Tail a little ſhorter, and the Beak turned down 
like a Parrot, and the Feet like Ducks; it was black 
only under the Belly. a little white like our Swal- 
lows in fine, it was io lke them that it may be called 
the Swallow of America. | 
The Hy-catcher is a pretty 4 legged Creature. of a 
very (mall ſize; ſome ſeem to be covered with fine 
Gold or Silver Brocade, others with a Mixture of 
reen gold. and other delightful Colours, they are 
amiliar, coming boldly into Rooms, clearing them 
of Flies and ſuch Vermin, which they perform with 
ſuch nimbleneſs and flight that the cunning of 
Huntſmen is not comparable to it; for he lies down 
on a Plank where he hopes the Fly will come, and 
keeps his Eye always fix'd upon it, putting his Head 


into as many different poſtures as the Fly ſhifts pla- 
ces, 
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ces, and ſtanding upon his fore-feet gapes after it; 
he half opens his little wide Mouth as it he had al- 
ready ſwallowed it in hope; nay, though a Noiſe 
be made, and any one come near him, nothing di- 
ſturbs him. and having at laſt found his advantage, 
he ſtarts ſo directly on his Prey that he very ſeldom 
miſſes it; They are ſo tame as to come upon the 


Table at Dinner, and attempts to catch a Fly there, 


or upon their Hands or Cloths, being very neat, 
clean Things: They lay ſmall Eggs as big as Peaſe, 
which having covered with a little Earth they leave 
to be hatcht by the Sun; as ſoon as they are killed 
all the Beauty vaniſhes, and they become pale. It 
may be reckoned a kind of Camelion. aſſuming the 
Colour of thoſe Things on which it makes its or- 
dinary Refidence for being about Palm-Trees it is 
green, about Orange Trees yellow, and the like.

1 was ſo named from Chriſtopher Colum- 
bus, who finding 1t very pleaſant, gave it his 
own Name, which the ſhape of the Mounta-ns like- 
wiſe inclin'd him to, for it hath on its upper part 
as it were upon one of its Shoulders another leſſer 
Mountain, as $. Chriſtopber is planted like a Giant, 
carrying our Saviour. It is 17 deg. N. and 25 Leagues 
in compaſs: The Soil beirig light and ſandy is apt to 
produce all ſorts of Country Fruits, with many of 
the choiceſt growing in Europe. It lies high in the 
midſt. by reaſon of ſome very high Mountains, out 
of which ariſe ſeveral Rivers. which ſuddenly over- 
flow through the Rains falling from the Mountains, 
that the Inhabirants are thereby ſurprized. The 
whole Iſland is divided into 4 Cantons or Quarters, 
2 whereof are poſſeſſed by rhe Engliſh. and 2 by the 
French bur fo ſeparated that People cannot go from 
one Quarter to the other, without paſſing over he 
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Lands of one of the two Nations. The Enp/iſh have 
more little Rivers in their Diviſion, the French more 
of the plain Country fit for Tillage. The Engliſh ex- 
ceed the French in number, but the French have four 
Forts and the Engliſh only two; and to prevent dif- 
ferences between the two Nations, each have a 
Guard upon the Frontiers of their Diviſion, which 


is renewed every Day. 


There is a fine Salt-Pit in the Iſland, and ſome con-

ceive there is a Silver Mine; but becauſe the Salt

both People. they are not regarded, befides the great 
Stock, and Multitude of Slaves which ſuch an En- 
terprize would require; the truesil ver- Mine is Sugar. 
This Iſland may be eafily encompaſſed by Land, but 
one cannot paſs through the midſt of ir. by reaſon 
of ſeveral great and ſteep Mountains, between which 
are dreadful Rocks, Precipices, and Springs of hot 
Water, yea, ſome Springs of Sulphur, which cauſeth 
one of them to be called the Sulphur- Mountains, The 
Ifland ſeems to deſcend gently toward the Sea, and 
is divided into ſeveral Stages. from the upper where— 
of a Man may take a pleaſant Proſpect of all the 
Plantations downward. There are many gallant 
Houſes built both by the Fng/iſh and French; and the 
Engliſb have erected 5 fair Churches with Pulpits and 
Seats of excellent Joyners-work of precious W ood; 
the Miniſters being ſent thither by the A. B. of Can- 
terbury. The French and Fnz/iſh Colonies had their 
Beginning at the ſame time, for in 1625. M. Deſnam- 


buch a French and Sir Tho. N urner an Engliſh Gentleman, 
jointly took poſſeſſion of St. Chriſtophers on the ſame 


Day. in the Names of the Kings of Great Britain and 
France their Maſters, that they might have a place of 


ſafe Retreat, anda good Haven for the Ships of both 
Nations bound for Americz, as being well furniſhed 


with Proviſions, and therefore often viſited by the 


ani ard, who ſometimes left the Sick there to 


be 


look'd to by the Ctribeam with whom they had made 
a Peace pon theſe Terms. Theſe two Gentlemen _

taken Poſſeſſion, left ſome Men to ſecure it, and returned 
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the further Eftabliſhment of theſe Colonies, to their reſpective 
Countrie;: But before they parted hence, ſuſpecting ſome pri- 
vate Intelligence between the Indians and Spaniards for de- 
ftroying all the Engliſh and French in their 3 they in 
one Night rid their Hands of the moſt faclious of that Nation, 
an1 ſoon after forced all the reſt. who were got together in ſeve- 


ra! Bodies, and ſtood upon their Guard. to retire to ſome other 


Iſlanls, and leave that to their diſpoſa/. After this they both 
returned Home, where their Conqueſts and Proceedings being ap- 
prived of by the Kings their Maſters. they returned with Re- 
cruits of Men in the Quality of Governors, and Lieutenants un- 
der the Kings of Great-Britain and France; an having di- 
vided the Iſland according to their firſt Agreement, and the 
Engliſh having plentiful Proviſions from London proſpered 
much more than the French, who wanted neceſſary Aſſjtance. 

In 1629, 4 powerful Fleet from Spain under Don Fre- 
derick de Toledo hal received Orders from thut King that 
before he fell down to the Havana, he ſhoull touch at St. 
Chriſtophers,, and force thence all the Engliſh an! French. 
This Navy conſiſted of 24 great Ships and 15 Frigats, who firſt 
ſeized ſome Engliſh Ships lying at Anchor near the Iſle of Me- 
vis, and then came and caſt Anchor in the Roal1 of St. Chriſ- 
tophers, in the French Divißon, and the Forts of both Co- 
lontes being unſurniſpel with Ammunition 4 Proviſions it 
was 4gredt diſcouragement to them; yet reſolving the Enemy 
ſhoul4 not boajt they had compaſſe1 their Deſigns without Blows, 
they made 4 vigorous oppoſition but being overpowered by num- 
ber. the French forſook the Iſi ind. Deſnambuck embark- 
ing all his Men in certain Ships which chanced to be in the Haven. 
The O:44rteys of the Engliſh uben this Intelligence were in great 
diſorder, and in continual ExpeAation that the Spaniards would 
full upon them. Some endeavourinę to eſcape by Sea. or ſhelter 
rMemſetves in the Mountains, while others more courdig ous, 
ent Deputies ro Non Frederick to propoſe an Accommolati- 
en; but the Anſwer they received was, an expreſs Command

which the Law of Arms permits toward thoſe who wrong fully

Thele Ihings diſpatched, Don Frederick weighed An 


chor. but as ſoon as the Fleet was out of fight, th 


Engliſb lei behind, began to rally, and reſolved cou 
ragiouſly to carry on the Settlement of their Co 
lony ; during theſe Tranſactions at St. Chriſtophe 

the French who went to Sea, having ſuffered man 
inconveniencies were forc'd to put in at the Iſland 
of St Martin and Afentſerrat, but looked on them a 
Delarts in compariſon to the Place they had lef 
and being deſirous to be informed of the Conditio 

of the Spantards' there ſent one of their Ships to St 


Chriſtophers, who returning gave them an Account th 


Enemy was gone, and the Engliſb couragiouſly e 
ployed in Re-building. Planting, and repairing th 
Detolations; this unexpected good News perſuade 
them to a ſpeedy return. The Engliſh Colony wit 
conſtant Supplies from London, from that time gre 
very Powerful. Peopling not only this Place. bu 
ſending new Plantations from hence to Barbud 
Mont ferrat, Antego. and Barbaloes which are grow 
very famous for the rich Commodities they a 
furniſhed with, as well as this curious Iflant 
whoſe chiefeſt Trade is Sugar, Tobacco. Cotto 
and Ginger, with other ſoirs of Fruits and Pre

Bulk, Sweer-ſcent, and Manner of Life, for 
21g rhe Jeait of all Birds he gloriouſly confirms the 
aying of Pliny, T ht Nture is ever greateſt in its leaſt 
| entrions. Some of theſe Birds are no bigger bodied 
dan the greater fort of Flie, yet of ſuch beautiful 
cathers, that the Neck, Wings, and Back repreſent 
e Rain-bow ; there are others that have ſuch a briglit 
d under their Neck that at a Diſtance one would 
nagine it to be a 9 ; the Belly and under the 
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8 are yellow as Gold, the Thighs green as an E- 


merald, the Feet and Beak as black as poliſhed Ebo- 
ny, the two little Eyes like two Diamonds ſet in an 
Oval of the Colour of burniſhed Steel, the Head is 
Graſs green, which gives it ſuch a Luſtre that it looks 
as if gilt; the Male hath a little Tuft on the Head, in 
which may be ſeen all the Colours that enamel 
this little Body, the Miracle of the feathered Com- 
mon wealth, and one of the rareſt Productions of Na- 
ture; he moves that little Crown of Feathers at plea- 
ſure, and is more beautiful than the Female; as his 
bulk and plumage is miraculous, ſo is the activity of 
his flight, making a Noiſe with his Wings as if a lit- 
tle Whirl-wind were ſuddenly raiſed in the Air, which 
ſurprizes thoſe who hear him before they ſee him; he 
lives only on the Dew which he ſucks from the Flow- 


ers of Trees with his Tongue, which is 1 than his 


Beak, hollow as a Reed, and about the bigneſs of a 

{mall Needle; tis pleaſant to look on him in that Po- 

ſture for ſpreading abroad his little Creſt, one would 

think he bad on his Head a Crown of Rubies and all 
ſorts of precious Stones, and the Sun adding to his 
Luſtre, makes him look like a compofition of precious 
Stones animated and flying in the Air; the Female 
lays but two Eggs which are Oval, about the bigneſs 
of a Pea or ſmall Pearl: And though he loſe much of 
his beauty when Dead, yet there is ſo much left, that 
ſome Ladies have worn them for Pendants, its ſmel! 
being Excellent, even like the fineſt Musk and Am-

Arhadoes is the moſt conſiderable Ifland the Engli 


| have among the Caribees, and lies in 13 Degree 
North, and though- not above 24 Miles long and 1; 


broad, yet was many Ycars ago accounted to * a 
| | ve 
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bove 20000 Inhabitants, beſides Negroe-Slaves who 
are thought a far greater Number. In the Reign of 
King James I. a Ship of Sir William Curteens return- 
ing from Fernambuck in Braſil, being driven by foul 
Weather, chanced to fall upon this Iſland, and anchor- 
ing before it, ſtaid ſome time to inform themſelves of 
the Nature thereof, which was ſo overgrown with 
Woods, that they could find no Champion or Savana s 
for Men to dwell in, nor any Beaſts but a multitude of 
Swine, which the Portugees put aſhore long before for 
breed, if they ſhould be caſt on that ſhore in foul Wea- 
ther, and the Fruits and Roots afforded ſo great plenty 


of Food as they multiplied abundantly, ſo that the Na- 


tives of the other Iflands uſe to come thither a hunting; 
this Diſcovery being made, and Advice given to their 
Friends in England, other Ships were ſent, and having 
cut down the Woods and cleared the Ground, they 
planted Potatoes, Plantains, and Maiz, which with the 
Hogs Fleſh they tound, ſerved only to keep Life and 


Soul together, and their ſupplies from England, com-- 


ing ſo ſlow and uncertain, they were oft driven to great 
Extremities; but in 1627, when they had more Hands, 


and having Tibacco, Indico, Cotton, Wool, and Fuſtick 
Weed to Trade with, ſome Ships were invited with 
hope of gain to viſt them, bringing for Exchange ſuch 
Things as they wanted, as working Tools of Iron and 
Steel, Cloaths, Shirts, Drawers, Hoſe, Shoes, Hats, and 
more Planters ; ſo that in a ſhort time they grew con- 
ſiderable, eſpeciall 
grown, and they had learned the Art of making Sugar; 
the Inhabitants which conſiſt of Engliſh, Scotch, Iriſb, 
with ſome few Dutch, French, and Fews, were lately 
calculated to be above 50000, and the Negroes about 
100000 ; ſo that they can in a ſhort time arm 109000 
fighting Men, which with the natural advantage of the 


Place, is able to defy the moſt potent Enemy, as the 


22 have found to their Coſt, having in vain af- 
aulted it ſeveral times. 

It hath only one River or rather a Lake which runs 
not far into the Land, yet the Country lying low, and 
level they have divers Ponds, and are — wirh 
Rain Water, by making rag in their Houſes ; * 
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when their Sugar Canes were 
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Air is very hot for eight Months, and would be more 
inſupportable, were it not for the cool Breezes which 
THe with the Sun, which blow ſtill freſher as that grows 
higher, but always from the North-eaſt except in the 
Turnado, and then it chops about to the South. in an 
Hour or two, and after returns as before; the other 
four Months are not ſo hot, but like the Air of England 
about the middle of May, and though they Sweat yet 
find not ſuch faintneſs as in England in Auguſt neither 
are they thirſty, unleſs overheated with Labour or 
ſtrong Brink. Their Bread is made of the Root of a 
{mall Tree or Shrub, which they call Caſavy, whol- 
ſom and nouriſhing. 

They have a Drink called 1/bble made of Potatoes ; 
another named Perino, reckoned much better, though 
not ſo pleaſant, made by the Indians for their own 
drinking of the Caſſavy Root, which of it ſelf is a 
ſtrong Poyſon, and this they cauſe their old Women 
(whole Breath and Teetli have been tainted with ma- 
ny ſeveral Poxcs) to chew and ſpit out into the Water, 
for the better breaking and macerating the Root, and 
in 3 or 4 Hours this Juice will work and purge it ſelf 
of the poiſonous Quality in the conflict; they drink 
likewiſe Punch, Plumb-crink, Plantane-crink, a ſtrong 
Drink made of the skimming of Sugar, Beverige, and 
Wine of Pines, which is the beſt of all; their Meat 1s 
generally Hogs Fleſh excceding good, feeding on Pom- 
"ara as ſweet as Melons, Plantanes, Sugar Canes, and 


laiz ; they have alſo Turkies, Pullets, Muſcovy Ducks, 


Turtle Doves, Pidgeons, and Rabbits; with excellent 
Fiſh, many Kinds not known to us, as the green Tur- 
tle, who coming in wi.h the Tide, lie upon the Sands 
till the next return, and are eaſily taken in the {.zcaick 
Iſlands, though not in this, but ſent hither; for it is but 
turning them on their Backs with Staves, and there 
they lie till fetch'd away; a large Turtle will have in 
her Body half a Buſhel of Eggs which ſhe = in the 
Sand, where they are hatch'd by the Sun. hen you 


are to kill one of theſe Fiſhes, you lay him on his Back 
on a Table, and when he ſees you come with a Knife 
in your Hand to kill him, he ſends forth t he moſt grie- 
vious Sighs that ever were heard, and ſhed* Tears in a- 

bundance, 
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bundance, after he is opened, and his Heart taken out, 


if you lay it in a Diſh, it will ſtir and pant ten hours 


after the Fleſh is dead; there is none more delicate in 


Taſte, nor more Nouriſhing than he. | 
This Iſland may be divided into Maſters, Servants, 
and Slaves; the Maſters live in all affluence of Pleaſure 
and Delight ; 'the Servants after five Years become 
Freemen of the Iſland, and then employ their time as 
may be moſt to their Advantage ; but the Negroe 
Slaves and their Children being in Fa for ever, 
are preſerved with great Care; but uſed with ſuch ſeve- 
rity, as occaſioned a great Conſpiracy againſt their 
Maſters ſome Years fince, which was ſo cloſely carried 
as no diſcovery was made till the Day before it was to 
be acted, and then one of them either failing of his 


Courage, or out of love to his Maſter, diſcovered and }. 


revented it, for which many of them were put to 
8 as a Terror to the reſt, who being ſo numer- 
ous might prove dangerous, but that they are kept in 
ſuch ſtrict awe, and not ſuffered to touch or handle a 
Weapon, fo that nothing is more terrible to them than 
Gunſhot; and beſides being of different Countries, they 
ſpeak divers Languages, and do not underſtand one a- 
nother ; for in ſome of thoſe places in Africa, where 
petty Kingdoms are, they ſell their Subjects, and ſuch 
as they take in Battle, whom they make Slaves, yea, 
tome poor Men ſell their Servants, their Children, and 
ſometimes their Wives, for ſuch Traffick as our Mer- 
chants bring them; when they are brought hither, 
the Planters buy them out of the Ship, where they find 
them ſtark naked, and therefore cannot be deceived in 
any outward Infirmity, chuſung them as they do Horſes 
in a Market, the ſtrongeſt, youthfulleſt, and moſt 
beauritul, yield the greatelt Price ; thirty Pound Ster- 
ling for a Man, and twenty five for a Woman, is uſual; 
if they buy any that have no Wives, they will come to 
their Maſters and complain they cannot live without, 


and he provides them one by the next Ships. Religi- 
on they have none, yet ſeem to acknowledge a God, 
by looking up to Heaven for Revenge when they. are 
wronged ; one Negroe Woman being brought to Bed 
of two Children, the N provided a Cord to hang

her as falſe to him, but the Overſeer prevented it by 
telling him it was common with the Engliſb Women, 
and they liked them the better, yetif he were reſolv'd 
to hang her he ſhould be hang'd himſelf by her, the 
Feat of which hindred him. 

The chief Towns in this Ifle are St. Michaels former- 
ly called Bridee Town, Little Briſtol, Se. James, and 
Charts Town, with other Pariſhes of leſs Note, and 
feveral Bays on the Sea Coaſts. The Government is 
by Laws agreeable to thoſe in England; for which they 
have Courts of Judicature, fy of Peace, Conſta- 

the like. The Ifland is 
very ſtrong as well by Nature as Art; it is divided in- 
to eleven Precincts, wherein are fourteen Churches 
and Chappels, the whole ſo filled with Houſes that it 
may almoſt ſeem one Great Town. There is a Fiſh 
called a Rock-Fiſb taken near this Hland, which is red, 
mtermixed with ſeveral other Colours very delightful 
to the Eye; and a great Fly called by the Indians 
Cxcaxyos, which gives ſuch a great Light in the Night, 
that it is called the Flying Torch of America, not only 
aiding the Traveller by ſhewing him his Way in the 
Right but with the Aſſiſtance of this Light a Man 
may caſily Write and Read the ſmalleſt print; the In- 
dians having theſe Flyes faſtned to their Hands and 
Feet, go a Hunting all Night by the Light of them, 
which the famous Du bartus thus deſcribes ;

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C HAP. XXI. 


A View of Jamaica; 


Amaica 1s ſituate in 18 Degrees North, ſomewhat 
J Oval, being 170 Miles long, and 70 broad; in the 
midft runs acontinued ridge of high Mountains, ſo 
that ſome have compared the Iſland to a Saddle; from 
hence flow divers freſh oprings, which cauſe many Ri- 
vers to the great refreſhment of the Inhabitants ; it 
came into the Poſſeſſion of the Engliſh on this Occaſion. 
In 1655. Oliver Cromwel having made Peace with the 
Dutch, reſolved upon an Adventure againſt the Spaniard, 
providing a Fleet, and giving out that the Voyage 
would be very profitable, being deſigned to a Place 
where there was much Gold and Riches, but conceal- 
ed the Deſign to the very laſt ; hope of gain encourag'd 
many of low Fortunes to engage in this Enterprize, 
ſo that the Fleet was ſoon filled, which ſetting ſail, 
Dec. 28. Venables commanding the Land Forces, and 
Pen being General at Sea, they put in at Barbadoes Fan. 
28. following ; the King of Spain was not ignorant 
rheſe Preparations were deſign'dagainſt the 2 
and having diſpatch'd Expreſſes into thoſe Parts, he 
ſent the Marqueſs of Leda in a ſplendid Ambaſly to 
Cromwel, but had ſuch cold Reception that he quick] 
returned ; in the mean time the Fleet ſteered its Courts 
from Barbadoes to Hiſpnniola one of the richeſt Iſlands in 
America, which was much wondred at, ſince at that 
time no open Hoſtility was declared againſt Spain, and 
though it was alledged that the Conditions of Peace ex- 
tended not beyond the Line, yet the Spaniard look'd 
on it as an abſolute Breach ; the Beginning of this 
Enterprize met with a remarkable Check, for when 
General Venables might have landed very near St. Domin- 
go, the chief Town in the Iſle, and deſerted by the 
Garriſon, yet ruled by ſtrange Councils of his own, or 
as ſome ſay, aa by his Wife, he ſet his Men a- 
ſhore ten eee Weſtward of it, whereuponthe Spa- 
niards took Courage, and betook themſelves again to 
the Defence of St. Domingo. The

thought themſelves ſafe, and Lords of the Indies, and 
were already ſharing the Golden Mines, among them- 
ſelves, when contrary to their Expectation the Gene- 
ral cauſed it to he proclaimed at the Head of the Ar- 
my, that none upon pain of Death ſhould plunder any 


Gold, Plate, or Jewels, or kill any Cattle; which dam- 


— > Spirits, and the exceſſive heat of the Climate 
weakning their Bodies, by that time they had march- 
ed a moſt tedious and diſconſolate March, through 
thick Woods, in deep ſealding Sands, ready to periſh 
with miſerable drought and thirſt for want of Water, 
of which they met not with a Drop in many Miles, 
they were N into ſuch a Condition that the 
needed not an Enemy to kill chem, being already nd 
moſt dead with faintneſs and weakneſs; ſo that the 
Spaniards, Negroes, and Molattoes falling upon them, 
eſtroy ed them without reſiſtance, till they were weary 
of killing, and thoſe thought themſelves happ”, who 
could make their Eſcape to their Ships. Major Gene- 
ral Hains, and above 600 others fell in this skirmiſh, 
beſides near as many more in ftragling Parties, and 
all this Execution was done with the loſs of not above 


60 of the Enemy. The Remnant of this Naval Army, J 
that they might not be thought to have undertaken ſo 


long a Voyage, and of fuch Expectation in vain, poſl- 
eſſed . ees with little or no Oppoſition of the 
Hand of Jamaica, which tho not ſo plentiful and rich 
as the Place they aimed at, yet with much Induſtry, 
and the Supplies ſent them om England, they made 
it a . e Habitation to abide in, planting them- 
felves at Oriſtano the chief and the only Town therein. 
In 1658, 2 Spaniards under Don gn Arnaldo 
Saſſor landed in this Ifland, and began to fortify them- 
ſelves at a Place called St. Anne, but were fiercely ſet 
upon by the Engliſh, and forced to fly into the Woods 
and Mountains; and another Body of 300 \ org 
having fortified themſelves at Chareras in the 

this Ifland were by the then Governor, Colonel Doyly, 
driven quite out of their hold, Don Franciſco de Preucia, 
the Maeſtro ce] Campo, with others taken, many killed, 
and the reſt utterly deſperſed. 


'This 


orth of 
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This grand Diſaſter with many petty ill Succeſſes 
cauſed the Spaniards to deſpair of regaining the Iſland, 
and to Ship off moſt of their Plate and Women, and 
the Negroes finding the greateſt part of their Maſters 
to be dead, killed the Governor; and declined all O- 
bedience to the Spaniards, chuſing themſelves a Black 
for their Governor; and ſuch was the weakneſs of the 
Spaniards, that inſtead of correcting them, they were 
forced to beg their aſſiſtance, which yet would not 
prevail, for toon after they ſubmitted to the Engliſh 
Government, and made Diſcoveries of the Spaxtards aud 
Negrees that would not join with them; whereupon 
the next Year the Spaniards quite deſerted the Iſland, 
except thirty or forty of their Slaves who betook them- 
ſelyes to the Mountains, but being afraid of diſcovery, 
and to be purſued to death for ſome Murther by them 
committed, they built themſelves Canoos, and in them 
fled to Cuba, and never ſince had any conſiderable At- 
tempt made upon them, 'The Exeliſb being thus be- 
come Maſters of the Iſland, formed themſelves into a 


Colony, and began to ſettle Plantations, while others

betook themſelves to Sea as Privateers, the better to 


ſecure themſelves againſt the Spariards, and force them 
O L 


to a Peace, b ſeizing their Ships, wherein they were 


very ſucceſ ful. This cauted the Iſle to be much 
talked of and eſteemed by the Engliſb, who ſent them 
Supplies of Men, Proviſions, and Neccilaries, and thus 
by degrees it hecame fo potent as now it is; and tho 
the Succeſs of the £nelihar the beginning of tha Spaniſh 
War was but indifferent, yet it afterwards proved for- 
tinate enough by gaining ſeveral Victories, and great 
Prizes from them as our £7g/i/þ Virgil then ſung,

The Soil of Famaica is very fruitful, the Trees and 


Plants being always ſpringing and never diſrobed of 


their Summer Livery, every Month being like our A- 


pril or diay; there are many Plains which they call 


Savana's intermix'd with Hills and Woods, whichthey 
ſay were formerly Fields of Indian Maiz or Wheat, 
but converted by the Spaniards to Paſture for feeding 
their Horſes, Cows, Hogs, and Aſinego's that they 
brought from Spain for breed, after they had deſtroyed 
all the Indians, which were reckoned above fix hun- 
dred thouſand, which Cattle encreaſed 2 
great Herds of Horſes, Hogs, and other kinds til! 


running wild in the Woods. The Air is more _ 
Tate than in any of the Caribees, being conftantly cooled 
with Eaſtern breezes, and frequent Rains, and never 
troubled with thoſe Storms of Wind called Hurricanes, 
wherewith the adjacent Iſlands are diſturb'd, fometimes

This Iſle 
cat, chounds with good Roads, Bays, or Harbonrs, the chief | 
ing} whereof is Port-Royal formerly called Cogeway, very j 
ney commodious for Shipping, and ſecured by a ſtrong 
b yed] Caſtle, it is about * Miles from the chief Town 
nun- of the Iſland called St. Jago. Next is Port Morant, 
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ſo violent that Ships are forced out of the Roads and 
drove on Shore, their Houſes blown down, and Proviſi- 
ons rooted out of the Earth. The Days and Nights are 
almoſt equal all the Year. It produceth many ex- 
cellent Commodities, as Sugar ver 


dico, Cotton, Tobacco, Hides, Tortoiſe Shells, cu- 


| rious Wood, Salt, Saltpetre, with Ginger, Pepper, 


| Drugs of ſeveral ſorts, and Cochineal, with many o- 


thers, which if well improved, this Iſle will be the 
beſt and richeſt Plantation that ever the Exgliſb were 
Maſters of. 

They have Horſes ſo plentiful, that a ſpecial one 
may be bought for ſix or ſeven Pound ; likewiſe 
Cows, Aſinegoes, Mules, Sheep, Goats, and Hogs in 
abundance ; with very rare Fiſh of ſeveral ſorts, and 

lenty of tame Fowl, as Hens, Turkies, and ſome 
Dicks, but almoſt infinite ſtore of wild Fowl, as 
Geeſe, Turkies, Pidgeons, Ducks, Teal, Wigeons, 
Guiney-Hens, Plovers, Flemingoes, Snipes, Parrots, 
and Paraquettoes, and many others whoſe Names are 
not known ; here are alſo choice Fruits, as Oranges, 
Lemons, Pomegranates, Coco-nuts, Guavers, Prickle: 
Apples, Prickle-Pears, Grapes, Plantains, Pines, and 
ſeveral more which are too tedious to mention ; all 
manner of Garden Herbs and Roots, as Beans, Peaſe, 


Old Harbour, Port-Neeril, and Port- Antonio, with divers 


others. 


The Town of 3 de la Vega, is ſeated ſix Miles 
within the Land North-weſt. When the Spaniards 


every poſleſs'd the Ile, it was a large famous City of about 
mes, 2000 Houſes, with two Churches, two Chappels, and 
— au Abby, which when the E7g/ib took under Venables, 
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were deſtroyed all but five hundred, its Churches and 
Chappels made fewer, and the Remainder ſpoiled and 
defaced; but ſince the Settlement of the Eugliſb, they 
began to repair the ruinous Houſes, and it 1s like to 
be greater than formerly. 

The Iſland is divided into fourteen Precincts or Pa- 
riſhes, namely Pert-Royal, St. Catharine, St. Johns, Se. 
Andrews, St. Davids, St. Thomas, and Clarendon, many 
whereof are well inhabited by the Enoliſb that have 
there my good Plantations, whoſe Number 1s not 

nown, but- according to Survey taken, and 

returned into England ſome years ſince, there were a- 
bove 1700 Families, and more than 1 5000 Inhabitants, 
in the forenamed 14 Precincts; and in the four Pari- 
ſhes on the North-ſide of the Iſle, that 1s &. Georges, 
St. aries, St. Anne, and St. James above 2000 more, 
all which are now extremely increaſed, even to double 
if not treble that Number; the great Encouragement 
of gaining Wealth, and a pleaſant Life inviting abun- 
dance of * to tranſplant themſelves from Barbadoes, 
to other Engliſb Plantations every year, ſo that in a 
ſmall time it is like to be the moſt potent and rich Plan- 
tation in all America; and beſides the aforementioned 
Number of Inhabitants, there are reckon'd to be long 
to Jamaica of Privateers or Buccancers Sloops, and 
Boat men which ply about the Iſle, at leaſt thirty thou- 
ſand ſtout fighting Men, whoſe Courage is ſalliciently 
diſcovered by their daily attempts upon the Spaniards 
in Panama, and other Places, which for the Hazard, 
anduct, and e n gag of their Exploits, have, by 


ſome, been compared to the Actions of Cæſar and 4- 


le rander the Great. Thie Laws of this Iſland are as like 
thoſe of England as the difference of the Countries will 
admit, they having ſeveral Courts, Magiſtrates, and 
Officers, for executing Juſtice of Otenders, and hear- 
ing and determining all Civil Cauſes between Man and 


Man. 
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
